REPORT 


OF  TH  E 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OE  HEALTH 

for  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1938. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  fiftieth  annual  report  on  the  health, 
sanitary  conditions  and  circumstances  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancaster  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1938,  together  with  the  vital  statistics  relative  to  that  period. 

The  information  given  in  the  report  is  grouped  under  the  following  main  headings  as  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 


(a)  Statistics  and  social  conditions  of  the  area, 

( b )  General  provision  of  health  services  for  the  area, 

(c)  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area, 

(d)  Housing, 

(e)  Inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  and 

(/)  Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

In  addition,  sections  are  included  dealing  with  the  Midwives  Acts,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
Nursing  Homes,  Blind  Persons,  and  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  may  be  regarded  as  extremely  satisfactory.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  death-rate  from  cancer,  they  show  considerable  improvement  not  only  on  the  previous 
year  but  also  on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years.  The  birth-rate  is  the  highest  recorded  for  the 
County  since  1928,  whilst  on  only  six  previous  occasions  during  the  last  fifty  years  has  the  death- 
rate  been  so  low.  The  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system,  which  for  four  years 
had  remained  stationary  at  a  record  low  level,  showed  a  further  reduction. 


Cancer,  unfortunately,  continued  to  take  its  heavy  toll  of  lives,  the  death-rate  from  the  disease 
being  the  highest  yet  recorded.  This,  however,  is  not  in  itself  definite  evidence  of  an  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  the  disease.  Amongst  the  factors  contributing  to  an  increased  certification  of 
deaths  due  to  cancer  is  the  more  complete  ascertainment  of  the  disease  consequent  upon  the  extended 
facilities  for  diagnosis. 


The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  year  represents  a  very  considerable  decrease  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year  and  is  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  County  statistics. 


Another  new  low  record  has  been  established  in  the  mortality  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  and,  if  the  improvement  in  the  live  birth-rate  is  borne  in  mind,  the  infant  rate  assumes  a  still 
better  aspect.  The  continued  extension  of  the  antenatal  and  other  maternity  services  and  the 
more  intelligent  interest  taken  in  the  care  and  nursing  of  the  new-born  child,  together  with  the 
continued  improvement  in  environmental  and  sanitary  conditions,  have  largely  contributed  to  this 
saving  of  child  life. 


This  is  the  fiftieth  report  of  the  series.  Tt  was  intended  to  set  out  in  this  report  some  of  the 
interesting  comparisons  which  could  have  been  made  between  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the  year 
1889  and  those  obtaining  to-day.  The  threat  of  war  and  now  the  actual  onset  have  prevented  any 
detailed  presentation  of  that  character.  A  general  idea,  however,  may  be  gathered  from  the  statis¬ 
tics  which  follow  and  from  a  study  of  the  graph  inserted  at  page  17.

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The  volume  of  social  legislation  passed  during  the  last  fifty  years  is  very  large  indeed,  and  the 
major  portion  directly  or  indirectly  concerns  itself  with  the  public  health  services.  As  a  result,  the 
medical  services  in  the  Administrative  County  had  in  1938  become  well  organised  and  were  in  a 
position  to  advance  further  the  public  health  of  the  population  they  serve. 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  however,  work  in  connection  with  the  home  defence  services 
became  increasingly  urgent  and  schemes  and  plans  for  further  development  in  the  purely  public 
health  sphere  practically  ceased. 


At  the  time  of  writing,  a  reorganisation  of  the  services  to  meet  the  new  conditions  is  in  process. 
Apart  from  limiting  as  far  as  possible  the  havoc  and  waste  which  a  great  war  entails,  it  is  obvious 
that,  to  cope  with  the  difficult  new  problems  which  will  arise,  an  efficient  public  health  service 
must  continue  in  being. 


Such  a  service  cannot  be  improvised  for  it  consists  essentially  of  trained  and  experienced 
personnel.  The  recent  evacuation  of  certain  classes  of  town  inhabitants  has  made  very  evident 
some  of  the  less  serious  risks  attendant  upon  sudden  migrations.  Further  movements  of  popidation 
are  anticipated  and  the  resources,  even  of  large  authorities,  will  be  fully  taxed.  The  inevitable 
depletion  of  staffs  and  the  extensive  areas  which  will  be  affected  suggest  that  special  problems  and 
the  facilities  necessary  to  deal  with  them  may  need  organising  on  a  regional  basis. 


In  gratefully  acknowledging  the  help  and  co-operation  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  other  local  officials,  I  wish  to  pay  a  special  tribute  to  the  way  in  which  they  have  met  and 
overcome  the  special  difficulties  of  adapting  their  services  to  the  new  conditions.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  COUNTY. 


Area  of  Administrative  County.  The  area  of  the  Administrative  County  as  constituted  on  the 
31st  December,  1938,  was  1,038,130  statute  acres. 


The  acreage  of  each  County  district,  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar-General’s 
Census  of  England  and  Wales,  1931 — County  of  Lancaster  (Part  II),  incorporating  alterations  of 
boundary  effected  by  the  first  general  review  of  districts  under  section  46  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  and  subsequent  alterations,  is  given  in  Table  1,  pages  18  to  25. 

Note. — In  the  preparation  of  tables  and  statistics  throughout  this  report  the  necessary  adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  accord  with  the  alteration  of  districts. 

Population. — Census,  1931,  and  Estimated,  1938. — The  population  of  the  Administrative  County 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1938  was  1,880,600 — an  increase 
of  21,400  over  the  estimate  of  1,859,200  for  the  previous  year.  The  aggregate  population  of  urban 
districts  in  1938  was  estimated  at  1,631,900,  and  that  of  the  rural  districts  at  248,700. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Administrative  County  was  3,463,  compared  with 
964  in  1937 — an  increase  of  2,499. 

According  to  the  adjusted  Census,  1931,  the  population  of  the  Administrative  County  in 
terms  of  constitution  as  at  the  31st  December,  1938,  was  1,779,839  (urban  districts  1,564,210, 
rural  districts,  215,629).  It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding  a  net  loss  to  the  County  of 
15,234  of  population  under  the  first  review  of  County  districts  which  was  completed  in  1935,  the 
1938  estimate  shows  an  increase  of  100,761 — equal  to  5-6  per  cent,  over  the  Census  figure.  The 
percentage  increases  for  the  urban  and  rural  districts  are  4-3  and  10-6  respectively. 


The  tabular  statement  below  shows  the  population  of  the  Administrative  County  and  of  the 
urban  and  rural  districts  at  the  date  of  the  Census,  1931,  together  with  the  estimates  for  the  succeed¬ 
ing  seven  years  : —

In  perusing  these  figures  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  by  virtue  of  the  method  adopted 
by  the  Registrar-General  in  arriving  at  the  estimates  of  population,  the  error  to  which  the  estimates 
are  subject  is  one  which  may  be  expected  to  grow  in  degree  as  the  preceding  census  becomes  more 
remote.  The  estimates  are  obtained  by  taking  the  1931  Census  as  the  starting  point,  and  adding 
the  births  and  immigrants  and  deducting  the  deaths  and  emigrants  between  the  date  of  the  Census 
and  the  middle  of  the  year  for  which  the  estimate  is  required.  Whilst  the  records  of  births  and 
deaths  are  believed  to  be  accurate,  information  with  regard  to  migration  is  incomplete  and  allow¬ 
ance  for  such  is  a  matter  of  judgment  based  upon  past  experience  qualified  as  may  seem  to  be 
required  by  current  conditions.  It  is  this  factor  which  gives  the  margin  of  error  above  referred  to. 

Table  1,  pages  18  to  25,  shows  the  estimated  population  of  each  County  district  at  the  middle 
of  1938,  together  with  the  Census  1931  enumeration  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  alteration  of 
districts  since  that  date. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  area,  population,  persons  per  acre,  and  acres  per  person  of  the 
Administrative  County  as  constituted  on  the  31st  December,  1938,  distributed  between  the  non¬ 
county  boroughs,  urban  and  rural  districts  : —

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Social  Conditions . — Effect  of  Unemployment,  etc. — It  is,  of  necessity,  a  difficult  matter  to  sum¬ 
marise  accurately  the  social  conditions  of  a  County  such  as  Lancashire,  composed  as  it  is  of  all 
types  of  districts  varying  from  densely  populated  industrial  areas  on  the  one  hand  to  sparsely 
populated  rural  areas  on  the  other. 

Generally  speaking,  however,  the  local  health  reports  indicate  that  improvement  in  the  social 
conditions  continues,  although,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  districts,  the  unemployment  problem 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  greatly  relieved.  There  is  no  doubt  that  re-housing  activity,  slum 
clearance  and  improvement  in  sanitary  environment,  together  with  the  wider  appreciation  by  the 
public  of  the  health  services  now  available  have  each  played  an  important  part  in  bettering  the 
general  social  conditions. 

Influence  of  occupations  on  health. — Whilst  a  few  local  health  reports  contain  references  to 
the  adverse  influence  of  certain  occupations  on  the  health  of  the  people,  such  as  rheumatic,  catarrhal 
and  dyspeptic  ailments  amongst  mill  workers,  silicosis  in  quarry  workers,  rheumatism,  nystagmus 
and  chest  complaints  amongst  miners  and  asbestosis  in  asbestos  workers,  in  general,  conditions  of 
occupation  throughout  the  County  do  not  appear  to  have  had  any  serious  prejudicial  effect  on  the 
health  of  the  people. 

Rateable  value  and  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  (local  purposes). — The  rateable  value  of 
the  Administrative  County  area  in  1938,  according  to  the  figures  given  in  the  summary  forms 
supplied  by  the  local  medical  officers  of  health,  was  £10,957,866,  and  a  penny  rate  would  produce 
£42,136.

Live  Births  and  Birth-rates. — The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  or  belonging  to  the  Ad¬ 
ministrative  County  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938,  showed  a  substantial  increase 
over  the  previous  year’s  figure  ;  they  numbered  26,593,  or  904  more  than  in  1937.  In  1936  the 
live  births  numbered  25,133,  or  1,460  less  than  in  the  year  under  report. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  since  1933,  when  the  live  births  numbered  23,315  or  3,278  less  than 
in  1938,  there  has  been  a  steady  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  children  born.

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The  26,593  live  births  credited  to  the  Administrative  County  represent  a  birth-rate  of  1414 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population — an  increase  of  0-33  per  1,000  over  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year.  Compared  with  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1933-1937,  the  1938  rate  shows  an  increase 
of  0-75.  It  is  the  highest  live  birth-rate  recorded  since  the  year  1928,  when  the  rate  was  14-56. 

The  rate  for  the  total  urban  districts  in  1938  was  14-03  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that 
for  the  rural  districts  14-86.  These  rates  represent  increases  of  0-25  and  0-81  respectively  over 
those  for  the  previous  year. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  Report  for  1937  to  the  trend  of  the  live  birth-rate  since  1891, 
when  a  rate  of  31  -93  per  1,000  of  population  was  recorded,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  following  the 
establishment  of  a  new  low  record  in  1933,  the  long  continued  decline  appeared  to  be  arrested.  It 
is  still  too  early  to  conclude  that  the  change  in  the  trend  of  the  rate  will  be  maintained  but  the 
figure  for  1938  would  seem  to  justify  an  optimistic  outlook  in  that  direction.  As  a  matter  of 
interest  the  live  birth-rates  for  each  of  the  last  fifty  years  and  for  the  quinquennial  periods,  are 
reproduced  in  the  table  on  page  17,  and  in  addition,  a  graph  covering  the  same  period  is  inserted. 
This  shows  clearly  the  course  of  the  rate  since  1889  and  how,  after  falling  to  the  low  level  of  12-89 
in  1933,  it  has  rallied  and  increased  almost  to  what  it  was  in  1928. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that,  notwithstanding  the  improvement  in  the  live  birth-rate  in  recent 
years,  had  the  1891  rate  obtained  in  1938  there  would  have  been  60,047  live  births  as  against  the 
actual  figure  of  26,593. 

The  live  birth-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  is  invariably  below  the  rate  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales,  and  the  1938  figure,  although  considerably  higher  than  that  recorded  in 
each  of  the  previous  nine  years,  is  no  exception,  being  1-0  per  1,000  less  than  that  of  the  country 
as  a  whole. 

The  following  table  shows  the  County,  urban  and  rural  live  birth-rates  for  the  year  1938,  and 
also  the  rates  for  each  year  in  the  preceding  decennial  period.  For  comparative  purposes  the  birth¬ 
rates  for  the  whole  country  are  also  given  : —

The  number  of  births  in  each  municipal  borough,  urban  and  rural  district,  together  with  the 
corresponding  birth-rates,  are  given  in  Table  1,  pages  18  to  25. 

Illegitimate  Live  Births. — The  births  of  illegitimate  children  registered  during  1938  num¬ 
bered  860-an  increase  of  48  over  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  to  total  live  births  was  3-23, 
the  same  as  the  average  for  the  five  years  1933-1937,  but  0-07  higher  than  in  1937. 


Stillbirths. — There  were  1,352  stillbirths  registered  in  the  Administrative  County  during 
1938,  equivalent  to  48  per  1,000  total  births.  The  figures  for  1937  were  1,272  and  47  respectively. 
Based  on  the  Quarterly  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  stillbirth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  in  1938  was  38  per  1,000  total  births.  The  local  variation  in  the  stillbirth  rates  in  the 
Administrative  County  is  shown  in  Table  1,  pages  18  to  25.

Table  3,  here  inserted,  is  a  classified  statement  of  the  causes  of  death  in  1938,  distributed  in 
age  groups  and  distinguishing  the  sexes,  for  the  aggregates  of  the  urban  and  rural  districts. 

JCounty  Death-rates. — Consequent  upon  the  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths 
assigned  to  the  Administrative  County  during  1938,  the  crude  death-rate  at  12-29  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  constitutes  a  considerable  improvement  over  the  previous  year  when  the  rate 
was  13-29  per  1,000.  Similar  improvement  is  shown  in  the  rates  for  the  urban  and  rural  districts. 
The  County  rate  is  the  lowest  since  1934,  when  the  figure  was  12-08.  As  regards  the  urban  districts, 
the  rate  of  12-48  is  also  the  lowest  since  1934  but  it  is  nine  years  since  the  rate  for  the  rural  districts 
was  so  good. 

The  table  below  shows  the  crude  death-rates  of  the  County  from  1928  to  1938,  together  with 
those  for  the  urban  and  rural  areas,  and  also  gives  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that,  until  1936,  the  County,  urban  and  rural  death-rates 
have  each  shown  annually  an  alternate  rise  and  fall  since  1928  and,  in  fact,  for  some  years  previous. 
This  oscillatory  movement  was,  howe  ver,  not  maintained  in  1936  and  1937  as  regards  the  rates  for 
the  Administrative  County  and  the  urban  districts,  but  has  continued  in  so  far  as  the  rural  district 
rate  is  concerned.  The  figures  for  1938,  however,  advert  to  the  previous  trend,  the  decrease  in  the 
County  rate  being  1-00  and  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts,  0-99  and  1-06  respectively. 

Compared  with  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1933-1937,  the  County  rate  shows  a  decrease- 
of  0-49.  The  1938  figures  take  on  a  still  better  aspect  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that,  apart  from 
conditions  contributory  to  the  rate  which  fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  an  important  factor  bearing 
on  the  comparison  of  death-rates  over  a  number  of  years  is  the  increasing  proportion  of  elderly 
persons  in  the  population.  The  Registrar-General  has  for  some  years  made  mention  of  this  point 
in  his  Statistical  Reviews  and,  in  addition  to  giving  estimates  of  the  number  of  persons  over  70 
years  of  age  in  the  country  as  a  whole  for  each  of  the  intercensal  years,  states  that  such  persons  num¬ 
bered  297  per  10,000  total  population  in  1911,  344  in  1921  and  426  in  1931.  In  1936  he  estimated 
the  number  of  such  persons  per  10,000  of  population  as  477.

The  decrease  in  the  death-rate  for  1938  can  be  mainly  attributed  to  considerable  reductions 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  influenza  and  respiratory  diseases  generally.  Further  references  to 
the  mortality  from  these  diseases  will  be  found  on  pages  37  and  38. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  1 1  -6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  or  0-6  below  the  crude  rate  for  the  Administrative  County.  Compared  with  the  adjusted 
rate  for  the  County,  viz.,  13-0  (to  which  reference  is  made  below),  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
is  1  -4  below  the  County  figure. 

In  the  table  on  page  17  are  given  the  annual  death-rates  together  with  the  quinquennial  averages 
since  the  year  1889  for  the  County  and  the  aggregated  urban  and  rural  districts. 

“  Adjusted  ”  death-rates . — Reference  to  the  use  of  comparability  factors  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General,  and  to  the  resulting  adjusted  death-rates,  was  made  in  the  County  Health 
Reports  for  1934  and  1935.  The  effect  of  the  use  of  the  comparability  factor,  or  as  it  is  now  styled, 
the  areal  comparability  factor,  is  that  when  multiplied  by  the  crude  death-rate  of  an  area,  it  produces 
an  adjusted  death-rate,  which  may  be  regarded  as  comparable  from  a  mortality  point  of  view  with 
the  corresponding  adjusted  death-rate  for  any  other  area,  or  with  the  crude  death-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  factor  applies  only  to  the  crude  rate  of  deaths  from  “  all  causes  ”  and 
not  to  individual  cause  rates. 

The  Registrar-General  has  again  supplied  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  the  year  1938 
and  these  are  shown,  as  regards  each  County  district,  on  pages  213  to  234. 

The  factor  for  the  Administrative  County  is  1-06,  for  the  aggregate  of  urban  districts  1-07,  and 
for  the  rural  districts  0-99. 

The  effect  of  the  use  of  these  factors  on  the  1938  death-rates  is  shown  below  : —

Details  of  the  deaths  in  the  various  sanitary  areas,  classified  under  certain  headings,  are  given 
in  Tables  1  and  2,  pages  18  to  30,  and  the  mortality  rates  in  1938  for  each  district  are  compared  on 
pages  213  to  234  with  the  year  1937,  and  with  the  averages  of  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  Registrar-General,  in  supplying  the  County  and  District  statistics  given  in  this  report, 
points  out  that  the  deaths  are  classified  under  the  headings  given  in  the  Abridged  List  of  Causes 
in  the  Manual  of  the  International  list  of  causes  of  death,  1931,  and  that  the  classification  of  some 
deaths  is  modified  in  the  light  of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the  certifying  practitioner  in 
response  to  special  inquiries  ;  this  possibly  will  account  for  some  slight  discrepancy  between  the 
returns  of  the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled  locally.

An  examination  of  the  age-groups  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  reveals  that  of  the  6,224 
deaths  ascribed  to  heart  disease,  5,370  or  86-2  per  cent,  occurred  amongst  persons  over  55  years 
of  age  ;  of  the  3,084  cancer  deaths,  2,414  or  78-2  per  cent.  ;  of  1,415  deaths  due  to  cerebral  haemorrh¬ 
age,  etc.,  1,285  or  90-8  per  cent.  ;  whilst  of  the  1,399  deaths  due  to  other  circulatory  diseases,  there 
were  1,327  or  94-8  per  cent.  Of  the  802  fatalities  ascribed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  647  or  80-6 
per  cent,  were  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  55  years. 


In  the  following  paragraphs  references  are  made  to  the  direct  contribution  to  mortality  of  the 
chief  causes  of  death.  As  pointed  out  in  the  note  on  page  15,  the  death-rates,  unless  otherwise 
stated,  are  “  crude  ”  rates,  and  in  considering  the  statistics  the  ageing  of  the  population  must  be 
borne  in  mind.  The  “  crude  ”  death-rates  of  diseases  mainly  affecting  elderly  people,  such  as  heart 
disease,  cancer,  cerebral  haemorrhage,  etc.,  overstate  the  real  mortality  average. 


Heabt  Disease. — The  number  of  deaths  in  1938  classified  under  the  heading  “  heart  disease,” 
6,224  (males  3,028,  females  3,196),  although  being  only  7  in  excess  of  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year,  was  as  usual  considerably  larger  than  for  any  other  item  in  the  list  of  causes  of  death.  It 
represented  26-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes  and  was  equivalent  to  a  death-rate 
of  3*30  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  statement  below  shows  the  apparent  upward  trend  of  fatalities  from  heart  disease  both 
as  regards  the  number  of  such  fatalities  and  their  relationship  to  total  deaths  from  all  causes  : —

The  Registrar-General  has  repeatedly  pointed  out  in  his  Statistical  Reviews  that  the  increase 
in  recent  years  of  the  crude  mortality  from  heart  disease  is  due,  among  other  causes,  to  the  increasing 
age  of  the  population  and  to  more  frequent  record  of  myocardial  degeneration  in  certification  of 
the  deaths  of  old  people.  The  introduction  of  the  new  form  of  death  certificate  a  few  years  ago, 
he  considers,  has  led  to  more  frequent  statement  of  this  or  other  forms  of  heart  disease  as  a  subsidiary 
cause,  and  by  the  operation  of  the  rules  of  selection  of  joint  causes  this  often  results  in  the  death 
beiDg  transferred  to  the  heart  group  as  a  consequence. 
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The  tabular  statement  below  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  County  area  during  the  ten 
years  1929-1938  from  heart  disease  at  various  age  periods.  The  rise  in  the  number  of  fatalities 
at  the  higher  age  periods  will  be  noted  : —

Cancer. — The  deaths  in  the  Administrative  County  during  1938  attributed  to  cancer  numbered 
3,084 — males  1,416,  females  1,668.  This  is  the  highest  number  yet  recorded  and  is  124  in  excess  of 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  It  represents  13-3  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes  and  is 
equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  1-63  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  rates  for  the  urban 
and  rural  districts  were  1-65  and  1-51  per  1,000  respectively.  The  rates  for  the  previous  year 
were  :  Administrative  County,  1-59  ;  urban  districts,  1-61  ;  and  rural  districts,  1-47. 

Apart  from  that  of  1931,  the  death-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  has  always  been  below 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  the  rate  for  1938  is  no  exception,  being  0-03  lower. 

The  increase  during  recent  years  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to  cancer  is  not  in 
itself  definite  evidence  of  an  increase  in  the  fatality  of  the  disease.  The  increase,  in  general,  is 
affected  by  two  main  considerations,  (a)  the  increasing  longevity  of  the  population — cancer  being 
chiefly  a  disease  of  later  periods  of  life — and  (b)  greater  accuracy  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease, 
and  these  factors  must  be  borne  in  mind.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  to  attach  too  much  import¬ 
ance  to  the  crude  mortality  figures,  without  taking  into  consideration  the  factors  mentioned,  would 
be  fallacious. 


The  table  below  gives  the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  cancer  together  with  the  County 
death-rates  since  1900,  the  first  year  for  which  cancer  records  for  the  Administrative  County  are 
available.  For  comparative  purposes,  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  also  given  : —

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The  steady  rise  in  the  number  of  fatalities  from  the  disease  will  be  noted  and  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1938  is  almost  treble  that  for  1900.  It  should  be 
remembered,  however,  in  considering  the  rates,  that  they  are  crude  rates  calculated  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  and  are  not  standardized  or  corrected  for  the  age  and  sex  constitution 
of  the  population  of  the  County.  With  regard  to  this  point,  the  Registrar-General  in  his  Statistical 
Review  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1936  states  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole  the  crude 
death-rate  at  all  ages  for  males  in  1936'  was  109  per  cent,  and  the  female  rate  59  per  cent,  higher 
than  the  respective  rates  in  1901-10,  but,  he  points  out,  if  standardized  rates  are  compared  these 
excesses  are  reduced  to  36  and  3  per  cent,  respectively.  In  this  connection,  he  says,  “  these  great 
differences  in  the  rate  of  increase  as  shown  by  comparing  crude  and  standardized  rates  again  em¬ 
phasize  the  desirability  of  restricting  comparison  to  rates  corrected  for  the  changing  age  of  the 
population.  The  standardized  figures  take  into  account  the  rapidly  increasing  proportion  of  elderly 
persons  in  the  population  and  attempt  to  correct,  though  imperfectly  owing  to  the  wide  divergence 
of  the  age  constitution  of  the  present  population  from  that  of  the  1901  standard,  the  exaggerated 
impression  conveyed  when  crude  rates  are  compared.”

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It  would  appear  from  the  local  health  reports  that  comparatively  little  action  is  being  taken 
to  impart  to  the  public  information  regarding  cancer  and  the  facilities  available  for  its  diagnosis 
and  treatment. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Denton,  however,  reports  that  leaflets  describing  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease  and  advising  what  the  public  can  do  in  the  way  of  prevention  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed.  Similarly,  pamphlets  have  been  distributed  in  Fleetwood  (B).  At  Lancaster  (B),  in¬ 
formation  is  imparted  at  the  antenatal  and  welfare  centres,  whilst  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B)  reports  the  formation  of  a  Committee  to  assist  the  Liverpool  Radium 
Institute  for  Cancer.  Lectures  to  sections  of  the  public  have  formed  part  of  the  propaganda  under¬ 
taken  in  Newton-in-Makerfield.  At  Widnes  (B),  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states,  the  majority 
of  the  inhabitants  are  members  of  a  contributory  hospital  scheme,  and  consequently  seek  treat¬ 
ment  sooner  than  hitherto. 

It  would  appear  that  in  the  majority  of  districts  the  present  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment 
are  considered  adequate  but  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Chadderton  does  not  think  the  present 
scheme  functions  as  well  as  it  might  and  suggests  a  “  following-up  ”  of  cases  would  be  beneficial. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Stretford  (B)  whilst  considering  that  the  facilities  are  adequate, 
suggests  that  more  in-patient  treatment  would  be  preferable  in  many  cases  at  present  treated  as 
out-patients. 

The  local  health  reports  indicate  that  in  the  majority  of  districts  use  is  made  of  the  facilities 
provided  by  voluntary  hospitals,  the  National  Radium  Treatment  Centres,  and  in  particular,  the 
Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester. 

In  March,  1939,  there  was  placed  on  the  Statute  Book  in  the  form  of  the  Canceri  Act,  1939, 
“  an  act  to  make  further  provision  for  the  treatment  of  cancer,  to  authorise  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  lend  money  to  the  National  Radium  Trust,”  etc.  This  Act  represents  a  definite  step  directed 
towards  the  reduction  of  the  fatalities  from  the  disease  and,  amongst  other  things,  lays  upon  County 
and  County  Borough  Councils  the  duty  of  making  arrangements  to  secure  that  the  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  cancer  are  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  County  or  County 
Borough.  The  arrangements,  which  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  approval, 
are  to  embrace  arrangements  (a)  for  facilitating  the  diagnosis  of  cancer;  (b)  for  the  treatment  of 
cancer  in  hospitals  and  (c)  for  the  payment,  in  such  cases  as  the  Council  considers  necessary,  of 
travelling  expenses  of  patients. 

It  is  anticipated  that  when  such  arrangements  as  are  envisaged  by  the  Act  are  brought  into 
operation,  earlier  diagnosis  and  more  complete  treatment  will  result  than  hitherto,  with  a  con¬ 
sequent  diminution  in  the  number  of  fatalities. 

On  page  54  reference  is  made  to  the  arrangements  which  have  been  operative  for  some  time  in 
the  Administrative  County  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  under  the  scheme  of  the  Lancashire  Public 
Assistance  Committee. 

Cerebral  Hemorrhage,  etc. — Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  condition  remained 
third  in  the  list  of  causes  of  death  during  1938,  it  showed  a  decrease  of  110  on  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  The  1,415  fatalities  were  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  0-75  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  and  represented  6-11  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  In  1937,  the  mortality  rate 
was  0-82. 

If  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  an  increasingly  large  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  the 
population,  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  the  number  of  fatalities  from  this  cause  will  remain  consistently 
high  for  some  time,  for  the  deaths  are  mainly  confined  to  persons  of  55  years  of  age  and  over  as  an 
examination  of  Table  3,  inserted  at  page  31,  will  reveal. 

Other  Circulatory  Diseases. — The  deaths  in  1938  classified  under  the  term  “  other  circu¬ 
latory  diseases  ”  numbered  1 ,399 — an  increase  of  60  over  the  previous  year.  Here  again,  the  number 
of  elderly  persons  in  the  population  is  reflected  in  the  mortality  from  this  condition.  The  1,399 
fatalities  represented  6-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  0-6  per  cent,  more  than 

in  1937. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms). — In  common  with  the  several  other  forms  of  respiratory  disease, 
pneumonia  was  responsible  for  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  fatalities  numbered 
1,183  as  compared  with  1,334  in  1937  and  were  equivalent  to  5-11  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from 
all  causes.  The  mortality  rate  for  the  County  was  0-62  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
and  for  the  urban  and  rural  districts,  0-64  and  0-50  respectively. 

Violence  (including  Suicide). — This  cause  accounted  for  1,052  deaths  during  1938  as 
compared  with  1,113  in  the  year  1937  and  1,059  in  1936.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  this 
cause  was  responsible  for  4-5  per  cent.,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Tuberculosis  (all  forms). — The  deaths  assigned  to  tuberculous  affections  during  1938 
numbered  979  or  84  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was 
responsible  for  802  deaths,  a  decrease  of  63  as  compared  with  the  year  1937,  and  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  contributed  177  deaths  compared  with  198  in  the  previous  year. 
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Prior  to  1038,  the  death-rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  had  for  four  years  remained  station¬ 
ary  at  0-46  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  1938  figure,  however,  provided  a  new  low 
record  of  0-42  per  1,000.  The  mortality  rate  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0-09,  or  0-01 
less  than  in  1937. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  tuberculous  affections  were  responsible  for  4-2  percent  — the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  deaths  and  also  the  cases  notified  are  fully  analysed  on  pages 
137  to  141. 

Senility. — Although  this  cause  of  death  remained  eighth  in  the  list  of  causes  of  death,  there 
was  again  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  fatalities.  Nevertheless,  the  957  deaths  thus  assigned 
represented  4-1  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  This  in  itself,  as  with  heart  disease,  cerebral 
haemorrhage  and  other  circulatory  diseases,  is  indicative  of  the  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the 
population. 

Congenital  Debility,  Premature  Birth,  Malformations,  ETC.-There  was  a  welcome,  if 
not  large,  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  this  group  in  1938.  The  deaths  registered 
numbered  946  as  compared  with  997  in  the  previous  year,  and  were  equivalent  to  4-0  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  mortality  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was 
0-50. 

Bronchitis. — The  deaths  registered  in  1938  as  due  to  bronchitis  numbered  732,  or  230  less 
than  in  1937,  and  represented  3T6  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  County  death-rate 
from  the  disease  was  0-38  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population — 0-40  in  the  urban  districts  and  0-27 
in  the  rural  districts. 

Influenza.- — In  common  with  the  several  other  respiratory  diseases,  influenza  accounted  for 
fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  numbers  of  fatalities  registered  as  due  to  this  disease 
vary  considerably  from  year  to  year,  e.g.,  in  1933  there  were  1,227  deaths,  269  in  1934,  553  in  1935, 
322  in  1936,  1,018  in  1937,  whilst  in  1938  the  figure  was  233 — a  decrease  of  785  on  the  previous 
year.  The  County  death-rate  from  the  disease  in  1938  was  0T2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  0-54  in  1937.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  influenza  was  responsible 
for  only  1  per  cent. 

Transferable  Deaths. — During  the  year  under  report  the  following  “  transfers  ”  Avere 
made  : — -6,625  persons  who,  having  a  fixed  or  usual  residence  in  the  Administrative  County,  died 
in  a  district  other  than  that  in  ivhich  they  resided,  and  these  (known  as  inward  transfers)  have 
been  allocated  to  their  proper  districts  ;  6,075  deaths  occurring  in  County  districts  of  persons  not 
belonging  thereto  were  transferred  to  the  areas  to  which  they  belonged. 

Puerperal  Mortality. — -The  deaths  in  the  Administrative  County  in  1938  assigned  to  puerperal 
sepsis  numbered  26,  and  75  to  other  puerperal  diseases,  a  total  of  101,  equivalent  to  a  mortality 
rate  of  3-79  per  1,000  live  births,  or  3-61  per  1,000  total  births.  These  rates  represent  decreases 
on  the  previous  year  of  1  -46  and  1  -39  respectively. 

Prior  to  the  year  1929  the  mortality  rates  were  based  on  the  number  of  live  births  only,  but 
as  reliable  statistics  of  stillbirths  are  now  available,  and  as  the  total  births,  i.e.,  live  and  stillbirths, 
provide  a  closer  approximation  to  the  number  of  women  exposed  to  the  risk  of  dying  from  puerperal 
conditions  than  live  births  alone,  the  maternal  mortality  rates  are  now  and  will  in  future  be  calcu¬ 
lated  on  both  bases  in  order  to  enable  statistical  continuity  to  be  assured. 


The  folloA\ring  table  gives  particulars  of  the  mortality  of  women  in  or  associated  with  childbirth 
per  thousand  children  born  alive,  and  per  thousand  total  births  (live  and  stillborn)  during  1938  and 
the  preceding  ten  years.  The  County  rates  are  contrasted  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales.

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It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  that  there  should  be  such  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  during  1938.  It  would  perhaps  be  rather  premature  to  assume  that  the  decrease 
is  a  direct  result  of  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme,  comprising  salaried  midwives,  antenatal  and 
obstetric  consultants  and  emergency  units,  which  is  now  operative  in  the  Administrative  County, 
but  no  doubt  the  improvement  in  the  rate  can  in  some  measure  be  attributed  to  these  services. 


Although  the  rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  the  lowest  yet  achieved  so  far  as  the  County  records  are  available. 

Compared  with  the  average  of  the  five  years  1933-1937  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  shows  a 
decrease  of  1-45,  and  1  -37  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 

The  combined  rate  for  all  the  County  urban  districts  in  1938  was  3-73  per  1,000  total  births, 
and  for  the  combined  rural  districts  2-86,  representing  decreases  of  1-28  and  1-93  per  1,000  total 
births  respectively.  The  average  rates  for  the  previous  five  years  were  :  urban  districts,  5-01  ; 
rural  districts,  4-79. 


The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  each  County  district  for  the  year  1938  is  given  in  Table  1, 
pages  18  to  25,  and  the  average  mortality  rate  for  each  district  covering  a  period  of  five  years, 
1933-1937,  is  shown  on  pages  213  to  234. 

The  Registrar-General,  in  dealing  in  his  Statistical  Review  for  England  and  Wales  for  193(3 
with  deaths  assigned  to  diseases  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  and  the  puerperal  state,  points  out  that 
of  the  2,301  deaths  thus  assigned  during  1936  in  the  whole  country,  668  defined  in  accordance  with 
rules  of  precedence  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  as  “  not 
classed  to  pregnancy  or  childbearing  but  returned  as  associated  therewith  ”  resulted  in  large  part 
from  risks  to  which  the  general  popidation  of  women  was  exposed  and  a  large  proportion  of  them 
would  have  occurred  if  these  women  had  not  been  pregnant.  He  •continues  “  every  pregnant 
woman  is  exposed  to  about  the  same  hazards  of  dying  from  causes  unconnected  with  pregnancy 
as  if  she  had  not  been  pregnant,  and  if  she  does  so  die  the  fact  of  pregnancy  or  recent  parturition  is 
usually  mentioned  on  the  death  certificate  on  the  grounds  that  notwithstanding  that  normal 
child-bearing  is  a  physiological  process,  it  is  difficult  to  assert  categorically  that  in  the  presence  of 
some  serious  disease  it  did  not,  by  diminishing  the  reserves  of  strength  or  by  some  other  means, 
render  recovery  more  difficult.”  In  pointing  out  that  the  introduction  of  a  new  form  of  certificate 
in  1927  undoubtedly  resulted  in  a  more  complete  recording  of  associated  child-bearing,  he  states 
that  a  study  of  the  trend  of  deaths  before  and  after  1927  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  about  one-fifth 
of  the  deaths  now  classed  as  associated  with  child-bearing  would  have  escaped  recognition  as  such 
in  the  death  registers  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  certificate  and  that  this  should  be  borne 
in  mind  when  comparing  recent  rates  with  those  prior  to  1927. 


The  foregoing  considerations  can  therefore  be  taken  as  mitigating  to  a  certain  extent  the 
excessiveness  of  the  County  rate  in  recent  years,  and,  when  applied  to  the  rate  for  1938,  give  to  it 
a  still  better  aspect. 


Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths. — The  Minister  of  Health  considers  that  it  is  still 
necessary  to  investigate  each  maternal  death  as  a  matter  of  routine.  In  the  County  area  every 
maternal  death  is  investigated  by  an  experienced  medical  officer.  In  80  County  districts  these 
investigations  are  undertaken  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  in  the  remain¬ 
ing  29  districts  the  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  who  are 
whole-time  officials.  A  confidential  report  prepared  on  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  each  fatality 
is  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Detailed  investigations  into  62  maternal  deaths  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers. 

Of  the  62  maternal  deaths  investigated  during  the  year,  one  was  re-classilied  as  not  being 
directly  due  to  childbirth.  An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  the  remainder  gives  the  following  results  : — ■ 
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Compared  with  the  analysis  of  1,817  deaths  in  the  whole  country  reported  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  during  1937,  the  above  results  show  a  smaller  percentage  of  deaths  from  sepsis  and  a  higher 
percentage  due  to  haemorrhage  and  toxemia. 


Forty-one  of  the  maternal  deaths  in  the  County  were  considered  to  have  been  unavoidable.  In 
the  remaining  20  instances  it  was  possible  that  death  might  have  been  prevented  by  one  or  more 


of  the  following  means  : — 

Better  antenatal  supervision  .  .  .  .  8 

Better  obstetric  facilities  at  delivery  ......  .  .  .  2 

Specialist  treatment  in  hospital  .  .  .  .  3

Infant  Mortality.- — Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered  in  the  Administrative 
County  during  1938  numbered  1,403 — a  decrease  of  150  on  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  yielded  by  these  deaths  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  viz.,  55  per  1,000  live  births.  In  spite, 
however,  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths,  such  deaths  represented  6-32  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths  in  the  County  from  all  causes. 


In  the  urban  districts  of  the  County,  the  infant  deaths  in  1938  numbered  1,267,  equivalent  to 
a  rate  of  55  per  1,000  live  births  and  in  the  rural  districts  196,  giving  a  rate  of  53. 

Although  the  1937  rate  represented  a  check  in  the  downward  trend  of  infant  mortality,  it  will 
readily  be  realised  that  with  the  improvement  in  the  1938  rate  any  lost  ground  has  been  recovered. 
The  significance  of  the  rate  for  1938  is  perhaps  best  understood  when  a  comparison  is  made  with 
the  figures  recorded  towards  the  end  of  the  last  century.  If,  for  example,  the  rate  for  1893,  which 
was  177  per  1,000  births,  had  applied  to  the  births  in  1938  the  number  of  infant  deaths  would  have 
been  4,706  instead  of  the  actual  figure  of  1,463. 

The  marked  reduction  in  infant  mortality  during  the  period  mentioned  above  is  doubtless  due 
to  the  better  maternal  and  nursing  care  of  the  new-born  child  coupled  with  the  general  improvement 
in  environmental  and  sanitary  conditions.  The  extension  of  antenatal  and  other  maternity  services 
and  the  more  intelligent  interest  taken  in  the  care  and  management  of  young  children,  fostered  by 
instruction  given  at  child  welfare  centres  and  by  home  visits  of  health  officials,  have  also  contri¬ 
buted  in  large  measure  towards  the  saving  of  child  life. 


It  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  realise  that  there  is  a  point  below  which  it  will  be  impossible  to 
reduce  the  infant  death-rate  and  the  lower  the  rate  becomes,  the  nearer  is  that  point  approached. 
Therefore,  whilst  it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  the  rate  further,  no  spectacular  improvement  can  be 
anticipated. 

An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  infant  mortality  during  1938  and  the  preceding  five  years  is  given 
in  the  following  table  : —

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table  that,  although  there  is  a  reduction  in  1938  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  congenital  debility,  premature  birth  and  malformations,  this  group  of 
causes  of  death  does  not  show  over  a  period  of  years  the  desired  response  to  preventive  measures. 
It  will  be  noted  that,  of  the  1,463  infant  deaths  from  all  causes,  no  fewer  than  921  or  62-9  per  cent, 
were  attributed  to  this  group. 

No  doubt  a  certain  proportion  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  maternal  ill-health  during  preg¬ 
nancy  and  one  of  the  commonest  causes  of  such  maternal  ill-health  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy.  It 
is  hoped,  therefore,  that  in  the  future  it  will  be  possible  to  bring  about  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  infant  deaths  attributable  to  congenital  debility,  premature  birth  and  malformations  by  the 
increased  use  which  is  being  made  of  antenatal  clinics  and  the  resulting  discovery  of  conditions 
of  maternal  ill-health  at  an  early  date  in  pregnancy.  In  addition,  a  greater  allocation  of  hospital 
beds  for  antenatal  purposes  will  have  a  beneficial  effect. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  County,  urban  and  rural  infant  death-rates  for  1938  and  the 
preceding  ten  years,  together  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  table  that  the  infant  death-rate  for  the  Administrative  County 
is  invariably  greater  than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and,  although  the  County  rate  for  1938 
constitutes  a  new  low  record,  it  still  exceeds  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Only  once  since 
1894,  i.e.,  in  1936,  has  the  County  infant  mortality  rate  been  below  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country. 

The  tabular  statement  below  shows,  in  quinquennial  periods,  the  very  considerable  and  pro¬ 
gressive  fall  in  the  infant  mortality  of  the  Administrative  County  during  the  past  46  years  : —

In  1937  the  percentages  of  removals  to  hospital  were — scarlet  fever  67-0,  diphtheria  82-0,  and 
enteric  fever  74-1. 

A  number  of  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  comment  on  the  action  taken  or  advised  with 
the  object  of  securing  that  the  hospital  accommodation  available  is  utilised  to  the  best  advantage. 
Action  has  been  taken  in  certain  districts  to  shorten  the  period  of  stay  of  uncomplicated  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  a  number  of  reports  indicate  that  in  suitable  cases  hospital  treatment  has  been 
replaced  by  nursing  and  supervision  at  home. 

Contributions  towards  maintenance  in  isolation  hospitals—  In  the  majority  of  districts  no  attempt 
is  made  to  recover  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  in  isolation  hospitals  ;  in  about  eight 
districts,  it  is  stated,  parents  or  others  responsible  are  asked  to  contribute  according  to  means; 
in  actual  practice  little  action  in  this  respect  is  taken. 
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Survey  of  Hospital  Accommodation. — Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63. — In  Novem¬ 
ber,  1933,  a  preliminary  report  on  the  survey  of  the  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases 
throughout  the  County  was  prepared  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  each  local  authority  in  the  Admini¬ 
strative  County  for  their  observations. 


The  final  report,  incorporating  the  observations  of  local  authorities,  was  issued  in  December, 
1935.  A  scheme  for  the  division  of  the  Administrative  County  into  hospital  districts  for  (a)  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  other  than  smallpox,  and  (b)  smallpox, was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  County 
Council  in  May,  1937.  The  scheme  was  subsequently  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for 
approval  and  copies  were  sent  to  every  local  authority  in  the  geographical  County  and  to  hospital 
authorities  in  order  that  they  might  be  given  an  opportunity  of  making  representations  thereon  to 
the  Minister.  Finally  on  the  28th  February,  1938,  the  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Minister, 
with  certain  modifications.  A  copy  of  the  scheme,  as  approved,  was  set  out  on  pages  43  to  49  of 
the  County  Report  for  1937. 

By  the  end  of  1938  as  regards  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases 
other  than  smallpox,  orders  for  the  formation  of  joint  boards  had  been  made  in  respect  of  five  areas 
and  draft  orders  in  respect  of  three  areas.  In  addition,  in  1 1  areas  agreements  with  other  authorities 
had  been  entered  into  or  adequate  provision  had  already  been  made.  In  the  remaining  six  areas, 
negotiations  for  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  scheme  were  still  in  progress. 


In  connection  with  hospital  provision  for  cases  of  smallpox,  orders  had  been  made  in  respect 
of  two  areas,  agreements  had  been  entered  into  or  adequate  provision  had  already  been  made  in 
nine  areas,  and  in  the  remaining  nine  areas  negotiations  were  still  in  progress. 

Grants  to  Local  Authorities  towards  Cost  of  Treatment  of  Cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  Hospital. — In  the  preliminary  survey  report  on  hospital  accommodation  it  was 
shown  that  County  districts  had  not  exercised  their  powers  to  provide  and  maintain  hospitals 
for  infectious  diseases  either  fully  or  in  a  uniform  manner. 


The  survey  scheme  provides  for  a  more  uniform  manner  of  making  provision  for  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease,  and  will  in  the  future  equalise  to  some  extent  the  cost  of  such  provision  to  all  local 
authorities. 

It  was  therefore  decided  that  a  grant  from  County  funds  in  respect  of  all  cases  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  Administrative  County  treated  in  hospitals,  given  on  an  approved  basis,  would 
further  the  main  objects  of  the  scheme  and  tend  to  equalise  the  burden  upon  the  local  rates.  A 
further  consideration  was  that  the  more  populous  districts,  generally,  suffer  more  from  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease,  and  that  owing  to  the  greatly  increased  mobility  of  the  population,  the  proper 
isolation  and  treatment  of  such  cases  was  a  matter  of  general  public  health  which  concerned  the 
County  as  a  whole. 


The  basis  upon  which  financial  assistance  might  be  granted  by  the  County  Council  was  very 
carefully  considered  and  it  was  decided  that  grants  be  paid  according  to  the  number  of  cases  treated 
in  hospital  rather  than  for  specific  developments  in  any  particular  area.  Grants  on  this  basis 
would  help  authorities  who  at  present  have  established  and  maintain  hospitals,  some  of  which 
need  extending,  and  would  equally  assist  those  authorities  who  are  required  under  the  scheme  to 
make  adequate  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

The  County  Council  therefore  decided  that  grants  to  local  authorities  in  the  Administrative 
County  towards  the  cost  of  hospital  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  should  be  paid,  subject  in 
each  case  to  compliance  w’ith  any  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee,  on  the  basis  of  £3  per  case  removed  to  hospital  in  or  from  the  several  County  districts. 

Accordingly,  grants  amounting  to  £22,533  were  made  to  local  authorities  on  the  above  basis 
for  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1938. 

Local  Government  Act,  1933,  Section  111. — Lender  this  section  the  County  Council  must,  after 
consultation  with  the  Councils  of  the  County  districts,  formulate  arrangements  for  securing,  wdiether 
by  means  of  a  combination  of  districts  or  otherwise,  that  every  medical  officer  of  health  subse¬ 
quently  appointed  for  a  district  shall  be  restricted  by  the  terms  of  his  appointment  from  engaging 
in  private  practice  as  a  medical  practitioner.  The  Minister  of  Health,  however,  when  a  vacancy 
arises  in  a  district,  may  dispense  with  this  requirement  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  cannot  conveniently 
form  part  of  tlie  terms  of  the  proposed  appointment.  The  arrangements  must  be  embodied  in  an 
instrument  in  formal  terms  and  the  instrument  must  be  under  the  Seal  of  the  County  Council. 


A  memorandum  and  draft  proposals  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  in  September,  1937,  and  to  the  County  Council  in  November,  1937.  The  County  Council 
approved  the  draft  proposals  and  authorised  the  furnishing  of  prints  thereof  to  the  District  Councils 
for  their  observations,  and  as  a  result  a  Schedule  (see  page  46)  has  been  drawn  up  vrith  vrhich  the 
County  districts  are  in  substantial  agreement  . 
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It  is  worthy  of  note  that  section  1 1 1  does  not  require  that  all  vacancies  shall  of  necessity  be 
filled  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  formulated  by  the  County  Council.  The  arrangements 
are  to  be  regarded  simply  as  a  record  prepared  in  advance  of  the  way  in  which  the  compulsory 
requirement  of  the  section  may  be  carried  into  effect.  They  do  not  constitute  a  compulsory  pre¬ 
scription  of  the  County  Council.  It  may  be  anticipated,  however,  that  the  Councils  of  County 
districts  in  filling  vacancies  will  usually  conform  to  the  arrangements  formulated,  but  there  may 
occur  a  few  cases,  possibly  owing  to  the  development  of  fresh  circumstances,  where  the  services  of 
an  officer  restricted  from  engaging  in  private  practice  could  be  better  secured  by  other  means. 

In  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancaster  a  uniform  method  of  implementing  section  111  is 
neither  practicable  nor  desirable,  and,  in  formulating  the  arrangements,  several  methods 
have  been  used.  The  following  paragraphs  indicate  the  considerations  which  were  influential 
in  the  formation  of  the  arrangements  proposed. 

In  the  case  of  the  larger  County  districts  which  already  employed  a  whole-time  medical  officer 
of  health,  the  requirements  of  section  111  were  satisfied,  but  in  one  or  two  instances  the  opportunity 
has  been  taken  of  grouping  small  contiguous  districts  with  these  larger  districts,  in  order  to  promote 
better  public  health  administration. 

Certain  County  districts,  served  by  a  part-time  medical  officer  of  health,  have  developed  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  desirable  to  appoint  a  whole-time  medical  officer  of  health  for  each 
district.  Such  a  course  is  particidarly  desirable  where  the  district  administers  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  service  and/or  the  school  medical  service.  (See  Part  1.  of  the  Schedule). 

In  the  case  of  certain  County  districts  the  objects  of  section  111  can  best  be  secured  by  appoint¬ 
ing  the  same  medical  officer  of  health  for  two  or  more  districts  with  an  area  large  enough  to  keep 
him  fully  employed  on  the  duties  of  that  office.  (See  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule). 

Certain  County  districts,  though  not  large  enough  to  require  the  whole-time  services 
of  a  medical  officer  of  health,  will  provide  sufficient  work  for  a  whole-time  officer  if  he  undertakes 
in  addition  to  the  duties  of  medical  officer  of  health  some  of  the  medical  services  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  in  that  district,  or  in  that  district  and  one  or  more  adjacent  districts.  (See  Part 
III.  of  the  Schedule). 

In  some  areas,  comprising  one  or  more  County  districts,  section  111  can  best  be  implemented 
by  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  medical  officer  of  health. 
(See  Part  IV.  of  the  Schedule).  This  arrangement  has  already  been  adopted  in  several  counties, 
and  in  one  or  two  of  the  County  districts  in  Lancashire  where  vacancies  have  arisen  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers  have  acted  as  medical  officers  of  health  in  a  temporary  capacity  at  the  request 
of  the  County  districts  concerned.  The  system  works  harmoniously.  It  has  the  advantage  that 
it  facilitates  the  co-ordination  of  the  public  health  work  of  the  District  Council  with  the  medical 
services  of  the  County  Council.  The  risk  of  overlapping  and  loss  of  efficiency  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum  when  the  responsibility  for  all  or  most  of  the  public  health  services  in  any  area  is  entrusted 
to  one  officer. 

Examples  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  are  : — - 

(a)  The  school  medical  inspector,  being  also  medical  officer  of  health,  is  familiar  with 
housing  and  other  environmental  conditions.  The  medical  officer  of  health,  in  his  capacity 
as  school  medical  inspector,  from  his  examination  of  school  children  and  from  information 
furnished  by  the  parents,  has  an  additional  means  of  ascertaining  any  local  conditions  which 
are  injurious  to  health.  School  teachers  report  children  living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions 
and  these  can  be  followed  up.  The  combination  is  of  special  value  in  the  control  of  epidemic 
diseases  and  verminous  conditions.  Environmental  conditions  affecting  schools  can  be  more 
readily  dealt  with,  e.g.,  nuisances  in  the  vicinity. 

(b)  Children  can  be  followed  through  from  infant  welfare  centres  to  school  life  by  the 
same  observer.  The  closer  contact  with  parents  makes  the  officer  better  known,  renders  his 
other  work  more  easy  of  accomplishment  and  is  more  likely  to  secure  the  ready  interest  of 
parents  and  their  attendance  at  school  inspections. 

The  experience  of  one  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  who  has  been  acting  as  medical 
officer  of  health  for  three  years  is  interesting  and  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

Advantages  of  Joint  Appointment. 

(a)  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

1. — There  is  no  delay  in  obtaining  information  as  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring 
in  the  schools  in  the  districts  in  which  the  medical  officer  holds  the  double  appointment.  A 
call  at  the  Health  Department  each  morning  allows  of  the  notifications  being  examined  along 
with  other  correspondence.  If  a  case  of  diphtheria,  for  example,  has  been  notified,  a  visit 
can  then  be  made  to  the  school,  if  the  case  is  a  school  child,  en  route  to  the  usual  place  of  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  contacts  examined  and  if  necessary,  swabs  taken.  Considerable  saving  of  time  has 
been  effected  in  this  way  and  more  effective  control  of  infectious  disease  has  been  possible  in 
the  schools  in  a  number  of  instances. 
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2.  — Holding  the  appointment  of  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  brings  the  medical 
officer  into  closer  touch  with  the  local  general  practitioners  and  this  is  useful  to  him  in  maintain¬ 
ing  good  relations  with  them  in  his  work  when  seeing  at  schools,  clinics  and  welfare  centres, 
children  who  are  patients  of  these  practitioners. 

3.  — In  interviews  with  parents  at  welfare  centres  and  clinics  it  is  a  great  advantage  to  have 
special  local  information,  and  perhaps  also  the  added  prestige  that  a  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  possesses. 

(b)  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

1.  — An  exact  inside  knowledge  of  the  local  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council 
is  of  great  service  to  the  local  medical  officer  of  health  in  supplying  accurate  information, 
whether  it  be  officially  or  in  casual  conversation  to  councillors,  local  officials  and  other  en¬ 
quirers.  Local  health  propaganda  is  more  co-ordinated  and  complete  for  the  same  reasons. 

2.  — It  has  been  a  great  advantage  in  drawing  up  schemes  for  diphtheria  immunisation  and 
air  raid  precautions  to  have  that  knowledge  of  the  County-provided  services  and  buildings 
and  personnel  that  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  possesses. 

(c)  From  a  personal  point  of  view  the  work  has  been  rendered  immensely  more  varied  and 
interesting. 


No  Disadvantages  of  any  importance  have  been  apparent  in  holding  the  joint  appointment. 
Allocation  of  time  to  the  various  duties  has  not  been  difficult.  A  number  of  the  routine  duties 
performed  for  the  local  Council  are  carried  out  in  other  than  the  hours  allotted  to  school  clinics 
and  welfare  centres,  etc. 

The  County  districts  which  most  closely  concern  the  County  Council  in  relation  to  section  1 1 1 
are  those  in  which  the  County  Council  has  a  duty  to  provide  the  school  medical  service  and/or 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service.  The  great  advantages  of  having  a  whole-time  medical 
officer  in  charge  both  of  the  local  sanitary  work  and  of  the  personal  services  have  been  mentioned 
in  a  previous  paragraph.  Here  it  is  not  proposed  to  discuss  that  aspect  further,  but  simply  to 
draw  attention  to  those  parts  of  the  Schedule  in  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  County  Council 
personal  services  shall  be  carried  out  by  a  medical  officer  who  is  also  acting  as  medical  officer  of 
health. 


Reference  must  be  made  to  the  present  position  of  the  Borough  of  Morecambe  and  Heysham 
(Part  II.  of  the  Schedule).  This  district  employs  a  whole-time  medical  officer  of  health  and  ad¬ 
ministers  the  school  medical  service.  Administration  of  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service, 
however,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  service  will  in  due 
course  be  taken  over  by  the  Borough. 

With  regard  to  Part  III.  of  the  Schedule,  the  County  Council  administers  the  school  medical 
I  and  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  in  Trawden,  Barrowford  and  Whitworth.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  now  formulated  provide  for  Colne  (B)  and  Trawden  to  employ  one  medical  officer  of  health 
and  for  that  medical  officer  to  carry  out,  by  an  agreement  between  the  councils  concerned,  including; 
suitable  financial  provisions,  the  County  Council’s  duties  in  Trawden.  The  arrangements  formu¬ 
lated  make  similar  provision  in  the  case  of  Nelson  (B)  and  Barrowford,  and  Bacup  (B)  and  Whit¬ 
worth.  In  these  three  urban  districts  the  amount  of  the  County  Council  work  compared  with  that 
of  the  local  sanitary  authorities  is  small. 

Part  IV.  of  the  Schedule  consists  of  County  districts  which  may  employ,  with  the  consent  of 
the  County  Council,  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  as  medical  officer  of  health.  In  nearly 
all  these  County  districts  the  County  Council  administers  the  school  medical  service  and  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  service.  The  exceptions  are  the  Boroughs  of  Clitheroe  and  Mossley, 
which  administer  both  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service  and  the  school  medical  service,  and 
the  urban  districts  of  Brierfield,  Denton,  Tyldesley  and  Ashton-in-Makerfield,  which  administer 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service  only. 

As  far  as  is  possible  the  arrangements  have  been  formulated  to  secure  that  medical  officers 
jointly  employed  by  the  District  Councils  and  the  County  Council  will  be  fully  occupied  in  ca,rtying 
out  duties  in  the  areas  to  which  they  are  appointed.  It  may  happen  in  a  few  instances  that  a 
medical  officer  cannot  carry  out  all  the  duties  in  his  area  and  that  he  will  need  some  help  in  his  school 
medical  and/or  maternity  and  child  welfare  work.  In  a  few  other  cases  it  may  happen  that  the 
duties  of  his  area  will  not  fully  occupy  the  medical  officer  appointed.  This  will  necessitate  his 
undertaking  some  additional  work  in  school  medical  inspection  and/or  maternity  and  child  welfare 
in  an  adjacent  area. 

As  has  already  been  stated  the  arrangements  formulated  under  section  111  are  to  be  considered 
simply  as  a  record  prepared  in  advance  of  the  manner  in  which  the  requirements  of  the  section  may 
be  put  into  operation.  There  is,  therefore,  no  legal  obstacle  to  making  those  adjustments  which 
will  inevitably  show  themselves  to  be  desirable,  and  the  fact  that  the  scheme  will  come  into  operation 
piecemeal  over  a  fairly  long  period  of  years  will  render  adjustments  easy  of  accomplishment.

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Payment  of  Midwifery  Fees. 

Since  the  powers  of  Boards  of  Guardians  were  transferred  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
many  applications  have  been  received  for  the  payment  of  midwives’  fees  for  attendance  on  women 
in  poor  circumstances.  When  these  applications  are  received  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
they  are  referred  for  consideration  to  the  Guardians’  Committees,  who,  through  their  Relieving 
Officers,  investigate  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  applicants  attended  by  the  midwives. 
Under  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1936,  the  County  Council  has  provided  a  salaried  midwifery  service  which 
is  adequate  for  all  the  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  County  area,  and  this  service  is  available  for 
all  women  irrespective  of  their  economic  status.  It  is,  therefore,  no  longer  necessary  to  pay  the 
fees  of  independent  midwives  for  attendance  at  the  confinements  of  necessitous  patients  as  the 
patients  may  obtain  all  the  attention  they  require  from  the  County  Council  midwives.  The 
Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  appreciate,  however,  that  a  confinement  being  an  intimate 
affair,  it  will  happen  in  some  instances  that  a  necessitous  woman  will  prefer  to  employ  an  indepen¬ 
dent  midwife  who  has  previously  attended  her,  and,  provided  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay  the 
midwife,  the  Committee  are  prepared  to  pay  midwives’  fees  in  cases  where  the  midwife  has  attended 
the  necessitous  woman  at  a  previous  confinement.  These  special  circumstances  are  now  regarded 
as  the  only  justification  for  the  payment  of  an  independent  midwife's  fees  by  the  Lancashire  Public 
Assistance  Committee. 

During  the  year  1938,  the  Guardians’  Committees  considered  52  applications  for  the  payment 
of  midwives’  fees,  and  in  33  of  these  cases  they  recommended  that  the  fees  should  be  paid  by 
the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

The  effect  of  the  provision  of  the  salaried  midwifery  service  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936, 
may  be  seen  by  comparison  with  the  number  of  cases  considered  by  Guardians’  Committees  in  the 
years  1936  and  1937.  In  1936  the  Guardians’  Committees  considered  323  applications  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  midwives’  fees,  and  in  1937,  281  cases  were  similarly  dealt  with. 

Treatment  of  Cancer  Cases  under  the  Schemes  of  the  Lancashire 
Public  Assistance  Committee. 

(a)  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester. 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  cancer  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  were  described 
in  detail  on  pages  57  to  59  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1933. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1939,  40  cases  were  referred  as  being  suitable  for  treatment 
at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute.  During  the  same  period  199  attendances  for 
re-examination  have  been  made  by  cases  treated  under  the  County  scheme.  Of  the  total  40  cases 
referred  for  treatment,  27  were  actually  treated  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute. 
Of  the  remaining  13  cases,  11  were  found  on  examination  at  the  Christie  Hospital  to  be  too  far  ad¬ 
vanced  or  unsuitable  for  treatment  and  2  cases  refused  to  avail  themselves  of  treatment. 

( b )  Liverpool  Radium  Institute  and  Hospital  for  Cancer. 

In  March,  1938,  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  authorised  the  County  Medical 
Officer  to  make  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  cancer  at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute 
and  Hospital  for  Cancer.  The  regulations  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  scheme  are 
similar  to  those  in  operation  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  cancer  cases  at  the  Christie  Hospital 
and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester. 

The  scheme  has  been  instituted  only  as  an  alternative  to  the  existing  arrangement  with  the 
Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  patients  who  are  resident  in  the  County  districts  and  County  Institutions  adjacent  to 
Liverpool.  In  addition,  the  arrangement  will  cover  those  isolated  cases,  if  any,  who  are  resident 
in  other  parts  of  the  Administrative  County,  and  where  for  special  reasons  it  is  desirable  that  they 
should  receive  treatment  at  Liverpool  rather  than  at  Manchester,  ( e.g .,  the  patient  may  have 
previously  been  examined  or  received  treatment  at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute). 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1939,  16  cases  were  referred  from  the  Whiston  County 
Hospital  as  being  suitable  for  treatment  at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute  and  Hospital  for  Cancer, 
and  of  these,  15  actually  received  treatment.  In  addition,  2  cases  were  transferred  from  the  County 
districts  adjacent  to  Liverpool  for  treatment  at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute.  The  total  number 
of  cases  who  received  treatment  under  the  scheme  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1939,  was 
therefore,  17.  During  the  same  period  these  cases  have  made  15  attendances  for  re-examination 
at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute  and  Hospital  for  Cancer. 

Domiciliary  Medical  Services. 

In  June,  1934,  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  adopted  a  scheme  whereby  District 
Medical  Officers  were  to  receive  a  salary  on  the  basis  of  ten  shillings  per  person  granted  medical 
relief  on  the  order  of  a  Relieving  Officer,  the  amount  to  be  based  on  the  number  of  cases  receiving 
medical  relief  during  the  previous  year.  In  addition,  the  scheme  provided  that  medicines,  etc.,  be 
supplied  by  the  “  Script  ”  method,  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  County  Council  and  not  to  be  included 
in  the  salaries  of  the  District  Medical  Officers. 
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The  “  Script  ”  method  requires  chemists  to  provide  medicine,  etc.,  to  Public  Assistance  patients 
who  present  a  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  “  script  ”  issued  by  a  District  Medical 
Officer.  In  those  rural  areas  where  the  services  of  a  chemist  are  not  available  the  District  Medical 
Officer  supplies  the  necessary  medicines,  etc.,  and  issues  a  “  script  ”  on  himself.  The  “  scripts  ” 
are  forwarded  to  the  Central  Office  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  are  priced  by  the  Lancashire 
Insurance  Committee  according  to  the  National  Health  Drug  Tariff. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938,  114,719  “scripts”  have  been  issued  at  a  total 
cost  of  £5,310  16s.  7d.,  which  gives  an  average  cost  per  “script”  of  11 -lid.  The  number  of  District 
Medical  Officers  issuing  “scripts”  is  128  and  during  1938,  23,703  cases  received  medical  relief. 

Tuberculosis.  The  Lancashire  County  Council,  through  the  Tuberculosis  Committee,  has 
provided  a  complete  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  area. 

The  following  statement  is  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  G.  Lissant  Cox,  the  Central  Tuberculosis 
Officer  : —

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. — Twenty-four  dispensaries  have  been  established  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Committee,  the  dispensary  areas  covering  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County. 
Details  as  to  the  situation  of  the  premises,  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  days  and  hours  of  sessions, 
etc.,  are  given  in  Dr.  Cox’s  Annual  Report. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants,  and  Homeless  Children. — 
Institutional  accommodation  for  these  classes  is  stated  to  be  available  at  Billinge  and  Winstanley 
{Greenfield  House),  Crosby  (B)  (Nazareth  House  and  St.  Mary’s  Home),  Eccles  (B)  (Ennismore 
House),  Heywood  (B)  (Simpson  Hill),  Kirkham  (Cottage  Homes),  Lancaster  (B)  (Nazareth  House), 
Stretford  (B)  (Galloway  Homes),  Tottington  (Holly  Mount),  and  Blackburn  (R)  (Wilpshire).  Accom¬ 
modation  for  these  classes  of  cases  is  available  at  all  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 

School  Clinics,  etc. — (a)  By  County  Authority  ;  (b)  By  Local  Authorities. — 

(a) .  County  School  Clinics,  etc. — School  clinics  have  now  been  established  by  the  County 
Council  in  56  districts.  Particulars  regarding  these  clinics — the  days  and  times  of  opening,  nature 
of  work  undertaken,  attendances,  etc. — are  given  in  detail  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  for  1938. 

(b) .  Local  School  Clinics,  etc. — Outside  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County  for  Element¬ 
ary  Education,  i.e.,  the  County  School  Medical  area,  there  are  23  non-County  Boroughs,  and  the 
following  four  Urban  Districts  :  Chadderton,  Farn worth,  Hindley,  and  Ince-in-Makerfield.  In 
each  of  these  areas  a  school  clinic  has  been  established. 

Artificial  Light  Clinics.— Facilities  for  artificial  light  treatment  have  been  provided  by  the 
County  Council  at  the  school  clinics  at  Atherton  and  Westhoughton.  In  addition,  the  local  reports 
of  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  Bacup  (B),  Brierfield,  Chadderton,  Chorley  (B),  Colne  (B),  Crosby  (B), 
Denton,  Heywood  (B),  Hindley,  Horwich,  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Rawtenstall  (B), 
Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  Widnes  (B),  etc.,  state  that  an  artificial  light  clinic  has 
been  established  or  is  available.  There  are  also  clinics  established  under  the  County  Council’s 
tuberculosis  scheme. 
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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. — (a)  General.  ( b )  For  Infectious  Diseases. — From  the 
replies  given  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  to  the  nature  of  arrangements  made  by  the 
local  authority  in  the  district  for  (a)  general  nursing,  and  (b)  for  infectious  diseases,  e.g.,  measles, 
etc.,  it  appears  that  in  very  few  areas  are  arrangements  made  by  the  authority  for  general  nursing. 
The  work  of  District  Nursing  Associations  is  referred  to  below. 

District  Nursing  Associations. — There  are  148  District  Nursing  Associations  in  the  Ad¬ 
ministrative  County  in  addition  to  six  situated  in  County  Boroughs  which  also  undertake  nursing 
in  the  Administrative  County  area. 

The  total  number  of  nurses  employed  by  all  such  Associations  working  in  the  County  area  is  247. 

One  hundred  and  forty-four  of  these  Associations,  employing  234  nurses  are  affiliated  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Nursing  Association,  leaving  10  Associations,  employing  13  nurses,  not  so 
affiliated.

Vaccination. — The  Vaccination  Acts,  1867-1907.- — The  Vaccination  Order,  1930. — 
Under  section  2  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  from  the  appointed  day,  the  1st  April,  1930, 
the  functions  relating  to  vaccination,  formerly  discharged  by  Poor  Law  Authorities,  have  been 
discharged  by  the  Councils  of  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  as  functions  relating  to  public  health. 

The  County  Council  resolved  that  these  functions  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee. 

The  law  relating  to  vaccination  is  contained  in  the  Vaccination  Acts,  1867,  1871,  1874,  1898, 
and  1907.  The  Vaccination  Order,  1930,  rescinded,  from  the  1st  April,  1930,  all  the  previous 
Vaccination  Orders. 

The  vaccination  service  of  the  Administrative  County  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Public 
Health  Department  on  the  1st  April,  1930,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Act,  1929.  At  the  present  time  (August,  1939)  there  are  136  Public  Vaccinators  and  46 
Vaccination  Officers  functioning  in  the  County  area.  The  names  of  these  officers  and  their  res¬ 
pective  areas  follow  on  pages  63  to  68.  The  vaccination  areas  are  coterminous  with  registration 
districts  or  sub-districts.  The  administration  of  the  Acts  is  proceeding  on  the  same  lines  as  before 
the  transfer. 

Number  oe  Vaccinations,  and  Re-Vaccinations,  Exemption  Certificates,  etc. — The 
Minister  of  Health,  through  the  Registrar-General,  requested  that  a  Return,  Form  M379,  be  supplied 
relating  to  vaccination,  etc.,  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  from  1st  January  to  31st 
December,  1937,  and  another  Return,  Form  M379a,  as  to  the  number  of  persons  successfully  vac¬ 
cinated  and  re-vaccinated  during  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1938. 

The  tables  M379  and  M379a  are  given  on  pages  61  and  62.  From  the  former  table,  relating  to 
the  year  1937,  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  24,153  births  included  in  the  Return,  the  number  which 
at  the  time  the  Return  was  made,  had  been  registered  as  successfully  vaccinated  was  6,672  (being 
27-6  per  cent,  of  the  whole),  and  the  number  registered  as  having  died  unvaccinated  was  1,077 
(or  4-4  per  cent,  of  the  whole).  Of  the  remaining  children  47  (or  0-1  per  cent,  of  the  whole)  had 
been  registered  as  insusceptible  of  vaccination,  or  as  having  had  smallpox  ;  319  (or  1-3  per  cent.) 
as  having  their  vaccination  postponed  by  medical  certificate  ;  and  14,264  (or  59-0  per  cent.)  in 
respect  of  whom  certificates  of  conscientious  objection  were  received  ;  leaving  1,774  (or  7-3  per 
cent.)  as  “  removed,”  “  not  traced,”  or  otherwise  not  accounted  for.  If  from  the  births  included 
in  the  Return  the  deaths  that  took  place  before  vaccination  be  first  deducted,  it  appears  that,  of 
the  surviving  23,076  children,  there  were  registered  at  the  time  of  the  Return,  28-9  per  cent,  as 
successfully  vaccinated  ;  0-2  per  cent,  as  either  insusceptible  of  vaccination,  or  as  having  had 
smallpox  ;  1  -3  per  cent,  as  under  medical  certificate  of  postponement  and  61  -8  per  cent,  in  respect  of 
whom  certificates  of  conscientious  objection  to  vaccination  had  been  obtained,  leaving  7-6  per  cent, 
as  at  the  time  still  unaccounted  for  as  regards  vaccination. 

The  tables  following  show  the  position  in  regard  to  vaccination  in  the  Administrative  County 
and  in  the  various  divisions.  The  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  in  the  County  area  has 
again  declined,  and  in  the  latest  year  for  which  vaccination  statistics  are  available,  the  percentage 
was  28-9  against  30J  in  1936.  In  1929  the  percentage  was  38-0.  The  percentage  of  statutory 
declarations  in  1937  showed  a  slight  increase,  being  61-8  as  against  61-2  in  the  previous  year. 

There  is  a  very  wide  variation  in  the  percentage  of  vaccinations  in  the  County  divisions  ;  for 
example,  in  the  Ulverston  area  the  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  to  total  births  in  the  year 
1937  was  58-7,  in  the  Prescot  area  56-1,  in  the  Ormskirk  area  55-6,  whilst  in  the  Ashton-under-Lyne 
area  the  precentage  was  only  9-8  and  10-1  in  the  Haslingden  area.

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Ambulance  Facilities. — According  to  the  local  health  reports  every  district  in  the  Administra¬ 
tive  County  has  made  provision  for  the  conveyance  of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  by  motor 
ambulance  and  only  two  districts  report  the  lack  of  ambulance  facilities  for  infectious  disease 
cases.  Ninety-two  districts  report  the  provision  of  ambulance  facilities  for  maternity  cases.  The 
past  year  saw  the  disappearance  from  the  County  districts  of  horse-drawn  vehicles  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  disease  cases. 

From  the  comments  of  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  it  would  appear  that  in  practically  all 
the  districts  in  the  Administrative  County  the  ambulance  facilities  are  adequate  and  satisfactory. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Walton-le-Dale,  however,  considers  that  arrangements  for  an 
ambulance  for  maternity  cases  is  desirable  and,  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  although  an  ambulance 
is  provided  by  the  Health  Department  for  infectious  cases,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  inadequate. 

Legislation  in  Force. — Many  of  the  district  health  reports  contain  lists  of  special  local  Acts  or 
Orders,  and  of  the  bye-laws  relating  to  public  health  in  force  in  the  respective  districts. 

Among  the  Acts  of  Parliament  which  received  the  Royal  Assent  during  1938,  the  principal 
ones  so  far  as  concerned  the  public  health  were  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1938,  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Amendment  Act,  1938  and  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Amendment  Act  and  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act  on  page  109. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. — This  Act,  which  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1939, 
and  inter  alia  repeals  the  Food  &  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928;  is  based  on  a  draft  Bill  prepared 
by  the  Local  Government  and  Public  Health  Consolidation  Committee.  It  represents  a  continuation 
of  the  work  of  the  Committee,  earlier  draft  Bills  prepared  by  them  having  resulted  in  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1933,  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  law  relating  to  Food  and  Drugs 
(including  milk  and  dairies),  slaughter  houses  and  local  authorities’  market  undertakings  is  consoli¬ 
dated  and  amended,  and  simplified  in  some  respects  ;  other  miscellaneous  provisions  have  been 
included  and  a  few  powers  which  have  been  found  to  be  advantageous  but  have  hitherto  only  been 
obtained  by  individual  authorities  have  been  made  general. 

Further  reference  to  the  amendments  made  by  the  Act  in  connection  with  Milk  and  Dairies 
legislation  is  made  on  page  111. 

Lancashire  County  Council  ( Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers )  Act,  1938. — -Provision  was  made 
in  this  Act  for  additional  powers  with  regard  to  the  public  health.  Amongst  these  are  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  incorporation  of  a  joint  board  to  be  known  as  the  Lancashire  Rivers  Board,  upon  which 
are  conferred  more  far  reaching  powers  with  regard  to  the  prevention  of  the  pollution  and  obstruction 
of  the  rivers,  streams  and  water- courses  under  its  jurisdiction  ;  the  registration  of  hawkers  of  meat, 
fish,  fruit,  and  vegetables  and  premises,  and  the  registration  of  premises  used  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  ice  cream  or  preserved  food.  The  Act  also  extends  the  powers  of  the  County  Council 
under  section  307  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  so  as  to  include  power  to  make  contributions  to 
District  Councils  in  respect  of  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of 
disease  or  injury  to  public  health.  Further  reference  to  this  provision  is  made  on  page  132  in 
connection  with  schemes  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY. 


Water  Supply. — The  populous  portions  of  the  Administrative  County  are  well  provided  with 
a  constant,  plentiful,  pure  and  wholesome  water  supply.  The  County  rural  districts  also  have 
satisfactory  public  water  supplies  available  for  the  bulk  of  the  population,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  parishes,  or  parts  of  parishes — and  also  isolated  units  in  some  urban  districts — where  the  supply 
is  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory. 


In  most  districts  in  this  County  there  are  ample  resources  available,  but  the  problem  in  some  of 
the  scattered  areas  is  one  of  means  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  distribution.  The  Local 
Government  Act  of  1929  and  later,  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  made  provision  whereby  District 
Councils  can  apply  to  the  County  Council  for  financial  assistance  towards  the  provision  of  a  supply  of 
water,  or  the  improvement  of  an  existing  supply.  The  applications  received  by  the  County  Council 
are  referred  to  below. 


Regional  Committees  for  South-West  Lancashire  and  North,  Central  and  South-East  Lancashire 
are  already  in  existence.  Briefly,  the  principle  underlying  these  Regional  Water  Committees  is 
the  planning  for  the  future  of  water  supplies  on  a  regional  rather  than  a  local  basis,  the  ultimate 
aim  being  a  series  of  regional  areas  covering  the  industrial  and  urban  areas  of  the  country.  A 
report  of  a  Technical  Sub-Committee  of  the  North,  Central  and  South-East  Lancashire  Regional 
Advisory  Committee  adopted  by  the  Regional  Committee  in  December,  1937,  revealed  that  the 
water  supply  in  the  region  will  be  more  than  ample  to  cover  all  demands  likely  to  be  made  upon 
it  provided  all  additional  authorised  works  are  completed.  It  was,  however,  anticipated  that  certain 
districts  may  become  short  of  water  and  the  point  was  raised  as  to  whether  these  districts  could 
utilise  the  resources  of  the  region.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  Technical  Sub-Committee  was 
re-appointed  for  the  purpose  of  revising,  every  five  years,  the  statistics  for  the  area  and  also  to  meet 
the  representatives  of  any  authority  expressing  a  desire  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  a  supply 
being  afforded  to  them  from  surplus  resources  of  the  region. 


Financial  Assistance  to  Local  Authorities. — Under  section  57  (1)  of  the  Local  Government 
.4ct,  1929,  the  County  Council  was  empowered  to  make  contributions  to  local  sanitary  authorities 
towards  the  expenses  incurred  in  works  of  sewerage  and  water  supplies.  This  section  was,  how¬ 
ever,  repealed  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  section  307  of  which  re-enacts  and  extends  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  County  Council  assistance  to  local  authorities  in  the  provision  of  important  and  essential 
public  health  services,  and  reads  as  follows  : — 


“  A  county  council  may  agree  to  contribute  a  sum  equal  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any 
expenses  incurred  by  the  council  of  a  county  district  within  the  county  in  connection  with 
hospital  accommodation,  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  works,  or  a  supply  of  water,  if  it  appears 
to  the  county  council  to  be  reasonable  so  to  do  having  regard  to  the  resources  of  the  district 
and  the  other  circumstances  of  the  case.” 


It  has  long  been  recognised  that  the  cost  of  providing  adequate  sewerage,  sewage  disposal  works 
and  water  supplies  bears  unequally  upon  different  districts,  owing  to  the  varying  physical  features, 
listribution  of  population,  the  rateable  resources  of  the  districts  and,  in  the  case  of  water  supplies, 
the  distance  from  gathering  grounds.  The  principle,  established  by  the  County  Council  in  the  year 
1930,  of  making  contributions  towards  these  undertakings  has  enabled  District  Councils  to  proceed 
with  schemes  which,  without  such  assistance,  would  be  economically  impracticable.*  Under  the 
powers  conferred  by  the  Acts  of  1929  and  1936,  the  County  Council  have  contributed  or  agreed  to 
make  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  water  schemes  estimated  to  involve  a  capital  expenditure 
of  £119,456  and  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  amounting  to  approximately  £1,427,767. 

Particulars  of  the  applications  for  financial  assistance  in  respect  of  water  supplies,  considered 
by  the  County  Council  since  the  issue  of  the  last  report,  are  given  below.  Applications  relating  to 
ewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  given  on  pages  79  and  80.

The  following  comments  are  made  bv  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  regard  to  local 
water  supplies  : — 


Billinge  and  Winstanley. — Forsaking  the  original  project  for  a  reservoir  at  least  temporarily 
as  a  result  of  the  financial  liabilities  to  be  incurred,  the  Council  devoted  themselves  to  augmenting 
the  water  reserves  of  the  district  by  deepening  the  Whittle  Shaft. 

Fulwood. — A  careful  review  of  the  water  question  is  being  made  by  the  Urban  Council  through 
a  Special  Sub-Committee. 

Grange. — During  the  year  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  suggestions  for  extending  the 
means  for  transferring  water  from  Simpson  Ground  to  Newton  reservoir,  and  also  as  an  alternative, 
the  direct  transfer  of  water  from  Chapel  House  Plantation  to  Newton  Reservoir,  but  so  far  no  decision 
has  been  reached. 

Lancaster  (B). — Good  progress  was  made  with  the  laying  of  the  21in.  pipe  from  Langthwaite 
reservoir  to  Grizedale  tank,  but  owing  to  the  threatened  shortage  in  the  spring,  an  emergency 
supply  was  obtained  in  April  from  the  Thirlmere  pipe-line  of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

Ormskirk. — Some  delay  has  been  experienced  in  completing  the  proposed  works  at  the  Greetby 
Hill  Pumping  Station.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  installation  of  two  electric  pumps  in  wells 
Nos.  1  and  2  respectively,  the  sinking  of  a  new  borehole  250ft.  deep  in  the  No.  1  well,  the  erecting 
of  a  new  pump-house  for  No.  2  pump  and  renovating  the  existing  buildings  to  accommodate  No.  1 
pump.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  pump-house  had  been  erected,  and  No.  2  pump  working. 
A  commencement  has  also  been  made  with  the  new  borehole. 

Orrell.- — A  new  supply  from  a  local  source  is  being  sought,  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  satis¬ 
factory  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Oswaldtwistle. — During  1938  the  Council  installed  a  Pumping  Station  at  Town  Bent  Pit  ; 
this  should  considerably  augment  the  water  supply  and  act  as  a  reserve  in  the  event  of  any  future 

drought. 

Radcliffe  (B). — A  definite  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied 
to  the  town,  and  complaints  which  were  frequent  a  year  or  two  ago  were  comparatively  few  in  1938. 

Ulverston. — In  some  of  the  dwellings  in  the  more  elevated  parts  of  the  district  there  have 
been  complaints  as  to  a  complete  failure  of  supply  when  there  has  been  a  heavy  draught  on  the 
mains  in  the  part  of  the  town  at  the  lower  level.  To  a  large  extent  this  has  been  remedied  by 

scraping  the  trunk  main. 

Whitefiekl. — The  completion  of  the  relaying  of  the  main  from  the  Gin  Hall  reservoir  to  the 
Prestwich  area  has  enabled  an  adjustment  to  be  made  in  the  supply  to  the  Whitefield  area,  resulting 
in  an  increased  pressure  over  the  w hole  district. 

Blackburn  (R). — Further  borings  have  been  carried  out  at  Mellor  and  it  is  hoped  that  an 
adequate  supply  of  good  drinking  water  will  be  available  at  an  early  date. 

Lunesdale  (R). — The  water  schemes  for  supplying  Borwick  and  Whittington  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  comprehensive  scheme  for  supplying  the  parishes  of  Arkholme-with-Cawood,  Gressing- 
ham,  Melling-with-Wrayton,  Wennington,  Tatham  and  Tunstall  is  in  hand,  and  will  be  completed 
within  a  few  months.  Negotiations  were  instituted  for  taking  over  the  Hornby  Castle  supply  to 
the  villages  of  Hornby  and  Wray  ;  this  matter  is  now  proceeding. 

Ulverston  (R). — There  are  parts  of  the  district  where  the  supply  has,  for  years,  been  inadequate 
and  generally  unsatisfactory.  Schemes  have  been  promoted  for  supplies  in  these  districts  and, 
although  the  necessity  has  been  recognised  to  be  most  urgent,  practically  no  progress  has  been 
made  with  this  object  in  view.  The  consent  of  the  Ministry  to  a  loan  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
Oxenpark  and  Bandrake  Head  has  been  obtained,  and  the  laying  of  the  necessary  mains  and  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  storage  tank  are  making  satisfactory  progress,  with  every  prospect  of  the  district  being 
furnished  with  an  ample  supply  in  the  near  future.  Complaints  have  been  frequent  as  to  the 
unsatisfactory  supply  of  water  to  Swarthmoor,  and  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  some  improve¬ 
ment  in  existing  conditions,  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Ulverston  Urban  Council,  who  are  the 
undertakers,  and  from  whose  reservoir  at  Pennington  the  supply  is  obtained.  It  was  decided 
that  the  existing  9in.  main  from  the  reservoir  to  a  point  near  Loppergarth  should  be  taken  over  b\ 
the  Rural  Council,  and  extended  as  a  9in.  main  to  Cross- a-Moor  ;  from  this  point  a  5in.  main  wiP 
be  laid  to  supply  Swarthmoor. 

West  Lancashire  (R). — The  district  is  particularly  well  supplied  with  wholesome  water.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  even  though  the  area  includes  3,000  acres  where  a  piped  supply  is  out  of  tfc» 
question,  97-4  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  v'hole  district  are  supplied  from  public  mains.

Improvements  and  extensions  in  1938. — -The  following  are  extracts  from  the  local  reports  : — - 
Accrington  (B),  work  commenced  on  installation  of  mechanical  sand  filters  in  place  of  open  sand 
filters  at  Dean  reservoir  ;  Bacup  (B),  365  houses  and  other  premises  connected  to  town’s  supply  ; 
Billinge  and  Winstanley,  deepening  of  Whittle  Shaft  in  progress  ;  Brierfield,  extension  of  Nelson 
Corporation  mains  to  Mansfield  and  Benthead  Estates  and  Walvenden  Road  ;  Lancaster  (B),  laying 
of  new  21in.  pipe  line  from  Langthwaite  reservoir  to  Grizedale  Tank  ;  Widnes  (B),  new  reservoir, 
with  a  capacity  of  10  million  gallons,  opened  at  Pex  Hill  ;  Chorley  (R),  extension  of  public  main 
to  Mawdesley  ;  Lancaster  (R),  extensions  in  parishes  of  Priest  Hutton,  Yealand  Conyers,  Yealand 
Redmayne  and  Silverdale  ;  Ulverston  (R),  new  water  supply  scheme  for  Oxen  Park,  and  extensions 
of  public  mains  at  Haverth waite,  Aldingham,  Urswick,  Staveley  and  Leece. 

Extensions  to  public  mains  have  also  been  carried  out  in  the  following  districts  : — Abram, 
150  yards  ;  Farnworth,  1,316  yards  extensions,  413  yards  relaid  ;  Golborne,  822  yards  ;  Heywood 
(B),  1,174  yards  ;  Kearsley,  1,442  yards  ;  Middleton  (B),  4,186  yards  ;  Ormskirk,  507  yards  ; 
Poulton-le-Fylde,  955  yards  ;  Preesall,  430  yards  ;  Rainford,  140  yards  ;  Standish-with-Langtree, 
2,700  yards  ;  Walton-le-Dale,  592  yards. 

Possibilities  of  contamination. — Possibilities  of  contamination,  due  mainly  to  surface  water, 
are  reported  from  : — Ashton-in-Makerfield,  slight,  from  agricultural  land  ;  Billinge  and  Win¬ 
stanley,  Cob  Moor  source  (old  quarry  workings)  liable  to  contamination  from  surface  water  in  stormy 
weather  ;  Lancaster  (B),  Damas  Ghyll  reservoir  feeders  pass  under  main  road  ;  Mossley  (B), 
possibility  from  silting  up  of  service  pipes  ;  Ramsbottom,  some  risk  to  private  supplies  from  manured 
fields  ;  Clitheroe  (R),  supply  liable  to  contamination  from  surface  water  ;  Garstang  (R),  a  few 
shallow  wells  ;  Warrington  (R),  a  few  wells  in  outlying  parts  ;  Whiston  (R),  some  wells  are  liable 
to  contamination. 

Action  taken  by  local  authorities  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  includes  the  follow¬ 
ing  : — Colne  (B),  tillage  and  grazing  controlled  on  gathering  ground  ;  Farnworth,  supply  to  New 
Bury  area  heavily  chlorinated  in  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  ;  Kearsley,  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board  treated  all  water  draining  from  land  not  entirely  owned  by  the  Board  prior 
to  entry  into  reservoirs  and  mains  ;  Lancaster  (B),  supply  from  suspected  feeders  chlorinated  ; 
Leigh  (B),  sodium  carbonate  added  to  supply  ;  Urmston,  sources  of  supply  regularly  inspected  ; 
West  Lancashire  (R),  wells  chlorinated  as  required. 

Liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action.—  The  following  instances  are  reported  : — Abram,  action  of 
soft  water  on  untinned  lead  pipe  ;  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  the  water  is  treated  to  eliminate  this 
action  ;  Clitheroe  (B),  lead  service  pipes  are  tin  lined  ;  Darwen  (B),  the  water  is  slightly  acid  and  is 
treated  chemically  ;  Grange,  water  supply  is  hardened  to  prevent  plumbo-solvency  ;  Haydock, 
water  is  very  soft  ;  Nelson  (B),  water  from  one  reservoir  has  a  plumbo-solvent  action  and  apparatus 
is  being  installed  to  counteract  this  ;  Chorley  (R),  regulations  require  pipes  to  be  tin  lined  to  prevent 
this  action.  Liability  in  a  very  slight  degree  is  also  reported  from  seven  other  districts. 

Insufficient  or  unsatisfactory  supplies.—- Instances  are  reported  from  : — Ashton-under-Lyne 
(B),  shortage  experienced  in  Hartshead  area  ;  Oswaldtwistle,  Redwalls  district  during  dry  periods  ; 
Preesall,  Fluke  Hall  ;  Prescot,  Carr  Lane  and  Hole-in-the-Wall  ;  Tottington,  Affetside,  Four  Lane 
Ends,  Three  Lane  Ends  and  Cann  Street  areas  ;  Turton,  Higher  Bradshaw  and  Affetside  ;  Blackburn 
(R),  parishes  of  Mellor  and  Tockholes  ;  Chorley  (R),  the  western  area  of  the  district  ;  Lancaster  (R), 
parts  of  the  parish  of  Ellel  ;  Lunesdale  (R),  parishes  of  Gressingham,  Melling,  Wennington,  Tatham, 
Millhouses,  Cantsfield,  Tunstall,  Burrow,  Ireby  and  Leek  ;  Whiston  (R),  few  isolated  cases  chiefly 
in  Bold  and  Kirkby. 

Private  supplies. — The  figures  given  in  the  table  on  page  71  as  to  the  number  of  houses  sup¬ 
plied  from  wells,  springs,  streams,  etc.,  indicate  that  in  several  areas,  mainly  rural  in  character,  a 
considerable  proportion  of  the  houses  are  dependent  upon  supplies  of  this  nature.  A  shortage 
has,  in  certain  instances,  been  experienced  during  prolonged  dry  periods  where  the  supply  is  ob¬ 
tained  direct  from  these  sources,  but  in  several  districts,  townships  or  groups  of  houses  are  provided 
with  piped  supplies  connected  to  a  storage  reservoir  of  a  semi-private  nature.  Frequent  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  in  many  districts,  and  a  number  of  wells  were 
closed. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Since  1891  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  Administrative  County, 
including  the  main  industrial  areas,  has  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  and  the 
Ribble  Watershed  Joint  Committees  as  regards  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams.  Recently, 
however,  it  was  felt  that  the  powers  conferred  on  the  joint  committees  were  insufficient  to  enable 
effectual  action  to  be  taken,  and  a  Bill  was  therefore  promoted  in  Parliament  with  a  view  to  the 
improvement  of  the  condition  and  the  better  prevention  of  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams. 
This  Bill,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Bill,  received  the 
Royal  Assent  in  July,  1938. 

The  Act  provides  for  the  constitution  and  incorporation  of  a  joint  board  to  be  known  as  the 
Lancashire  Rivers  Board,  consisting  of  representatives  of  the  County  Councils  of  the  Counties 
Palatine  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  the  Administrative  County  of  Derby  and  the  Councils  of  several 
County  Boroughs,  upon  which  are  conferred  more  far  reaching  powers  with  regard  to  the  prevention 
of  the  pollution  and  obstruction  of  the  rivers,  streams  and  watercourses  under  its  jurisdiction. 
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The  Board  was  constituted  as  from  1st  April,  1939,  and  its  jurisdiction  extends  over  the  whole 
of  the  geographical  County  of  Lancaster  excepting  the  areas  comprised  within  the  City  of  Liverpool 
and  the  County  Boroughs  of  Barrow-in-Furness  and  Bootle. 

The  public  health  aspect  of  the  question  of  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
is  of  special  importance  because  of  their  potentialities  as  sources  of  water  supply,  or  because  of  their 
possibilities  as  sources  of  pollution  of  water  supplies. 

The  local  reports  contain  references  to  the  action  taken  during  the  year  to  prevent  or  minimise 
the  pollution  of  rivers,  streams,  ditches,  etc.  Streams  in  industrial  areas  frequently  receive  pol¬ 
luting  effluents,  and  in  rural  areas  ditches  often  receive  the  overflow  from  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  and  the  direct  discharges  from  house  drains. 

Among  the  local  comments  on  river  pollution  are  the  following  : — 

Crosby  (B). — The  more  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  South  Ward,  where  a  ditch  receiving 
effluent  from  a  large  piggery  outside  the  Borough  discharges  into  Rimrose  Brook. 

Fails  worth. — Pollution  of  Hale  Bottom  Brook  is  caused  by  waste  water  discharged  from  several 
houses  at  Wrigley  Head.  These  houses  are  to  be  dealt  with  under  a  slum  clearance  scheme. 

Fleetwood  (B). — Some  pollution  of  River  Wyre,  due  to  discharge  of  untreated  sewage. 

Lancaster  (B). — Consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  pollution  of  Burrow  Beck, 
caused  by  the  overflow  from  adjoining  sewers. 

Rainford.- — The  drainage  from  a  sand  washing  works  and  tar  waste,  together  with  the  lack  of 
sewers  in  some  areas,  have  been  the  cause  of  considerable  pollution. 

Royton. — Interviews  with  officials  of  Oldham  County  Borough  Gas  a.nd  Water  Department 
with  regard  to  contamination  from  gas  works  and  consequent  action  have  resulted  in  the  removal 
of  the  chief  cause  of  pollution. 

Garstang  (R). — Considerable  pollution  of  streams  and  ditches  due  to  the  cheese  factories  in 
the  district. 

Lancaster  (R). — Complaints  received  regarding  drainage  from  cheese  factories  at  Ellel  and  from 
the  village  of  Middleton.  A  septic  tank  and  filter  have  been  constructed  to  prevent  pollution  from 
the  latter  source. 

Whiston  (R). — Trade  refuse  and  sewage  from  within  and  without  the  district  have  been  a 
cause  of  complaint. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Each  district  report  gives  briefly  the  character  of  the  sewage  disposal 
works  and  the  method  of  treatment.  A  perusal  of  the  reports  shows  that  during  1938  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  provision  of  new  sewers,  and  in  improvements  and 
extensions  at  sewage  disposal  works.  The  rapid  development  of  building  sites  in  many  areas  has 
called  for  considerable  expenditure  on  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  schemes. 

Among  the  extension  or  improvement  schemes  initiated  or  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
report  the  following  may  be  mentioned 

Crosby  (B). — A  new  storm  relief  drainage  scheme,  costing  approximately  £110,000,  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  district,  is  nearing  completion. 

Dalton-in-Furness. — Completion  of  sewerage  scheme  for  Paradise,  Askam. 

Golborne. — Comprehensive  sewerage  scheme,  including  new  sewage  works  for  Lowton,  Kenyon 
and  Culcheth,  well  advanced  during  the  year. 

Huyton-with-Roby. — Sludge  digestion  plant  has  been  completed  and  brought  into  operation. 

Kearsley. — Construction  of  new  pumping  station  at  Unity  Brook  completed. 

Littleborough. — Reconstruction  of  sewage  works  in  progress. 

Stretford  (B). — Installation  of  new  detritus  tanks  and  pumping  plant  completed. 

Upholland. — Holland  Moor  sewage  works  extended  by  the  addition  of  a  30ft.  bacteria  bed 
with  sprinkler. 

Blackburn  (R). — Three  circular  filters  in  course  of  construction  at  Wilpshire  and  numerous 
minor  improvements  carried  out  at  other  sewage  works  in  the  district. 

Garstang  (R). — Application  for  financial  assistance  has  been  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
for  a  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Garstang  and  parts  of  Barnacre-with-Bonds  and  Cabus. 
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Limehurst  (R),-r-New  sewage  disposal  works  constructed  at  Littlemoss. 

West  Lancashire  (R). — New  activated  sludge  plant  at  Maghull  nearing  completion. 

Whiston  (R). — Construction  of  sewage  works  at  Halewood  almost  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Among  the  comments  by  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  the  following  : — 

Ashton-in-Makerfield. — The  Perry  Brook  sewerage  scheme  has  been  completed,  giving  a  much 
improved  sewage  disposal  for  the  Park  Lane  District. 

Billinge  and  Winstanley. — -The  whole  question  will  probably  soon  have  to  be  considered  with 
a  view  to  extension  or  alteration  to  accommodate  the  increase  brought  about  by  the  conversion 
scheme  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses. 

Chorlev  (B).- — The  provision  of  sewerage  for  Duxbury  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  eastern  valley 
is  projected. 

Colne  (B). — Work  is  now  in  progress  in  the  construction  of  the  sewer  for  Wanlass  Water  area, 
which  includes  the  new  Grammar  School  in  course  of  erection. 

Dalton-in-Furness. — Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  for  the  provision  of  compre¬ 
hensive  works  for  the  treatment  of  the  Askam  sewage. 

Fulwood. — A  scheme  for  the  added  area  of  Broughton  is  in  progress. 

Littleborough. — The  reconstruction  of  the  sewage  works  is  now  in  progress,  as  is  also  the 
laying  of  a  new  36in.  sewer  from  the  sewage  works  to  Hartley  Street. 

Newton-in-Makerfield. — A  scheme  prepared  by  the  Surveyor  for  dealing  with  the  Common 
and  Sankey  valley  areas  is  still  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Council. 

Prestwich. — The  chief  sanitary  requirement  of  the  district  is  the  drainage  of  Simister,  which 
is  still  in  urgent  need  of  attention.  A  scheme  is  at  present  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  carrying 
out  of  this  work. 

Skelmersdale. — A  new  sewerage  scheme  is  under  consideration. 

Standish-with-Langtree. — Plans  for  a  new  sewerage  scheme  throughout  the  district  are  in 
course  of  preparation. 

Thornton  Cleveleys. — In  the  spring  of  1937  a  commencement  was  made  with  the  new  sewerage 
scheme  and  the  satisfactory  progress  then  made  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  past  year. 

Walton-le-Dale. — The  existing  sewage  disposal  works,  constructed  about  1893,  are  out-of-date 
and  can  only  be  worked  with  difficulty.  New  works  are  urgently  required.  Plans  and  estimates 
for  providing  new  sewers,  and  extending  and  altering  the  existing  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
works,  have  been  prepared.  The  approximate  cost  of  the  proposed  work  is  £70,000.  The  Council 
are  now  waiting  for  the  Minister  of  Health’s  approval  to  the  scheme  before  proceeding  with  the 
work. 

Blackburn  (R). — Improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Wilpshire  sewage  works  by  the  con¬ 
struction  of  three  circular  filters. 

Burnley  (R). — Higham  sewerage  scheme  was  commenced  in  1938,  but  was  not  quite  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  need  for  sewerage  schemes  for  Cliviger,  Dunnock- 
shaw,  Lane  Bottom  part  of  Briercliffe,  Newchurch-in-Pendle,  and  Barley. 

Limehurst  (R). — The  question  of  the  proper  sewering  of  the  parishes  of  Littlemoss  and  Wood- 
houses,  with  the  necessary  disposal  works  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage,  cannot  be  put  off  in¬ 
definitely,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  part  of  the  parish  of  Alt. 

Preston  (R). — A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  parish  of  Grimsargh  and  will  shortly  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Lea  is  also  in  course  of  preparation. 
The  question  of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  Longton,  Hutton,  etc.,  was  again  fully  considered,  and  the 
Council  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  moment  was  not  opportune  for  proceeding  with  the  scheme 
in  view  of  the  present  national  financial  situation. 

West  Lancashire  (R). — It  is  anticipated  that  the  completed  extension  of  the  Maghull  sewage 
works  will  be  opened  in  1939. 

Whiston  (R).- — The  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Halewood  are  now  practically 
completed,  and  nearly  all  the  houses  are  to  be  connected  up.  New  works  are  proposed  for  the 
township  of  Rainhill,  where  the  present  system  is  by  broad  irrigation,  the  effluent  from  w'hich  is 
very  unsatisfactory.  New  works  are  also  being  considered  for  a  portion  of  Kirkby.  Extensions

are  needed  at  the  Whiston  sewage  works,  where  the  sewage  from  the  townships  of  Whiston  and 
Eccleston  is  now  treated  by  means  of  tanks  and  filters,  but  the  effluent  is  not  satisfactory  and  the 
sewers  appear  to  be  overloaded.  New  arrangements  are  also  Weeded  in  the  Knowsley  district  and 
in  Hale.  In  Crontoh  and  Tarbock  there  are  no  sewers,  and  the  water  courses  are  much  fouled. 

Townships  or  areas  without  proper  drainage  schemes  include  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B) — 
Hartshead  area  ;  Chorley'  (B) — Red  Bank,  Tincklers  Barracks,  Plymouth  Bridge,  Birkacre,  Eukton 
Lane  and  Duxbury  j  Crompton — Burnedge,  Blackclough,  Button  Hole  and  parts  of  Buckstones 
Road  ;  Eccles  (B) — Barton  Moss  ;  Failsworth — Clayton  Bridge  area  ;  Great  Harwood- -Lidgett, 
Blackleach  and  Hindle  Fold  ;  Little  Lever — Leadbeater  Fold  (to  be  dealt  with  under  a  Clearance 
Order)  ;  Milnrow — Burnedge  district  ;  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B) — Westgate  area  (sewerage 
scheme  in  preparation)  ;  Newton-in-Makerfield — Sankey  and  Vitriol  Square  areas';  Orhikkirk—

The  importance  of  a  proper  system  of  public  cleansing  is  more  generally  recognised  than  formerly, 
but  in  certain  instances  it  is  still  left  to  owners  or  occupiers.  In  about  78  districts  the  contents  of 
privy  middens  are  still  removed  in  the  day  time.  Motor  vehicles  for  refuse  removal  have  been 
provided  in  90  County  districts.

Refuse  Destructors. — Destructors  have  been  provided  in  26  districts,  viz.,  Accrington  (B), 
Brierfiold,  Clitheroe  (B),  Colne  (B),  Crompton,  Darwen  (B),  Droylsden,  Eccles  (B),  Formby,  Grange, 
Heywood  (B),  Irlam,  Kirkham,  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Litherland,  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B), 
Middleton  (B),  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B),  Nelson  (B),  Ormskirk,  Padiham,  Prestwich,  Radcliffe 
(B),  Stretford  (B)  and  Widnes  (B).  Offal  and  other  refuse  from  Barrowford  is  dealt  with  at  the 
Brierfield  destructor.  At  Fleetwood  (B),  a  small  incinerator  is  provided  for  trade  refuse  at  the 
Copse  Road  depot  and  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B)  an  incinerator  is  used  for  the  destruction  of  con¬ 
demned  meat  and  offals,  shop  refuse,  etc. 


Closet  Accommodation. — Table  4,  pages  82  to  88  shows  approximately  the  numbers  of  the 
various  types  of  closet  accommodation  in  each  of  the  County  districts  at  the  end  of  the  year  1938.

Although  the  number  of  conversions  of  privy  and  pail  closets  is  considerably  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  Councils  of  several  County  districts  are  nevertheless  making  determined  efforts 
to  abolish  this  type  of  accommodation  where  such  exists,  and  the  continued  demolition  of  property 
in  slum  clearance  areas  is  also  having  a  beneficial  effect  in  this  respect.  Generally  speaking,  privy 
and  pail  closets  only  exist  where  no  sewers  are  available.  As  an  incentive  towards  the  conversion 
of  such  closets,  the  Councils  of  many  County  districts  contribute  substantial  sums  towards  such 
conversions,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  4.  Whilst  23  districts  are  now  entirely  free  from  privy  closets,  a 
relatively  high  proportion  of  such  closets  still  exists  in  the  following  urban  areas  : — Golborne  1,113, 
Ormskirk  787,  Tyldesley  636,  and  Rainford  489.

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Camping  Sites. — Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  19.36,  contains  new  law  affecting  movable 
dwellings  and  empowers  local  authorities  to  grant  licences  authorising  persons  to  allow  land  occupied 
by  them  within  the  district  to  be  used  as  sites  for  movable  dwellings,  and  licences  authorising 
persons  to  erect  and  station,  or  use,  such  dwellings  within  the  district.  The  section  is  directed  to 
the  control  of  holiday  camping — a  growing  practice,  which,  though  strongly  to  be  encouraged  in 
the  interests  of  national  health,  has,  in  the  absence  of  control,  brought  certain  difficulties  in  its 
train.  It  is  anticipated  also  that  the  section  will  prove  useful  in  dealing  with  encampments  of  a 
more  permanent  kind  sometimes  to  be  found  on  the  outskirts  of  towns.  Structures  to  which  the 
building  bye-laws  of  the  local  authority  apply  are,  however,  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  section. 


Reference  is  made  in  the  local  reports  of  18  districts  in  the  Administrative  County  to  the  use 
of  sites  for  camping  purposes  during  1938,  but  certain  of  these  sites  were  used  mainly  for  short 
periods,  such  as  week-ends,  etc.  In  no  district  was  the  number  of  campers  at  any  one  time  during 
the  summer  season  estimated  to  be  more  than  3,000.  Licences  issued  by  the  several  local  authorities 
during  1938  in  respect  of  camping  sites  totalled  53. 

Shops  and  Offices.- — It  is  the  duty  of  the  sanitary  authority  for  every  district,  as  part  of  their 
obligations  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating 
to  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops,  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 


In  this  connection  action  is  reported  in  some  31  districts,  and  included  the  provision  of  suitable 
closet  accommodation  and  washing  facilities,  improvements  in  ventilation  and  regulation  of  the 
temperature  of  shops. 


Where,  by  reason  of  restricted  accommodation  or  other  special  circumstances  affecting  a  shop 
it  is  impossible  to  install  a  sanitary  convenience  or  washing  facilities,  the  local  sanitary  authority 
are  empowered  to  grant  a  certificate  exempting  the  shop  from  the  necessity  of  having  such  accom¬ 
modation,  provided  they  are  satisfied  that  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  or  washing 
facilities  are  otherwise  conveniently  available.  Advantage  of  this  provision  has  been  taken  in 
five  districts,  certificates  of  exemption  being  issued  in  respect  of  21  shops. 


The  wide  definition  of  “  work-place  ”  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  gives  enlarged 
powers  and  duties  to  local  authorities  in  respect  of  offices  insomuch  as  it  embraces  all  places  of 
clerical  employment  and  removes  the  doubt  which  previously  existed  as  to  the  extent  to  which  local 
authorities  had  control  over  the  conditions  in  offices. 


Control  of  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  new  offices  or  extensions  of  offices  is  secured 
by  section  43  of  the  Act,  which  requires  local  authorities,  unless  they  are  satisfied  that  closet 
accommodation  may  properly  be  dispensed  with  in  a  particular  case,  to  reject  plans  for  such  build¬ 
ings  if  they  do  not  show  adequate  provision  for  closet  accommodation  and  for  separate  accom¬ 
modation  for  each  sex  where  both  sexes  will  be  employed.  Sections  44  to  46  of  the  Act  require 
local  authorities  to  insist  on  sufficient  and  satisfactory  closet  accommodation  in  existing  buildings. 


The  provisions  and  procedure  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  respect  of  nuisances  were  sub¬ 
stantially  reproduced  in  the  1936  Act  with  a  widening  of  scope  to  enable  offices  to  be  dealt  with. 
Thus  apart  from  the  general  power  of  treating  as  a  statutory  nuisance  premises  which  are  in  such  a 
state  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  health  or  a  nuisance,  the  local  authority  may  take  action  to  prevent 
insufficient  ventilation  or  uncleanliness  or  obnoxious  effluvia  or  overcrowding  in  offices. 


It  is  the  duty  of  a  local  authority  under  section  91  of  the  Act  to  cause  their  district  to  be 
inspected  from  time  to  time  for  the  detection  of  statutory  nuisances  and  under  section  287  of  the 
Act  any  authorised  officer  of  the  local  authority  has  a  right  to  enter  any  offices  without  previous 
notice  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  conditions. 


In  Circular  1600  of  the  1st  May,  1937,  the  Minister  of  Health  stated  that  in  view  of  the  large 
number  of  persons  engaged  in  clerical  work,  he  considered  it  of  great  importance  to  national  health 
that  conditions  in  offices  should  not  be  such  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  employees, 
and  he  urged  local  authorities  to  arrange  for  systematic  inspection  of  offices  in  their  areas  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  the  conditions  and  the  need  for  improvement.  He  also  stated  that  inspection 
would,  no  doubt,  often  be  sufficient  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  improvements  in  conditions  are 
carried  out,  but  where  that  was  not  so,  the  local  authority  should  not  hesitate  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  on  them  by  the  Act  of  securing  remedial  measures. 


From  the  local  health  reports,  however,  it  would  appear  that  during  the  year  under  report 
action  in  regard  to  offices  was  only  taken  in  some  14  districts.  In  these  districts,  inspections  were 
undertaken  and  in  most  instances  resulted  in  improved  conditions.  At  Colne  (B)  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  reported  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  a  survey  of  all  the  offices  in  the  Borough 
to  be  undertaken  in  the  early  part  of  1939  and  at  Horwich  all  the  offices  are  being  inspected. 
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Smoke  Abatement. — The  following  table  shows  the  action  taken  by  local  authorities  to  control 
the  nuisance  from  excessive  smoke  pollution,  and  gives  the  number  of  factory  and  works  chimneys 
(2,952)  in  the  districts  and  the  number  of  smoke  observations  (2,896)  taken  during  the  year.  In 
1937  the  factory  and  works  chimneys  numbered  2,812  and  the  observations  2,573.

The  local  health  reports  indicate  that  in  many  instances,  the  health  officials  actively  co¬ 
operate  with  the  managements  of  the  firms  in  their  districts,  with  a  view  to  the  abatement  of  the 
excessive  emission  of  black  smoke. 

In  a  number  of  districts  the  attention  of  mill  owners  and  firemen  was  drawn  to  the  courses  of 
lectures  on  fuel  economy,  etc.,  and  information  was  supplied  as  to  the  nearest  centre  where  such  courses 
were  available.  In  this  connection,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Milnrow  states  that  certain 
owners  are  paying  the  expenses  of  their  firemen  to  attend  such  lectures.  Several  districts  report 
improvements  at  works  by  the  installation  of  automatic  mechanical  stokers,  and  at  Lancaster  (B) 
an  expert  from  the  Coal  Utilisation  Council,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Health  Committee,  visited  a 
number  of  works,  inspected  and  reported  on  their  power  plants,  and  gave  advice  to  engineers  and 
stokers  which  has  been  helpful  in  lessening  the  nuisance  from  industrial  smoke. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Irlam  states  that  draft  bye-laws  for  the  control  of  black 
smoke  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  but  approval  had  not  been  received  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

At  Widnes  (B),  the  experimental  scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  was  continued.  Samples 
of  rain  water  are  examined  monthly  and  the  reports  on  these  tests  are  submitted  to  local  manu¬ 
facturers  who  co-operate  as  far  as  possible  with  the  local  authority  in  attempting  to  reduce  the 
smoke  nuisance. 

Other  measures  taken  in  various  districts  include  the  distribution  of  booklets  on  smoke  abate¬ 
ment,  etc.,  advice  to  stokers  and  boilermen,  and  personal  interviews  with  works  managers. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  -Public  swimming  baths  are  stated  to  be  available  in  32  of  the 
County  districts,  and  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools — open  to  the  public — exist  in 
9  districts. 

The  swimming  baths  and  pools,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  are  frequently  inspected.  In  most 
instances  filtration  and  chlorination  plants  are  installed  and  regular  samples  of  water  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Tyldesley,  however, 
in  referring  to  the  public  baths  owned  by  the  Council,  states  that  a  most  unsatisfactory  feature  of 
the  baths  and  a  serious  defect  is  the  absence  of  filtration  plant. 
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New  swimming  baths  are  in  course  of  construction  at  Lancaster  (B),  and,  at  Ashton-in- 
Makerfield,  plans  for  the  erection  of  public  baths  have  been  prepared.  New  public  baths,  consist¬ 
ing  of  a  main  swimming  pool,  a  children's  pool,  slipper  baths  and  foam  baths,  were  completed  and 
opened  at  Middleton  (B)  during  the  year  ;  the  cost  was  £39,000.  At  Chorley  (B),  baths  erected  by 
the  Corporation  were  opened  in  April,  1938,  whilst  alterations  to  permit  of  mixed  bathing  at  the 
Swinton  &  Pendlebury  Corporation  baths  were  completed  in  February,  1938. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  From  information  supplied  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  it 
would  appear  that  in  some  79  districts  approximately  343  Council  houses  and  1,480  other  houses 
were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  1938.  Disinfestation  was  undertaken  in  respect 
of  some  341  Council  houses  and  1,473  other  houses. 

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  of  bed  bugs  vary  considerably.  Fumigation 
by  means  of  hydrogen  cyanide  gas  appears  to  be  one  of  the  chief  methods  utilised,  particularly  in 
cases  of  bad  infestation.  Other  methods  employed  are  spraying  with  various  liquid  insecticides 
and  special  germicide  preparations. 

To  ensure  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses, 
the  local  health  officials  in  most  instances  appear  to  make  thorough  examinations  of  the  houses 
and  belongings  of  tenants,  and  in  cases  where  infestation  is  in  evidence,  the  houses,  furniture, 
bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  are  suitably  disinfested. 

Disinfestation  of  property  and  furniture  by  hydrogen  cyanide  is  invariably  carried  out  by 
contractors  employed  by  the  local  authorities,  but  fumigations  with  sulphur,  spraying  with  in¬ 
secticides,  and  treatment  of  clothing  and  bedding  by  steam  are  usually  undertaken  by  the  local 
authorities.  In  certain  instances  of  slight  infestation,  tenants  are  provided  by  the  local  health 
departments  with  suitable  insecticides  and  disinfectants. 

Amongst  the  measures  taken  by  way  of  supervision  or  education  of  tenants  to  prevent  in¬ 
festation  or  re-infestation  after  cleansing  are  the  distribution  of  pamphlets,  interviews  and  advice 
given  by  the  local  health  or  housing  officials,  and  lectures. 

At  Fleetwood  (B)  it  is  stated,  the  whole  question  of  disinfestation  is  under  consideration  by  a 
special  sub-committee. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-laws  or  Regulations. — Offensive 
Trades. — Offensive  trades  have  been  established  in  65  districts,  the  premises  numbering  620. 
These  are  chiefly  tripe  boilers,  gut  scrapers,  tanners  or  leather  dressers,  fat  melters  and  oil  works, 
soap  boilers,  etc.  In  35  districts  bye-laws  are  in  operation  for  the  control  of  these  trades.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Hey  wood  (B)  reports  that  new  bye-laws  are  required  in  his  district. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. — Reference  is  made  to  the  use  of  rag  flocks  at  Chorley  (B), 
Eccles  (B),  Oswaldtwistle,  Stretford  (B)  and  Thornton  Cleveleys.  Inspections  of  the  premises 
were  made  by  the  local  health  officials  in  these  districts  and  at  Stretford  (B)  four  samples  were 
taken,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Inspection  of  Factories,  etc. — The  table  below  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken  in  the 
County  districts  during  the  year  1938  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  Parts  I.  and  VIII. 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  which  superseded  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  on  the  1st 
July,  1938.  The  number  of  workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  local  registers  is  approximately 
7,118,  and  their  condition,  on  the  whole,  is  stated  to  be  satisfactory.

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  local  reports  show  that  there  are  45  common  lodging  houses 
in  27  districts  in  the  Administrative  County.  The  condition  of  the  majority  of  these  is  described 
as  “  fairly  good.”  No  doubt  this  type  of  dwelling  will,  in  certain  instances,  be  demolished  as  a 
result  of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 


In  most  of  the  districts  the  common  lodging  houses  are  visited  fairly  regularly.  At  Chorley 
(B),  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  considers  the  bye-laws  made  in  1892  for  the  control  of  such  dwell¬ 
ings  are  inadequate  and  states  that  new  bye-laws  have  been  framed  and  are  awaiting  confirmation. 
The  bye-laws  at  Prescot  are  also  considered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  inadequate. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. — Reference  to  this  class  of  accommodation  is  made  in  20  districts, 
there  being  187  such  dwellings  on  the  local  registers.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Middleton  ( B) 
reports  that  bye-laws  for  the  control  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  were  under  consideration  during  the 
year  and  were  adopted  in  March,  1939.  The  need  for  bye-laws  is  expressed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  Great  Harwood. 


Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. — Where  these  exist,  regular  supervision  apparently  takes  place, 
and  in  a  number  of  districts  steps  have  been  taken  to  remove  or  abolish  the  structures.  Instances 
are  recorded  at  Lancaster  (B)  and  Litherland  of  legal  proceedings  taken  after  notices  to  quit  had 
not  been  complied  with.  The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B)  and  Preesall 
report  that  bye-laws  were  under  consideration  during  the  year  and  will  be  adopted  during  1939, 
whilst  at  Middleton  (B)  bye-laws  were  adopted  in  March,  1939.  At  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B) 
bye-laws  made  in  1920  are  in  force  but  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  considers  they  are  insufficient 
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to  prevent  troublesome  behaviour  and  erection  of  unsightly  structures.  At  Eccles  (B)  such  bye¬ 
laws  as  are  permitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  considered  to  be  inadequate.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  Great  Harwood  again  reports  that  bye-laws  are  required  for  his  district. 

Underground  Sleeping  rooms. — No  action  is  recorded  in  the  local  reports  in  regard  to  this 
type  of  accommodation. 

Canal  Boats. — Inspections  of  canal  boats — 131  in  number — are  reported  in  9  districts  ; 
only  one  infringement  was  noted.

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HOUSING. 


It  would  appear  from  the  local  health  reports  that  the  housing  problem  has  again  been  one  of 
the  principal  subjects  engaging  the  attention  of  local  authorities  during  1938.  Determined  efforts 
have  been  continued  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  a  speedier  clearance  of  slum  property,  improvement 
of  conditions  at  insanitary  houses,  and  the  re-housing  of  tenants  displaced  under  improvement 
schemes. 

A  general  desire  on  the  part  of  District  Councils  to  remedy  bad  housing  conditions  as  speedily 
as  possible  is  still  in  evidence  and  considerable  re-housing  activity  has  again  taken  place, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  pointed  out  that,  whilst 
only  277  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the  year,  2,573  cases  were  relieved. 
Furthermore,  the  number  of  dwellings  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  1938  was  4,884  as  compared  with 
7,388  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  housing  statistics  for  1938  that  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number 
of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  this  can  be  accounted 
for  by  the  reduction  in  building  activity  by  private  enterprise.  The  number  of  houses  erected  by 
local  authorities  shows  a  substantial  increase  on  the  figure  for  1937. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  the  last  ten  years  140,574  new'  houses  have  been  erected  in  the 
Administrative  County,  as  the  following  statement  shows  : —

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  following  paragraphs  on  the  housing  conditions  in  the  County  area  have  been  compiled 
from  information  supplied  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  :■ — 

General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions. — Abram,  practically  all  working-class 
type  of  house  :  private  development  is  considerably  prejudiced  by  mining  subsidence  ;  Bacup  (B), 
standard  very  fair  but  back-to-back  houses  are  prevalent;  Colne  (B),  approximately  120  unfit 
houses  remain  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  addition  to  186  included  in  five-year 
programme  :  some  423  back-to-back  houses  exist  and  are  mostly  seriously  defective  in  ventilation  ; 
Eccles  (B),  general  standard  is  good  but  there  are  too  many  two-bedroom  houses  which  do  not 
permit  of  separate  sleeping  accommodation  for  adolescents  ;  Haydock,  general  standard  is  good 
but  district  is  subject  to  mining  subsidence,  to  which  most  of  the  housing  defects  are  due  ;  Hindley, 
the  majority  of  the  dwellings  are  old  and  of  the  two-  and  three-bedroom  type  :  they  are  generally 
defective  and  below  standard  ;  Ince-in-Makerfield,  certain  parts  congested  :  mining  subsidence  is 
responsible  for  much  damage  to  structures  ;  Lancaster  (B),  in  spite  of  disappearance  of  worst  slums 
there  is  still  a  large  number  of  old  houses  in  poor  repair  ;  Leigh  (B),  approximately  three  per  cent, 
of  the  houses  are  about  100  years  old  and  below  reasonable  standard  ;  Little  Lever,  general  standard 
fairly  good  but  there  are  about  200  houses  below  standard  ;  Ramsbottom,  general  standard  satis¬ 
factory  but  about  350  houses  require  to  be  dealt  with  either  by  demolition  or  reconstruction  ; 
Skelmersdale,  standard  of  working-class  dwellings  is  deteriorating  rapidly  and  many  are  worn  out  ; 
Tyldesley,  there  are  still  many  houses  which  fall  seriously  short  of  standard  aimed  at  ;  Widnes  (B), 
there  are  too  many  two-bedroom  houses  :  many  of  the  new  houses  being  built  by  private  enterprise 
are  of  this  type. 

Back-to-back  houses  are  reported  at  Bacup  (B)  2,805,  Barrowford  350,  Chorley  (B)  210,  Clitheroe 
(B)  200,  Colne  (B)  423,  Haslingden  (B)  261,  Littleborough  600,  Milnrow  300,  Ramsbottom  223, 
Rawtenstall  (B)  2,055,  Wardle  200  and  Whitworth  750. 


Sufficiency  of  Sufply  of  Houses. — Extent  of  Shortage,  etc. — -A  shortage  of  houses  is 
reported  in  some  65  districts  although  in  several  it  is  by  no  means  acute.  The  principal  need  appears 
to  be  for  houses  at  rentals  compatible  with  the  earnings  of  the  working- classes.  In  20  districts 
it  is  reported  that  the  population  is  increasing  or  is  anticipated  to  increase,  whilst  in  9  districts  it 
is  stated  to  be  decreasing.  Difficulty  in  providing  sites  for  the  erection  of  houses  is  stated  in  12 
districts  to  be  due  either  to  the  high  cost  of  or  the  inability  to  secure  suitable  land,  and  mining 
subsidence  restricts  availability  of  safe  building  sites  in  7  districts. 


The  following  are  some  of  the  observations  regarding  housing  schemes  : — Ashton-in-Makerfield, 
82  houses  just  completed  :  scheme  in  hand  for  additional  56  houses  ;  Aspull,  second  scheme  of  70 
houses  nearing  completion  ;  Brierfield,  scheme  of  24  houses  completed  during  year  and  a  further 
36  houses  in  course  of  erection  :  additional  scheme  of  64  houses  contemplated  ;  Chorley  (B),  scheme 
under  project  for  erection  of  600  houses  ;  Denton,  162  houses  completed  and  a  further  104  com¬ 
menced  for  re-housing  tenants  displaced  by  slum  clearance  ;  Eccles  (B),  156  houses  in  course  of 
erection  ;  Golborne,  scheme  in  hand  for  erection  of  136  houses  on  three  sites  ;  Haydock,  186  houses 
recently  completed  :  scheme  in  progress  for  1 16  houses  and  8  bungalows  for  aged  persons  :  further 
scheme  in  hand  for  108  houses  including  6  for  aged  persons  ;  Heywood  (B),  scheme  for  provision  of 
254  houses  to  re-house  tenants  displaced  by  slum  clearance  is  now  in  progress  ;  Hindley,  100  houses 
contemplated  for  re-housing  displaced  tenants  and  for  relief  of  overcrowding  ;  Horwich,  162  houses 
and  bungalows  (including  34  one-bedroom  bungalows  for  aged  persons)  in  course  of  erection  ; 
Huyton-with-Roby,  construction  of  80  working-class  houses  and  20  small  bungalows  for  aged  persons 
in  hand  ;  Ince-in-Makerfield,  72  houses  were  tenanted  during  the  year  and  a  further  10  were  nearing 
completion  :  work  well  in  hand  on  erection  of  an  additional  140  houses  for  relief  of  overcrowding 
and  re-housing  displaced  tenants  ;  Kearsley,  scheme  for  erection  of  76  houses  during  1939  ;  ban- 
caster  (B),  scheme  for  erection  of  306  houses  completed  ;  Leigh  (B),  186  houses  in  course  of  erection 
and  a  further  scheme  of  148  houses  contemplated  ;  Litherland,  84  houses  erected  in  completion  of 
scheme  for  relief  of  overcrowding  :  plans  submitted  for  erection  of  an  additional  72  houses  for  ordin¬ 
ary  requirements  ;  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B),  proposals  for  erection  of  56  houses  for  persons  of  working- 
class  approved  and  work  commenced  early  in  1939  ;  Middleton  (B),  two  new  schemes  during  1938 
for  92  and  44  houses  respectively;  Moreeambe  and  Heysham  (B),  negotiations  in  hand  for  purchase  of 
land  for  approximately  132  houses:  other  plots  of  land  under  consideration  for  further  building; 
Newton-in-Makerfield,  scheme  for  erection  of  98  houses  in  progress  ;  Ormskirk,  80  houses  erected 
for  accommodation  of  displaced  tenants  ;  Prescot,  second  scheme  of  188  houses  for  re-housing 
displaced  tenants  almost  completed  :  consideration  to  be  given  to  erection  of  houses  for  relief  of 
overcrowding  ;  Radcliffe  (B),  68  houses  in  course  of  erection  ;  Ramsbottom,  224  houses  in  course 
of  construction  ;  Royton,  140  houses  and  12  dwellings  for  aged  persons  in  course  of  erection  for 
re-housing  displaced  tenants  and  to  relieve  overcrowding  ;  Standish-with-Langtree,  144  houses 
completed  :  further  36  to  be  built  in  1939  :  plans,  etc.,  in  course  of  preparation  for  erection  of 
bungalows  for  old  people  ;  Stretford  (B),  scheme  in  hand  for  erection  of  150  houses  ;  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  (B),  395  houses  in  course  of  erection  :  further  34  houses  proposed  ;  Tyldesley,  102 
houses  under  construction  during  1938  ;  Whitefield,  82  houses  in  course  of  erection  to  re-house 
displaced  tenants  ;  Widnes  (B),  230  houses  in  course  of  erection  for  relief  of  overcrowding  ;  Eylde 
(R),  56  houses  contemplated  for  agricultural  workers  ;  Warrington  (R),  53  houses  completed  for 
re-housing  displaced  tenants  :  43  houses  in  course  of  construction  to  relieve  overcrowding  ;  West 
Lancashire  (R),  erection  of  500  houses  for  agricultural  workers  proposed.

Overcrowding.  References  to  overcrowding  are  made  in  62  districts.  Overcrowding  in

Fitness  of  Houses  -  The  principal  difficulties  found  in  action  under  the  Public  Health  or 
Housing  Acts  are  stated  to  be  due  to  the  cost  of  repairs  being  disproportionate  to  the  value  of  the 
property  ;  lack  of  capital  on  the  part  of  the  owners  ;  rent  arrears  and  mining  subsidence.

Denton.  There  is  still  a  shortage  of  the  working-class  type  of  house  to  let  at  a  reasonable  rent. 

Haslingden  (B).— There  is  no  serious  shortage  of  houses  in  the  borough,  but  there  is  a  great 
and  constant  demand  for  small  houses,  built  on  modern  lines  and  suitable  for  working  people. 

,,  Raydock.  Lhe  supply  of  workmen’s  cottages  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district  but 
the  Council  is  endeavouring  to  remedy  these  requirements. 


Ince-in-Makerfield.  The  township  consists  chiefly  of  low  standard  working-class  houses  old 
in  type  and  joined  together  in  long  streets.  Although  there  are  no  real  slums,  certain  parts  of  the 
district  are  badly  congested,  and  a  shortage  of  houses  at  reasonable  rents  causes  overcrowding. 

Rainford.  A  good  general  standard  of  housing  is  maintained  though  many  houses  exist  with 
small  windows,  dampness  and  poor  provision  for  food  storage. 

Skelmersdale.— Though  the  year  under  review  has  seen  some  amelioration  of  overcrowding 
conditions,  there  is  little  reason  to  detract  from  last  year’s  statement  that  “  the  standard  of  houses 
in  Skelmersdale  is  poor  generally.  Dampness  is  prevalent.”  Many  houses  have  become  worn  out. 
ine  beginning  ot  1939  has  seen  the  commencement  of  a  more  progressive  policy. 


Ulverston.— Although  much  progress  has  been  made  with  work  under  the  Housing  Act  there 
are  many  houses  left  that  are  much  below  a  reasonable  standard  of  fitness,  very  old  and  decrepit 
houses  in  which  it  must  be  impossible  to  enjoy  a  healthy,  happy  life. 

Rural  Housing^— J  he  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  which  was  placed  on  the  Statute 
Book  on  the  loth  December,  1926,  and  extended  by  subsequent  Acts,  is  an  Act  to  promote  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  for  agricultural  workers  and  for  persons  whose  economic 
condition  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  such  workers,  and  the  improvement  of  such  accom¬ 
modation  by  authorising  the  giving  of  financial  assistance  towards  the  reconstruction  and  improve- 
ment  a  houses  and  other  buildings.  A  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  is  the  Council 
of  a  County  or  County  Borough.  The  Minister  of  Health  may,  however,  declare  the  Council  of 
any  County  district  to  be  the  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
Council  of  the  County,  and  in  this  connection  the  following  36  District  Councils  have  been  declared 
focal  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  : —

General  scope  and  object  of  Act. — The  object  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  a  contribution  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  housing  conditions  for  agricultural  labourers  and  other  country  workers  by  facilitating  the 
reconditioning  of  old  houses  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  them  up  to  modern  standards  of  comfort  and 
sanitation  and  by  the  conversion  into  dwellings  of  buildings  not  previously  used  for  that  purpose. 

Schemes  of  Local  Authorities. — -It  was  contemplated  that  the  Act  should  be  administered  by 
local  authorities  in  accordance  with  schemes  to  be  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  County  Council  scheme,  which  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  9tli  June, 
1927,  sets  out  the  purposes  for  which  assistance  may  be  given  and  especially  draws  attention  to 
certain  conditions  for  which  no  assistance  shall  be  given.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  applications 
must  be  made  on  the  prescribed  form  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  and  specification  of  the 
work  proposed  to  be  carried  out  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
information  the  premises  are  inspected  by  one  of  the  County  Sanitary  Officers  and  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  County  Architect’s  Department,  who  co-operate  with  the  local  officials  and  pay 
due  regard  to  the  standards  for  building  requirements  in  force  in  that  particular  district. 

Conditions  of  Grants  or  Loans. — It  is  prescribed  by  the  Act  that  grants  shall  not  exceed  either 

(a)  two-thirds  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works  in  respect  of  which  the  grant  is  made,  or  (b)  the 
sum  of  £100  in  respect  of  each  dwelling.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  works  shall  not  be  less  than  £50. 
Grants  may,  therefore,  vary  from  a  minimum  of  £33  6s.  8d.  up  to  a  maximum  of  £100. 

Loans  shall  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  the  dwelling  which  will  be  prepared  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower.  The  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  loan  shall  not  exceed 
90  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  property  when  completed  and  may  vary  in  amount  from  a  minimum 
of  £50  up  to  a  maximum  of  £360. 


Dwellings  in  respect  of  which  assistance  has  been  given  are  subject  for  a  period  of  20  years  to 
compliance  with  the  following  conditions  : — • 

(a)  Dwellings  shall  not  be  occupied  except  by  a  person,  whether  as  owner  or  tenant,  whose 
income  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  authority,  such  that  he  would  not  ordinarily  pay  a  rent 
in  excess  of  that  paid  by  agricultural  workers  in  the  district  or  by  an  agricultural  worker  or 
employee  of  substantially  the  same  economic  condition  employed  by  the  person  who  is  rated  in 
respect  of  the  dwelling. 

i 

( b )  The  rent  payable  by  the  occupier  in  respect  of  the  dwelling  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  normal  agricultural  rent,  increased  by  a  sum  equal  to  4  per  cent,  of  the  net  cost  of  the 
work.  In  other  words,  the  owner  of  the  property  would  only  receive  an  increased  rent  of 
4  per  cent,  on  the  money  that  he  himself  provides. 

(c)  The  maintenance  of  the  conditions  prescribed  shall  be  secured  by  periodical  inspections 
by  the  County  Council’s  or  other  authorised  officers  who  shall  obtain  an  annual  certificate 
signed  by  the  recipient  of  the  grant  stating  that  the  conditions  have  been  observed  during  the 
preceding  12  months. 

It  is  provided  in  the  County  Council  scheme  that  the  value  of  the  property  after  completion 
of  the  proposed  work  shall  not  exceed,  according  to  the  valuation  to  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council,  the  sum  of  £400  free  of  all  charges. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  conversion,  alteration 
or  improvement  to  property  is  in  no  way  obligatory  although  the  Minister  of  Health  in  circulars  he 
has  issued,  states  that  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts  may  be  used  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  slum  clearance  programmes  of  local  authorities  and  improvements  to  property 
required  under  the  Housing  Acts.  In  all  cases  which  have  come  before  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  have  voluntarily 
made  applications  for  assistance. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  applications  received  up  to  30th  June,  1939,  by  the 
Count}  Count il  foi  grants  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  in  respect  of  the  area  under 
their  jurisdiction.  No  applications  harm  been  received  for  loans.

The  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Amendment  Act,  1938. — This  Act,  which  received  the  Royal 
Assent  in  June,  1938,  extends  (with  certain  modifications)  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Acts  of  1926  and  1931  and  of  schemes  made  by  local  authorities  under  them  so  as  to 
cover  applications  for  assistance  made  up  to  the  30th  September,  1942.  The  period  of  extension 
has  been  synchronised  so  far  as  is  practicable  with  the  period  for  which  Exchequer  assistance  has 
been  made  available  for  the  building  of  new  houses  for  the  agricultural  population  under  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938  to  which  reference  is  made  below.  It  is  expected  that  by  the 
concurrent  operation  ot  the  two  Acts,  which  are  complimentary  to  each  other,  the  maximum  degree 
of  improvement  will  be  secured  during  the  next  four  years  in  the  housing  condition  of  the  agricultural 
population. 

The  Housing  ( Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938.- — Briefly,  this  Act  provides  for  the  amendment  of 
the  law  with  respect  to  the  making  of  contributions  out  of  the  Exchequer  and  by  local  authorities 
in  respect  of  housing  accommodation  provided  for  the  working  classes,  and  with  respect  to  arrange¬ 
ments  between  local  authorities  and  other  persons  for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation. 


Section  2  of  the  Act  empowers  the  Minister  to  make  an  annual  contribution  of  £10  for  a  period 
of  40  years  for  each  new  house  completed  after  January  1st,  1939,  for  the  use  of  a  member  of  the 
“  agricultural  population.”  The  Act  also  provides  that  the  Council  of  a  County  district  may  arrange 
for  the  provision  of  houses  by  persons  other  than  the  Council,  and  may  pass  on  the  contribution 
of  £10  per  house  made  by  the  Minister  to  such  persons. 

In  the  latter  case,  the  houses  must  be  reserved  for  members  of  the  agricultural  population,, 
must  be  let  at  a  determined  and  restricted  rent  and  must  be  suitable  in  respect  of  size  and  con¬ 
struction.  In  respect  of  each  house  in  connection  with  which  the  Minister  has,  under  section  2, 
undertaken  to  make  a  contribution,  the  County  Council  shall  make  a  contribution  of  £1  per  house, 
for  40  years  (section  7). 

Local  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  as  regards  the  Administrative  County  area  are 
the  Councils  of  Borough,  Urban  and  Rural  districts,  and  the  object  of  the  Act  is  to  facilitate  the 
provision  of  new  houses  for  the  use  of  “  agricultural  workers,”  thus  supplementing  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. — Many  references  are  made  in  the  local  reports  to  the  action  taken  during  the 
year  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply.  During  recent  years  much  time  and  attention,  both  of  the 
County  and  local  public  health  officials,  has  been  devoted  to  the  problems  involved  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  pure  and  safe  milk  supply.  The  problem  in  this  County  is  one  of  considerable  magni¬ 
tude  as  will  be  realised  from  a  study  of  the  table  on  page  112  which  shows  that  in  the  Admini¬ 
strative  County  area  there  are  7,825  cowkeepers,  and,  in  addition,  4,444  dairymen  or  purveyors 
of  milk.  The  number  of  farms  is  7,039,  and  the  approximate  number  of  cows  108,500. 


Inspections  of  farm  premises  by  the  local  officials  in  1938  numbered  16,248  and  a  large  number 
of  routine  inspections  were  made  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officers  in  co-operation  with  the  local 
officials. 


On  these  visits  by  sanitary  officers  opportunity  is  taken  to  impress  upon  milk  producers  the 
necessity,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  public  health,  of  a  high  standard  of  bacteriological  purity 
in  milk,  and  that  to  ensure  this,  a  good  sanitary  environment  is  essential,  coupled  with  regular 
and  careful  grooming  and  cleaning  of  the  cattle,  and  a  rigid  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  stages 
of  production  and  distribution.  To  achieve  an  adequate,  clean  and  safe  supply  of  milk  is  a  matter 
which  involves  the  highest  interests  of  the  public  health. 


The  local  reports  show  that  in  a  number  of  districts  owners  voluntarily  undertook  works  of 
improvement,  including  reconstruction  of  cowsheds,  extensions,  ceilings  raised,  floors  concreted, 
walls  cemented,  additional  window  area,  ventilation,  drains  and  water  supplies  improved.  In 
some  instances  improvements  were  carried  out  under  “  orders.”  In  Rishton  £1,500  was  spent  on 
such  general  improvements,  Tyldesley  £1,200,  Westhoughton  £1,050,  Haslingden  (B)  £1,000, 
Longridge  £800,  Tottington  £450,  Preesall  £410,  etc.  In  many  districts  no  estimate  of  the  cost 
involved  is  given. 


The  following  comments  are  made  by  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  regard  to  the 
production  and  distribution  of  milk  : — 


Chorley  (B). — The  cleanliness  and  general  repair  of  cowsheds  vary  and  in  some  cases  there  is 
considerable  room  for  improvement. 


Colne  (B). — The  purveying  of  ungraded  milk  in  bottles  is  increasing  in  popularity  in  the  district, 
and  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  keeping  quality  of  such  milk.  Upon  investigation 
the.  facts  have  revealed  that  the  methods  of  sterilization  of  bottles  and  utensils  were  unsatisfactory. 


Dalton-in-Furness. — It  would  assist  in  the  production  of  pure  milk  were  more  attention  given 
to  the  grooming  of  the  cattle,  especially  as  regards  washing  of  the  udder  and  flanks  before  milking 
commences  ;  however,  in  this  respect,  there  is  a  tendency  towards  improvement. 


Preesall. — Fully  one-third  of  the  number  of  the  farms  have  cowsheds  which  accorded  with  the 
ideas  current  in  the  nineteenth  century  and  earlier.  On  the  other  hand,  another  third  of  the  number 
have  very  modern  premises. 


Ulverston.—  It  is  not  very  pleasant  to  think  that  the  milker,  as  sometimes  happens,  proceeds 
straight  from  the  carting  of  manure  to  the  milking  of  the  cows  without  any  preliminary  washing 
of  hands. 


Worsley. — The  method  of  distribution  is  still  improving  by  the  more  extensive  use  of  sealed 
bottles,  but  there  still  remains  the  old  method  of  retailing  from  the  churn;  this  cannot  be  regarded 
as  hygienic  or  satisfactory. 


Ulverston  (R). — Although  satisfaction  is  expressed  at  the  general  desire  which  is  displayed  to 
ensure  that  the  milk  produced  should  be  of  good  quality,  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  of  systematic 
grooming  of  the  flanks  and  the  washing  of  the  udders  which  one  would  wish  to  see. 


* ,  ILp  Lr'1  i?AiR^Er  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. — The  procedure  previously  adopted  by  the 
Ijoun  y  ut  he  Health  Department  in  regard  to  notifications  received  under  section  4  of  the  above 
_c  M  as  mo<  died  by  Part  IV  .  of  the  Agriculture  Act,  1937,  which  provided  for  the  establishment 
ot  a  national  veterinary  service  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


C  n  receipt  ol  a  notification  that  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found  or  suspected  in  a  milk  supply 
pio<  uced  in  the  Administrative  County  area,  it  had  hitherto  been  the  practice  to  employ,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  held  inspection,  one  of  the  part-time  veterinary  surgeons  on  the  panel  of  the  County 
Agricultural  Committee.  Under  the  new  arrangements,  which  came  into  operation  as  from  the 
1st  April,  1938,  the  County  Public  Health  Department  continues  to  receive  notice  of  infected  milk 
8upphe.s.  The  information  is  then  transmitted  to  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  who  arranges  for  an  investigation  to  be  carried  out  at  the  farm  concerned,  and  in  due 
course  notifies  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  result  of  the  enquiry. 


No  charge  is  made  to  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  the  veterinary  inspectors’  services  or  in 
connection  with  the  examination  of  milk  samples  obtained  during  the  course  of  the  investigations. 


During  the  year  under  report,  343  notifications  that  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found  or  were 
suspected  in  milk  supplies,  were  received  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  As  a  result 
of  the  investigations  at  the  farms  concerned,  283  cows  were  found  upon  clinical  examination,  or  by 
milk  sampling,  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  these  animals  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order. 


Under  section  8  (3)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  County  Authority 
v  as  requested  in  fifteen  instances  by  the  officials  of  County  Boroughs  to  obtain  samples  of  milk 
in  the  Administrative  County  area  in  course  of  delivery  by  producers  to  retailers,  or  “  appeal-to- 
cow  samples  at  farms.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the  collection  of  such  samples  by  County 
Police  Officers. 


The  officials  of  60  local  authorities  submitted  1,825  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination, 
147  of  which  were  positive. 


Reports  indicate  that  the  standard  adopted  by  the  districts  for  cleanliness  of  milk  is  generally 
that  specified  for  Accredited  milk  and  of  1,510  samples  submitted  by  local  authorities  for 
examination,  1,126  attained  the  required  standard. 


The  sediment  test  was  employed  by  18  local  authorities  and  of  the  1,015  samples  examined, 
881  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.— This  Act  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1939, 
and  its  effect  in  regard  to  milk  and  dairies  legislation  is  largely  of  a  consolidating  nature.  The 
Act  repeals  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment) 
Act,  1922  and  section  10  of  the  Milk  Act,  1934.  Part  II.  of  the  new  Act,  relating  to  milk,  dairies 
and  artificial  cream,  consists  mainly  of  provisions  reproduced  from  these  statutes. 


Regarding  the  existing  procedure  in  connection  with  milk  supplies  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli,  sections  3  and  4  and  the  First  Schedule  of  the  Act  of  1915  are  repealed  without  re-enactment. 
Section  3  and  the  Schedule  provide  a  code  under  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  stop  the 
supply  of  milk  in  cases  where  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  consumption  of  the  milk  is  causing,  or  is 
likely  to  cause  tuberculosis.  Local  authorities  have,  in  practice,  always  made  use  of  corresponding 
powers  contained  in  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  and  caused  the  infected  cows  to  be  isolated  or 
slaughtered  and  consequently  the  power  under  section  3  to  stop  the  supply  is  unnecessary  and  is 
never  exercised.  The  Order  of  1925  has  since  been  replaced  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1938  on 
account  of  the  new  veterinary  arrangements  introduced  by  the  Agriculture  Act,  1937. 


In  connection  with  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  Act  of  1915,  although  after  the  appointed 
day  there  (will  be  no  statutory  obligation  on  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  County  or  County 
Borough  to  take  action  on  receiving  notice  from  a  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  an  infected 
milk  supply,  the  Minister  of  Health  anticipates  that  local  authorities  will  continue,  as  an  administra¬ 
tive  arrangement,  the  existing  co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  the  Divisional 
Inspector.

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The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936  and  1938. — Since  the  inception  of  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board’s  scheme  for  the  payment  of  a  bonus  on  the  production  of  '  Accredited  milk, 
there  has  been  an  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  licences  issued  in  respect  of  designated  milk.  The 
rate  of  increase  has,  however,  again  showed  a  diminution  during  the  year  under  report,  a  further 
93  new  licences  being  granted,  as  compared  with  135  in  the  previous  year  and  206  in  1936. 

During  1938,  the  County  Council  issued  a  total  of  712  licences  to  produce  “  Accredited  ”  milk, 
whilst  51  applicants  were  granted  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  licences.  In  accordance  with  the  proviso 
contained  in  section  4  of  the  Order  of  1936,  the  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  licence  in  respect  of  the 
County  Council  farm  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Although  the  number  of  licensed  milk  producers  in  the  Administrative  County  represents  only 
10  per  cent,  of  the  7,039  dairy  farms,  a  clearer  indication  of  the  position  is  gained  by  a  comparison 
of  the  proportion  of  animals  producing  graded  milk,  which  shows  that,  of  a  cow  population  of 
108,500,  over  27,000,  or  25  per  cent,  are  included  in  licensed  herds. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  IV.  of  the  Agriculture  Act,  1937 ,  the  clinical  veterinary 
inspection  and  tuberculin  testing  of  herds  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders 
were  carried  out  after  the  1st  April,  1938,  by  veterinary  inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  No  fee  is  charged,  either  to  the  local  authority  or  to  the  owner,  in  respect  of  the 
veterinary  examinations  and  tests  carried  out  under  these  Orders. 

Under  the  Attested  Herds  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  18  producers 
were  granted  Certificates  of  Attestation,  14  of  whom  were  licensed  for  the  production  of  “  Tuberculin 
Tested  ”  milk.  During  the  year,  the  Ministry  also  carried  out  “  assisted  ”  tests  on  6  supervised 
herds.

Standard.  From  1st  May  to  the  31st  October  the  methylene  blue  should  not  be  decolourised  in  4J  hours,  and  from 
1st  November  to  the  30th  April  in  5  J  hours.  B.Coli  should  not  be  present  in  one-hundredth ’of  a  milli¬ 
litre. 

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that,  of  a  total  of  1,394  samples  collected  during  the  year, 
34/  or  24-8  per  cent,  failed  to  reach  the  standard  prescribed  in  the  Order  of  193(5  ;  during  1937 
unsatisfactory  results  were  received  in  respect  of  22-2  per  cent,  of  the  samples  obtained.  Compared 
with  previous  years  these  figures  show  a  marked  increase  in  the  proportion  of  samples  which  failed 
to  attain  the  requisite  standard,  especially  during  the  “  summer  ”  months,  and  this  would  appear 
to  be  accounted  for  by  the  condition,  laid  down  in  the  Order,  requiring  specimens  to  be  maintained 
at  atmospheric  (shade)  temperature  between  the  time  of  collection  and  the  commencement  of  the 
examination. 


When  a  sample  is  reported  as  unsatisfactory  further  samples' are  obtained  and  the  producer 
advised,  where  necessary,  of  improvements  likely  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  milk  supply.  Sub¬ 
sequent  unsatisfactory  samples  result  in  the  producer  being  cautioned,  and  warned  of  the  possible 
suspension  of  his  licence,  a  procedure  which  has  usually  effected  a  marked  response  in  the  carefulness, 
and  cleanliness  in  the  methods,  of  the  offender. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  cancel  a  graded  milk  licence,  but  in  one  instance, 
a  licence  to  produce  “  Accredited  ”  milk  was  suspended  by  the  County  Council.  Samples  of  milk 
from  the  supply  concerned  had,  since  the  issue  of  the  original  licence  in  1936,  repeatedly  failed  to 
attain  the  prescribed  standard.  On  each  occasion  the  licensee  was  cautioned  and  numerous  visits 
w'ere  paid  to  the  farm,  but  following  three  unsatisfactory  results  in  succession  a  further  inspection 
confirmed  that  the  farmer’s  methods  showed  neglect  and  indifference  to  essential  requirements  as 
to  the  cleansing  of  the  milk  utensils.  In  September,  1938,  the  licence  was  suspended  until  such  time 
as  the  producer  might  give  reasonable  assurance  that  further  samples  taken  from  his  supply  would 
comply  with  the  conditions  under  which  the  licence  was  granted. 

Examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.— During  the  year,  1,205  samples  of  graded  milk  were  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli,  of  which  112,  or  9-2  per  cent,  were  reported  positive.  Appropriate  action  was 
taken  immediately  on  notification  of  an  infected  sample. 

Scheme  for  the  Provision  of  Milk  for  School  Children.  -The  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  milk  in  schools,  inaugurated  under  the  Milk  Act,  1934,  and  the  Milk-in-Schools  scheme  of  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board,  was  continued  during  the  year  under  report. 

The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  ensure,  by  arrangements  organised  by  teachers  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  that  school  children  shall  be  afforded  facilities  for  obtaining  milk  in  one-third  pint  bottles 
at  a  reduced  price  of  |d.  per  bottle.  The  Lancashire  Education  Committee  is  also  able  to  obtain 
milk  at  this  reduced  price  in  respect  of  supplies  provided  free  of  cost  to  necessitous  school  children. 

Approximately  73,240  children  out  of  134,025  on  the  registers  of  public  elementary  schools, 
secondary  schools,  junior  instruction  centres  and  technical  schools,  received  supplies  of  milk  under 
the  scheme  during  the  year. 
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Of  the  322  contractors  supplying  milk  to  schools,  4  are  licensed  producers  of  “  Tuberculin 
Tested  ”  milk,  73  supply  “  Accredited  ”  milk  and  25  are  pasteurised  supplies. 

The  scheme  provides  that  the  source  and  quality  of  the  milk  must  be  approved  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  after  consultation  with  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  addition  to  the  approval  of  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  supervision  of  these  school 
milks  is  maintained  by  systematic  sampling  of  each  supply,  the  milk  being  examined  every  three 
months  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  graded  milk  supplies,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  are  also  closely  supervised  in  respect  of 
cleanliness  and  the  cattle  subjected  to  regular  veterinary  inspection. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  the 
non-designated  herds,  from  which  milk  is  supplied  to  schools  in  the  County  area,  to  be  examined 
as  a  routine  measure. 

During  the  year  under  report,  1 ,266  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  the  result  of  their 
examination  showed  that  61  or  4-8  per  cent,  had  been  found  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli.  Where 
a  supply  was  found  to  be  affected,  the  facts  were  immediately  notified  to  the  Divisional  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  arranged  for  an  investigation  to  be  carried  out  at 
the  farm  concerned. 

The  laboratories  to  which  the  milk  samples  are  forwarded  for  examination  are  those  of  the 
Manchester  and  Liverpool  Universities  and  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Preston  Royal 
I  nfirmary . 

The  sampling  of  the  milk  supplies  in  the  schools  in  this  manner  not  only  helps  to  safeguard 
the  children  from  tuberculous  infection,  but  is  also  of  material  assistance  in  raising  the  standard 
of  milk  throughout  the  Administrative  County,  which  is  in  effect  an  extension  of  the  present  policy 
with  regard  to  milk  supplies. 

Milk  Sampling. — The  following  table  summarises  the  milk  sampling  undertaken  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1938  : —

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Comments  are  made  in  most  of  the  local  reports  on  the 
action  taken  with  regard  to  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods,  including  inspection  of  slaughter¬ 
houses,  meat  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles,  and  places  where  food  is  prepared.

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In  addition,  8,79G  parts  of  meat  (weight  not  stated)  were  condemned  on  account  of  tubercu¬ 
losis,  together  with  5,618  parts  condemned  and  destroyed  as  being  unsound  or  affected  with  diseases 
other  than  tuberculosis. 


Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  of  unsound 
meat  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  Leigli  (B),  Oswaldtwistle  and  Stretford  (B).  There  were  eleven 
successful  prosecutions,  the  defendants  in  these  cases  being  fined  a  total  of  £60  including  costs. 

Slaughterhouses. — These  premises  number  583 — registered  193,  licensed  390. 

Public  Abattoirs. — Public  abattoirs  have  been  provided  at  Accrington  (B),  Chorley  (B), 
Clitheroe  (B),  Colne  (B),  Darwen  (B),  Fleetwood  (B),  Great  Harwood,  Lancaster  (B),  Lytliam 
St.  Anne’s  (B)  (2),  Newton-in-Makerfield,  Oswaldtwistle  and  Stretford  (B). 

Food  Poisoning. — Suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  Dalton-in-Furness,  Prestwich, 
Standish-with-Langtree,  Stretford  (B)  and  Urmston.  In  each  instance  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  specimens  of  food  gave  negative  results. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  Borough  of 
Eccles.  On  the  7th  October,  1938,  an  intimation  was  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  a  suspected  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  in  a  child.  A  sample  of  blood  was  obtained  from  the 
child  and  on  examination  this  indicated  infection  with  a  salmonella  group  of  organisms.  The 
case  was  removed  to  hospital  and  enquiries  were  made  into  the  foods  consumed  by  the  child.  The 
only  doubtful  item  was  a  small  tin  of  chicken  and  tongue  paste  which  was  eaten  by  the  child  and 
his  sisters,  who,  however,  showed  no  signs  of  illness.  A  tin  of  the  preparation  was  purchased  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  but  no  organisms  of  the  food  poisoning  group  could  be 
isolated. 

In  a  local  newspaper  of  the  7th  October,  the  proceedings  of  an  inquest  on  a  man  who  had 
died  suddenly  on  the  2nd  October  were  reported.  The  inquest  had  been  adjourned  pending  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination.  Evidence  was  given  that  the  man  had  been  employed  at  an  Engineering 
Works  where  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  had  recently  occurred.  In  view  of  this,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  spoke  to  the  pathologist  who  was  conducting  the  examination  of  the  organs  of  the  deceased 
and  was  informed  that  practically  all  the  internal  organs  contained  the  food  poisoning  bacillus. 

On  the  12th  October,  information  was  received  of  a  further  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  in 
a  girl.  The  medical  attendant  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  mother  and  aunt  of  the  girl  had  also 
had  a  mild  attack  of  food  poisoning.  The  persons  concerned  were,  however,  unwilling  to  allow 
specimens  of  blood  to  be  obtained  for  the  agglutination  test. 

On  the  18th  October,  a  child,  aged  2  years,  who  was  a  suspected  typhoid  fever  case,  was  re¬ 
moved  to  hospital,  but  an  examination  of  the  faeces  showed  the  presence  of  the  food  poisoning 

bacillus. 

Three  other  suspected  cases  were  reported  later  but  in  none  of  the  cases  could  a  diagnosis  of 
food  poisoning  be  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination. 


In  all  the  cases  investigations  were  made  into  the  foods  consumed.  In  several  instances 
roast  pork  had  been  eaten  by  the  persons  concerned  and  enquiries  were  made  at  retail  shops  and 
into  the  conditions  under  which  the  animals  were  slaughtered.  The  milk  supplies  were  also  sub¬ 
jected  to  careful  examination.  None  of  the  investigations,  however,  gave  a  sufficient  indication 
of  the  probable  source  of  infection. 

Dysentery  (Sonne). — An  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  at  Barton  in  the  Preston 
Rural  district  during  the  early  part  of  1938.  A  full  description  of  the  outbreak,  which  affected  21 
persons,  and  was  due  to  contaminated  milk,  was  included  in  the  County  Health  Report  for  1937, 

pages  129  to  132. 


Bakehouses. — From  the  local  returns  there  are  2,706  bakehouses  in  the  County  area. 


Shell-fish. — The  local  reports  show  that  shell-fish  layings  in  the  Administrative  County  area 
are  situate  at  Askam,  the  Lune,  Ribble  and  Wyre  estuaries  and  in  Morecambe  Bay.  The  collection 
of  shell-fish  for  human  consumption  has  been  prohibited  at  the  Lune,  Wyre  and  Morecambe  Bay 
beds  and  the  shell-fisli  (mussels)  from  these  sources  are  sent  to  the  north-east  coast  for  use  as  fishing 
bait.  Cleansing  tanks  have  been  installed  by  the  County  Council  at  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B)  for  the 
treatment  of  shell-fish  from  the  Ribble  estuary. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  etc. — The  following  paragraphs  and  tables  have 
been  supplied  by  the  County  Analyst,  Mr.  J.  R.  Stubbs,  M.Sc.,  F.I.C.

During  the  year  under  review  a  total  of  5,157  samples  were  submitted  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  whilst  89  appeal-to-cow  samples  were  taken  for  comparison  with  some 
of  the  adulterated  samples  of  milk.  These  numbers  are  compared  with  those  for  previous  years 
in  the  following  table,  where  figures  for  the  other  examinations  carried  out  in  the  County  Laboratory

Sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried  out  by  persons  specially  appointed  under 
the  terms  of  section  10  (1)  of  the  Act  which  reads  : — 

“  Any  medical  officer  of  health,  sanitary  inspector,  inspector  of  weights  and  measures, 
inspector  of  a  market,  or  police  constable,  acting  under  the  direction  and  at  the  cost  of  the 
local  authority  appointing  him  or  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  Act  may  purchase  any 
sample  of  any  food  or  drug,  and  any  such  officer,  inspector,  or  constable  acting  as  aforesaid 
is  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a  ‘  sampling  officer.’  ” 


The  person  purchasing  a  sample  of  any  article  with  the  intention  of  submitting  it  to  analysis 
shall,  after  the  purchase  has  been  completed,  forthwith  notify  to  the  seller  or  his  agent  who  sold 
the  sample  his  intention  to  have  it  analysed  by  the  public  analyst,  and  shall  then  and  there  divide 
the  sample  into  three  parts,  each  part  to  be  marked  and  sealed  or  fastened  up  in  such  manner  as  its 
nature  will  permit,  and  shall  : — 

(a)  if  required  to  do  so  deliver  one  part  to  the  seller  or  his  agent  ; 

( b )  retain  one  part  for  future  comparison  ; 

(c)  if  he  thinks  fit  to  have  an  analysis  made  submit  one  part  to  the  analvst. 

Formal  and  Informal  Samples. — -When  an  article  oi  food  or  a  drug  has  been  purchased,  and 
the  provisions  of  section  18,  sub-section  1,  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  have  been 
observed,  the  resulting  sample  is  called  a  “  formal  ”  one.  The  taking  of  formal  samples  involves 
considerable  time,  trouble  and  some  expense.  It  has,  therefore,  been  found  convenient,  in  order  to 
obtain  a  general  idea  of  the  character  of  the  articles  on  sale  in  any  district,  for  samples  to  be 
purchased  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to  division  into  three  parts 
and  other  formalities.  These  “  informal  ”  samples  are  submitted  to  the  public  analyst  for  exam¬ 
ination  just  in  the  same  way  as  formal  samples. 

When  informal  samples  are  purchased  the  vendors  are  not  aware  that  specimens  of  their 
goods  are  being  taken  for  examination. 

It  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  when  formal  samples  are  purchased  the  procedure  which 
the  sampling  officer  must  adopt,  can  be  welcome  to  the  shopkeeper.  The  formalities  are  liable 
to  cause  a  certain  amount  of  inconvenience  and  perhaps  annoyance  ;  and  as  regards  any  customers 
who  may  be  present  in  the  shop,  the  machinery  intended  for  dealing  with  adulteration  which  is 
in  obvious  operation,  may  tend  to  suggest  to  their  minds,  by  the  law  of  association  of  ideas,  that 
there  have  probably  been  some  grounds  for  suspecting  the  shopkeeper  of  questionable  practices. 
These  sources  of  possible  annoyance  are  avoided  by  the  taking  of  samples  informally. 

The  disadvantage  of  the  latter  method  is  that  vendors  of  adulterated  articles  cannot  be  prose¬ 
cuted  on  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  informal  samples.  So  far  as  articles  kept  in  stock  in  a  shop 
are  concerned,  this  is  of  little  consequence  because,  when  it  has  been  ascertained  from  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  informal  samples  that  an  adulterated  article  is  being  sold,  the  sampling  officer  can  visit 
the  same  shop  again  and  purchase  a  formal  sample,  which,  usually,  will  be  from  the  same  stock. 

In  this  connection  milk  is  in  a  different  category.  Each  day’s  consignment  stands  alone  and 
it  is  for  this  reason  that,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  formal  samples  of  milk  are  always  purchased 
and,  consequently,  it  is  possible  to  institute  proceedings  in  cases  where  adulteration  is  detected.

Milk . — Adulteration. — The  number  of  milks  submitted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during 
the  year  was  3,309,  and  of  these,  172  were  reported  against  ;  the  amount  of  adulteration  was, 
therefore,  5-2  per  cent.  This  figure  is  almost  the  same  as  that  for  the  year  1937,  which  was  5T 
per  cent.,  and  represents  an  intermediate  figure  when  comparison  is  made  with  those  for  the  last  ten 
years.  The  percentage  rose  to  5-5  in  1933  and  fell  to  3-4  in  1930.  Particulars  are  given  below.

In  the  following  table  the  average  composition  of  milk  during  the  year  is  compared  with  that 
for  many  years  past.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat  (3-70  per  cent.)  does  not  vary  materially 
from  that  for  other  years,  and  is  identical  with  the  average  for  the  period  1910-1938.  The  average 
non-fatty  solids  (8-78  per  cent.)  is  a  little  lower  than  any  for  the  years  quoted  and  a  little  less  than 
the  average  (8-88  per  cent.)  for  the  period  1910-1938.

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Articles  Other  than  Milk. — Adulteration. — During  the  year,  1,848  articles,  in  addition  to 
milk,  were  examined  and  of  these,  45  were  unsatisfactory  in  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  The  amount 
of  adulteration  was,  consequently,  2-4  per  cent.  This  figure  is  considerably  higher  than  that  for 
any  year  for  the  previous  nine  years,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below.  In  the  year  1982  it  fell 
to  the  very  low  figure  of  0-8  per  cent.

Water  and  Effluent  Analyses. — Seventy-three  samples  of  water  and  effluent  have  been 
submitted  for  examination  during  the  year.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Smallpox.  During  1938,  four  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  in  the  Administrative  County- 
area — one  in  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam,  and  three  in  the  Urban  District  of  Urmston. 

The  cases  were  linked  up  with  an  outbreak  which  occurred  amongst  persons  resident  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Wigan.  In  all,  eight  persons  contracted  the  disease,  but  there  were  no  deaths. 

On  the  21st  July,  1938,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Wigan  County  Borough  discovered 
in  his  district  a  woman  who,  in  his  opinion,  had  been  suffering  from  smallpox  for  about  a  week. 
The  case  was  seen  bv  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  members  of  his  staff  and  the  diagnosis  was 
confirmed. 

The  patient  had  been  in  attendance  on  a  Wigan  family  which  consisted  of  4  adults,  each  of 
whom  had  suffered  from  severe  “  chicken-pox.”  Investigation  showed  clearly  that  this  was  a 
mistaken  diagnosis. 

The  actual  sequence  of  events  was  that  the  daughter  of  the  family,  who  was  employed  as  a 
card  tenter  at  a  spinning  mill  at  C-oppull  in  the  Chorley  Rural  District,  became  ill  with  smallpox 
on  the  25th  May.  She  infected  her  father  and  her  mother,  who  became  ill  on  the  14th  June,  and 
her  brother  who  became  ill  on  the  17th  June.  The  last-mentioned  was  employed  as  a  steel  worker 
in  Irlam.  The  domestic  help  had  become  infected  by  the  father,  mother,  or  son  of  the  family. 

By  the  time  the  outbreak  had  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  health  authorities,  the 
daughter  and  the  son  had  returned  to  work.  They  were  examined  at  their  places  of  work,  when  it 
was  discovered  that  the  son  still  bore  traces  of  his  illness.  Accordingly  he  was  removed  to  a  smallpox 
hospital.  The  daughter  had  become  clear  of  infection. 

Vaccination  was  offered  to  the  workmates  of  each.  In  the  Irlam  district  91  of  the  92  work¬ 
mates  accepted.  In  the  Coppull  district  only  45  of  120  did  so. 

Contacts,  vaccinated  and  unvaccinated,  were  kept  under  observation.  No  fresh  cases  of 
smallpox  were  notified  from  the  Coppull  area,  but  three  cases  arose  in  the  Urban  District  of  Urmston, 
two  on  the  2nd  August,  and  one  on  the  3rd  August.  These  three  cases,  which  occurred  in  persons 
employed  at  the  steel  works  in  Irlam,  and  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  previous  case,  were  very 
mild,  the  attenuated  form  of  the  disease  doubtless  being  due  to  the  fact  that  they  had  been  vac¬ 
cinated,  the  first  two  on  the  25th  July,  1938  and  the  last  in  1917.  Home  contacts  of  these  cases 
were  vaccinated. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  there  are  several  points  of  interest  : — 

(a)  As  in  previous  outbreaks  in  Oldham,  Chadderton  and  Blackburn  the  first  person  to  be 

affected  was  a  cotton  operative. 

(h)  There  were  no  deaths. 

(c)  State  of  vaccination. — Three  of  the  eight  cases  had  been  vaccinated  before  the  outbreak 

occurred,  but  in  each  a  long  time  had  elapsed — in  two  cases  50  years  and  in  one  case  20 

years.  Two  cases  arose  some  10  days  after  vaccination,  but  each  was  very  mild.  Three 

patients  had  not  been  vaccinated  and  these  were  the  most  severe  cases. 

(d)  The  large  number  of  vaccination  refusals  in  Coppull.  This  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  annual  holiday  was  only  a  week  hence  and  many  of  the  workpeople  said  they  were 
unwilling  to  risk  a  bad  arm  while  on  their  holidays. 

(e)  The  low  infectivity  of  the  outbreak. — The  case  employed  at  Coppull  and  the  Irlam  case — 
daughter  and  son  of  the  Wigan  family — travelled  daily  by  train  to  their  work,  but  cases 
did  not  occur  as  a  result  of  this. 

(/)  The  long  interval  which  elapsed  before  the  onset  of  the  first  case  and  the  date  on  which  the 
outbreak  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  health  authorities. 

During  the  year,  the  County  medical  staff  was  also  called  into  consultation  in  regard  to  suspected 
cases  of  smallpox  at  Ince-in-Makerfield,  Lancaster  (B),  Blackburn  (R),  and  Fylde  (R),  None  of 
the  cases  was  found  on  examination  to  be  smallpox. 

Scarlet  fever. — There  was  a  slight  increase  during  1938  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
notifications  numbered  4,437,  with  18  deaths,  as  compared  with  4,198  cases  with  17  deaths  in  1937. 

The  notifications  of  this  and  other  infectious  diseases  are  shown  grouped  in  age  periods  on 
page  135. 

The  mortality  rate  from  scarlet  fever  in  1938  was  equivalent  to  0-009  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  case  fatality  rate  was  0-40  per  cent.,  the  same 
as  in  1936  and  1937.  Scarlet  fever  cases  removed  to  hospital  in  1938  represented  63-3  per  cent,  of 
the  total  notifications.  The  percentage  of  removals  in  1937  was  67.  In  twelve  of  the  County 
districts  100  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  in  28  other  districts  over 
80  per  cent.  The  case  fatality  rate  of  patients  treated  in  hospital  was  0-24  per  cent,  and  of  those 
isolated  at  home,  0-67  per  cent. 
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“  Return  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (or  probable  return  cases)  were  reported  in  eleven  districts. 
Schools  were  closed  in  five  districts  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease. 

Ninety  specimens  in  connection  with  scarlet  fever  were  submitted  for  examination  from  eight 
districts  during  1938.  Comparatively  little  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  by  local  authorities 
with  regard  to  immunisation  against  scarlet  fever  and  in  only  three  districts  are  special  clinics  held 
for  this  purpose.  In  16  districts  material  for  immunisation  is  supplied  free  to  medical  practitioners 
on  request.  According  to  the  local  reports,  1,161  children  in  10  districts  wore  immunised  during 
the  year. 

Diphtheria. — A  very  marked  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  diphtheria 
during  1938,  there  being  4,571  cases  with  208  deaths  as  compared  with  2,855  cases  with  153  deaths 
in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1938  is  the  highest  ever  recorded  so 
far  as  the  County  statistics  are  available,  the  next  highest  figure  being  in  1901  when  there  were  3,242 
cases  with  636  deaths. 

The  mortality  rate  from  the  disease  in  1938  was  0-11  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
or  0-03  higher  than  in  1937.  The  case  fatality  rate,  however,  showed  a  decrease  as  compared  with 
the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  being  4-55  per  cent,  as  against  5-35  per  cent.  Of  the  4,571  cases 
notified,  3,812  were  amongst  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  ;  the  case  fatality  in  this  group 
was  5-32  per  cent.,  compared  with  0-65  per  cent,  in  the  cases  over  15  years  of  age. 

Cases  removed  to  hospital  during  1938  numbered  4,076  or  86-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases 
notified — an  increase  of  4-9  per  cent,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  case  fatality  amongst 
the  patients  treated  in  hospital  represented  4-19  per  cent,  as  against  a  rate  of  7-47  per  cent,  amongst 
the  495  cases  treated  at  home. 

From  100  districts,  20,961  swabs  were  forwarded  for  examination.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is 
stated  to  be  readily  available  in  108  districts.  Schools  were  closed  in  12  districts  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  this  disease.  In  29  districts,  it  is  stated,  “  carriers  ”  were  discovered  and  in  most 
instances  the  persons  concerned  were  isolated. 

At  the  end  of  October,  1937,  cases  of  diphtheria  began  to  occur  in  the  Worsley  Urban  District. 
They  were  dealt  with  on  recognised  lines  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers  who  acted  as  School  Medical  Inspectors  in  the  district.  Notwithstanding  the 
action  taken  by  them  fresh  cases  arose.  The  number  of  cases,  however,  was  insufficient  to  cause 
undue  alarm  until  the  beginning  of  March,  1938. 

On  the  4th  March,  1938,  a  conference  between  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Worsley  Urban  District  Council,  and  three  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers  was  held  at  the  Walkden  Town  Hall. 

The  history  of  the  outbreak  was  considered  in  detail.  It  was  evident  that  the  outbreak  was 
being  maintained  by  contact  infection,  the  infection  taking  place  in  some  cases  at  home  and  in  other 
cases  in  certain  of  the  schools.  Recently  the  tendency  had  been  for  school  infection  to  be  much 
the  greater  factor. 

In  spite  of  the  unremitting  attention  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers  the  outbreak  showed  no  signs  of  abating.  Indeed,  during  the  previous  week 
notified  cases  had  become  more  numerous  (16  cases  in  5  days).  Further,  the  type  of  the  disease  had 
become  more  severe.  There  had  arisen  considerable  alarm  amongst  the  parents  of  school  children. 

As  the  result  of  the  conference  it  was  decided  that  — 

(a)  The  following  schools  should  remain  open.  These  schools  were  in  a  peculiar  position  in 
that  they  were  to  a  great  extent  semi-isolated.  It  appeared  likely  that  ordinary  administrative 
procedure  would  be  sufficient.

With  regard  to  the  Worsley  Hulton  Methodist  and  St.  Edmund’s  R.C.  Schools,  the  decision 
to  keep  them  open  was  made  because  : — 

(i)  There  had  been  no  cases  since  the  2nd  November  and  28th  January,  respectively. 

(ii)  The  children  came  from  a  circumscribed  area,  and  for  this  reason  were  not  likely  to 
spread  infection  to  other  districts. 

( b )  The  rest  of  the  schools  including  the  Senior  School  should  be  closed  for  one  month  from 
the  7th  March  to  the  1st  April  inclusive. 


The  Senior  School  was  closed  because  : — 

(i)  A  few  eases  had  already  occurred. 

(ii)  The  children  in  attendance  come  from  all  parts  of  the  district  and  there  was  a  very 
real  danger  of  infection  being  conveyed  to  districts  then  unaffected. 

(c)  Walkden  and  Little  Hulton  (Liberal  Club)  Feeding  Centres  should  be  closed  for  one  month. 
The  Boothstown  and  Worsley  Centres  should  remain  open. 

(d)  In  order  that  the  loss  to  the  children  attending  the  Centres  which  were  closed  should  be 
minimised,  one  pint  of  milk  should  be  supplied  to  each  child  at  his  home  on  each  school  day. 

(e)  Playgrounds  should  be  closed. 

(/)  The  schools  should  be  disinfected. 

(g)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  approach  the  cinema  proprietors  with  a  view  to 
children  being  prohibited  from  attending.  He  shordd  also  bring  about  the  closing  of 
Sunday  Schools  and  should  seek  the  co-operation  of  the  local  clergy. 

(//)  The  institution  of  an  immunisation  campaign  would  be  highly  desirable. 

The  results  of  the  action  taken  were  satisfactory.  On  the  2nd  April,  1938,  no  cases  had  arisen 
in  the  schools  which  had  remained  open. 

Amongst  the  children  from  the  schools  which  had  been  closed,  there  were  5  cases  during  the 
first  week  of  closure,  2  during  the  second  week,  3  during  the  third  week,  and  only  1  during  the 
fourth  week. 

Immunisation. — According  to  the  local  reports  immunisation  was  undertaken  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  degree  in  some  40  districts,  the  numbers  immunised  during  the  year  being  :  pre-school  children 
1,932,  school  children  9,355,  and  adults  80 — a  total  of  1 1,367.  In  17  of  these  districts,  however,  the 
numbers  immunised  were  comparatively  few. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  33  districts  report  that  definite  immunisation  schemes  have 
been  introduced  in  their  areas,  and  in  several  of  the  districts  special  clinics  are  held.  In  addition, 
it  is  reported  from  7  districts  that  schemes  are  under  consideration  or  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  post-Schick  test  is  reported  as  having  been  utilised  in  10  districts,  the  number  of  children 
subjected  to  the  test  being  1,282. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  diphtheria  in  the  Administrative  County  has  about  doubled  in 
the  last  few  years.  Notifications  in  several  large  cities  where  inoculation  has  been  practised  for 
some  years  remain  almost  stationary,  and  in  one  city  at  least  there  is  shown  some  tendency  to  decline. 
An  analysis  of  the  notifications  of  diphtheria  eases  shows  that  the  increase  during  the  last  five  years 
is  not  confined  to  areas  of  greatest  density  of  population.  Modern  transport  is  so  effective  that 
few  communities  remain  without  frequent  contact  with  busy  centres  of  population  ;  their  chances 
of  contact  with  infection  are  therefore  very  much  increased. 

The  problem  of  diphtheria  prevention  to-day  applies  to  rural  districts  as  well  as  to  urban 
districts. 

Inoculation  against  diphtheria  is  now  practised  in  most  boroughs  and  many  other  districts 
in  England  and  Wales,  but  the  number  of  children  inoculated  is  as  yet  not  great  enough  to  bring 
about  any  decline  in  incidence  or  mortality. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  any  scheme  for  inoculation  is  that  it  should  be  con¬ 
tinuous.  In  a  completely  protected  community  it  is  essential  that  infants  should  be  protected 
as  early  as  possible  in  order  that  the  protection  of  the  community  may  remain  complete  and,  whilst 
it  is  preferable  to  obtain  protection  in  50  per  cent,  of  the  school  children,  something  nearer  100  per 
cent,  of  pre-school  children  should  be  attempted. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  efficiency  of  inoculation  as  a  preventive  against  diphtheria.  Such 
being  the  case,  it  is  the  duty  of  local  authorities  to  initiate  and  prosecute  schemes  with  vigour. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  County  Council  that  such  schemes  should  be  encouraged  and  with  this  end  in 
view  it  was  decided  by  the  County  Council  at  their  meeting  on  the  3rd  February,  1938,  that  50  per 
cent,  of  the  cost  of  immunisation  of  pre-school  children  against  diphtheria  be  paid  in  respect  of 
approved  schemes  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area  of  the  County,  under  powers  provided 
by  section  204(1)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

By  section  108  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938, 
the  County  Council’s  powers  under  section  307  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  extended  so  as 
to  include  power  to  make  contributions  to  the  Council  of  any  County  district  in  respect  of  the 
expenses  incurred  by  such  Council  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  disease  or  injury  to  public 
health  within  such  district.  The  County  Council  are  therefore  enabled  to  extend  their  power 
of  assisting  local  authorities  throughout  the  Administrative  County  by  way  of  grants  towards  the 
cost  of  immunisation  in  respect  of  any  infectious  disease  without  any  age  limit  being  imposed.  At 
their  meeting  held  on  the  2nd  February,  1939,  the  County  Council  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 
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“  That,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  and 
upon  application  being  made  by  the  Councils  of  County  districts  for  financial  assistance  in 
respect  of  approved  schemes  for  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases  throughout  the 
Administrative  County  area,  the  County  Council  contribute  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  such 
schemes  and  that  the  local  authorities  be  informed  accordingly.” 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  local  authorities  in  the  Administrative  County  area  were 
informed  of  the  County  Council’s  offer  to  assist  financially  towards  the  cost  of  diphtheria  im¬ 
munisation  schemes,  and  suggestions  for  such  schemes  and  conditions  of  approval  were  circulated 
to  many  District  Councils  on  request,  together  with  a  specimen  circular  ancl  forms  for  use  in  con¬ 
nection  with  diphtheria  schemes  of  local  authorities. 

The  following  comments  in  regard  to  diphtheria  immunisation  are  taken  from  the  reports  of 
local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  : — 

Atherton. — In  December,  1937,  a  scheme  was  commenced  whereby  immunisation  was  offered 
free  of  charge  to  all  suitable  children  under  school-leaving  age.  From  a  public  health  standpoint 
the  result  was  somewhat  disappointing,  as  approximately  60  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  remained 
untreated.  Further  appeals  have  been  made  to  the  public,  but  the  response  has  again  been  dis¬ 
appointing  as  regards  numbers. 

Chorley  (B). — Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  provided  throughout  the  year  but  public 
interest  was  slight,  only  34  children  in  all  receiving  immunisation  injections  during  1938.  Shortly 
before  the  end  of  the  year  an  intensive  campaign  was  started  and  there  were  indications  of  a  more 
gratifying  response. 

Crosby  (B). — In  this  borough  there  is  now  a  strong  demand  from  the  residents  for  the  immuni¬ 
sation  of  their  children  and  a  steady  stream  of  applications  for  it  to  be  done  is  received. 

Eccles  (B).— During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  circular  letter  was  issued  to  parents  of  all 
children  attending  the  public  elementary  schools  in  the  borough,  offering  Schick  testing  and  immuni¬ 
sation  to  all  those  who  desired  it.  A  satisfactory  response  to  the  circular  was  made  by  the  parents  ; 
970  children  were  Schick  tested,  and  533  were  immunised.  In  addition,  immunisation  was  offered 
to  children  under  school  age  at  the  infant  welfare  centre.  A  letter  offering  free  immunisation  at 
the  centre  was  sent  to  parents  of  all  children  on  their  first  birthday.  In  response  to  this  offer, 
66  children  received  two  doses  of  alum  precipitated  toxoid,  and  1 1  more  received  one  dose  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Farnworth. — An  immunisation  clinic  was  held  weekly  during  the  year,  and  much  propaganda 
work  was  undertaken.  Leaflets  were  distributed  to  all  the  schools,  and  talks  were  given  to  groups 
at  the  clinic  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  nurses.  Articles  were  published  in  the  local  press,  and 
all  the  nurses  used  their  influence  with  parents  both  at  the  clinic  and  in  the  homes.  The  results, 
as  far  as  numbers  are  concerned,  were  disappointing. 

Kearsley. — Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  Kearsley  for  the  past  few  years,  the 
Council  decided  to  provide,  free  of  charge,  facilities  for  the  immunisation  of  the  children.  Much 
propaganda  work  was  carried  out  amongst  the  schools  and  the  parents,  but  the  result  has  been 
disappointing.  Since  immunisation  was  begun  in  1936,  only  322  persons  have  been  protected. 
This  represents  approximately  15  per  cent,  of  the  child  population. 

Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B). — Arrangements  for  protection  against  diphtheria  were  first  offered 
early  in  1936  and  these  facilities  were  advertised  as  widely  as  possible.  The  work  was  continued 
in  1938  and  parents  and  doctors  again  circularised.  The  response  was  encouraging  but  there  are 
still  many  parents  who  through  ignorance  or  apathy  refuse  this  protection,  and  in  consequence, 
when  the  disease  occurs,  little  lives  are  sacrificed  unnecessarily. 

Radcliffe  (B). — There  should  be  no  excuse  for  any  child  to  be  denied  the  protection  against 
diphtheria,  as  arrangements  have  recently  been  made  whereby  immunisation  will  be  offered  to  all 
pre-school  and  school  children,  and  this  will  be  carried  out  on  a  sessional  basis  by  local  general  prac¬ 
titioners  at  the  school  clinic. 

Rainford. — The  immunisation  campaign  was  started  in  November,  1938,  and  the  parents  of 
children  attending  the  four  schools  and  the  child  welfare  centre  were  circularised  by  a  leaflet  ex¬ 
plaining  the  scheme,  and  urging  them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  treatment  offered  for  their  children. 
The  response  has  been  very  gratifying. 

Rawtenstall  (B). — Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  have  been  available  for  several  years 
at  the  child  welfare  centres  but  little  use  has  been  madS  of  these. 

Tyldeslev. — A  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  June,  1938,  and 
approximately  1,000  children  have  been  immunised. 

Whitworth. — When  any  advance  is  made  in  medical  science  there  is  usually  a  lag  in  its  appli¬ 
cation.  This  arises  from  various  causes.  One  of  the  most  striking  examples  is  the  apathy  and  lack 
of  public  recognition  of  the  method  of  immunisation  for  preventing  diphtheria. 
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West  Lancashire  (R). — Artificial  immunisation  has  been  offered  by  extensive  advertisement, 
and  also  by  letter  to  every  parent  sending  a  child  to  a  public  elementary  school.  In  parts  of  the 
district  the  response  has  been  gratifying,  and  the  incidence  of  the  disease  correspondingly  low,  but 
other  areas  are  woefully  behind-hand.  There  is  much  to  be  said  for  a  scheme  of  compulsory  immuni¬ 
sation  such  as  now  obtains  in  France.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  scheme  in  1932,  no  child  immunised  in  the  rural  district  has  contracted  diphtheria. 

Enteric  fever  (including  paratyphoid). — The  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  during 
1938  was  1  1  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  notifications  being  96  and  85  respectively.  There 
were  11  deaths  from  this  disease  in  1938 — four  more  than  in  1937.  Eighty-nine  County  districts 
were  entirely  free  from  enteric  fever  throughout  the  year. 

Although  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  1938,  the 
striking  reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  will  be  noted  from  the  fact  that  in  1898  the  cases 
notified  in  the  Administrative  County  numbered  2,661  and  the  deaths  478. 

Expressed  in  terms  of  1,000  of  population,  the  death-rate  from  enteric  fever  during  1938  was 
0-005. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  44  districts  report  that  specimens  numbering  248  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  examination  for  enteric  fever. 

During  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October,  a  severe  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  was 
experienced  in  the  New  Bury  district  of  Farnworth.  The  area  concerned  consists  almost  entirely 
of  new  Council  houses  and  is  open  and  healthy.  The  first  case  was  notified  on  August  1st.  Four 
other  cases,  which  had  been  sent  to  hospital  with  suspected  food-poisoning,  were  proved,  on  blood 
examination,  to  be  suffering  from  enteric  fever.  During  the  following  week  many  cases  which  had 
been  diagnosed  as  gastric  influenza  were  found  after  bacteriological  examination  to  be  enteric. 
Thus  a  large  number  of  cases  had  occurred  before  action  by  the  local  health  officials  could  be  taken. 
Detailed  enquiries  were  made  into  water,  milk  and  food  supplies,  etc.,  but  it  was  not  found  possible 
to  trace  the  outbreak  to  any  definite  cause.  The  water  and  milk  supplies  were  at  an  early  stage 
excluded  as  a  possible  source  of  the  trouble,  and  it  was  thought  likely  that  the  cause  of  the  outbreak 
was  some  article  or  articles  of  food  contaminated  by  a  carrier,  but  nothing  definite  could  be  dis¬ 
covered.  Altogether  51  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  7  deaths. 

Measles. — The  deaths  registered  in  1938  as  due  to  measles  numbered  100  or  75  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  An  analysis  of  the  deaths  shows  that  21  per  cent,  occurred  amongst  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  69  per  cent,  amongst  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years. 

The  disease  was  notifiable  during  1938  in  five  districts  where  1,721  cases  were  reported.  School 
closure  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  was  deemed  necessary  in  15  districts. 

Whooping  cough. — This  disease  accounted  for  39  deaths  during  1938— a  decrease  of  31  as 
compared  with  1937.  The  disease  is  reported  as  having  been  notifiable  in  five  County  districts 
during  the  year,  the  notifications  numbering  187.  Closure  of  schools  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection  was  resorted  to  in  two  districts. 

Chicken-pox.— The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  15  districts  report  that  chicken-pox  was 
notifiable  in  their  areas  during  1938  and  612  cases  were  reported.  It  was  found  necessary  to  apply 
school  closure  in  five  districts  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

Diarrhoea. — The  deaths  at  all  ages  registered  during  1938  as  due  to  diarrhoea  numbered  137, 
of  which  76  or  55-4  per  cent,  were  of  children  under  two  years  of  age,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of 
2-85  per  1,000  registered  live  births. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Acute  Polio-encephalitis,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 

The  reported  incidence  of  these  diseases  and  the  mortality  is  shown  below.  The  notifications  of 
encephalitis  lethargica  in  any  particular  year,  as  shown  in  the  local  reports,  do  not  indicate  the 
total  number  of  persons  attacked,  as  the  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  disease  exceed  the  notifi¬ 
cations.

Public  Health  Act,  1936. — As  far  as  the  district  reports  show,  it  was  not  found  necessary  during 
1938  to  take  any  action  under  section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  any  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Deaths  and  Death-rates. — Pulmonary. — The  802  deaths  registered  during 
1938  as  due  to  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  (pulmonary)  were  equivalent  to  a  death-rate 
of  0-42  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  rate  in  the  urban  districts  was  0-46  and  that  in 
the  rural  districts,  0-20. 


The  rate  of  0-42  for  the  Administrative  County  is  0-04  per  1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  each 
of  the  four  preceding  years,  and  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.

County  Tuberculosis  Scheme.— The  administration  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Committee,  and 
full  details  of  every  section  of  the  work  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  G.  Lissant  Cox,  Central 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 


The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Department. 


The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930. — Notifications. — Under  the  above 
Regulations  the  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  forward  weekly  returns  of  all  notifications  re¬ 
ceived,  and  these,  after  correction  by  the  exclusion  of  duplicates,  are  classified  both  as  regards  the 
parts  of  the  body  affected  and  in  age  periods,  the  totals  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938, 
being  analysed  in  Table  6,  page  139  and  Table  7,  page  140. 


Since  February  1st,  1913,  tuberculosis,  both  “  pulmonary  ”  and  “  other  forms,”  has  been 
compulsorily  notifiable  ;  previous  to  that  date  it  was  incompletely  notifiable. 


The  number  of  pulmonary  cases  notified  during  1938  was  1,227 — a  decrease  of  87  compared 
■with  the  previous  year.  The  pulmonary  case-rate  was  0-65  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against 
0-70  for  the  year  1937. 


The  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  cases  during  1938  numbered  00  more  than  in  the  previous 
year,  the  total  being  805.  The  case-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  0-42.

Disinfestation. — In  27  districts,  it  is  stated,  facilities  are  available  for  the  disinfestation,  etc.,  of 
verminous  persons  ;  disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  34  instances. 

Animal  and  Insect  Pests. — Measures  taken  or  available  for  the  suppression  of  these  pests  are 
reported  from  62  districts. 

Reports  under  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935. — “  Special  Reports  ” 
under  Article  17  (7)  of  these  Regulations  received  from  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  by  the  County 
Council  during  the  year  1938  numbered  89.  Of  these,  77  related  to  school  closures,  9  to  en¬ 
cephalitis  lethargica,  and  3  to  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases. 

School  Closures  by  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  and  by  Sanitary  Authorities. — During  1938 

it  was  found  necessary  to  close  77  schools  in  the  County  Council  elementary  education  area  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease.  Every  endeavour  has  again  been  made  by  the 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  local  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  whenever  the  closure  of  a  school  or  department  was  in  question.

Frequently  requests  are  made  that  a  school  should  be  closed  because  the  attendance  has  fallen 
considerably.  The  necessity  for  closure  is  not  always  obvious,  for  in  urban  areas  the  children  have 
opportunities  of  meeting  in  other  places  than  the  school,  and  infecting  each  other. 

In  such  cases,  however,  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  empowered,  under  the  Education  Act, 
1921  (Admin.  Memo.  No.  51,  Art.  15),  to  give  certificates  to  any  school  or  department  where  the 
attendance,  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease,  has  fallen  below  60  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  children  on  the  register. 

The  number  of  such  certificates  given  during  1938  was  509. 
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The  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulations,  1916. — County  Council  Scheme. — The 
County  Council  scheme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases,  which  was  put  into 
operation  in  1916,  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the  year  under  report. 


The  details  of  the  County  scheme  were  set  out  in  the  report  for  1925.  A  revised  print  is  avail¬ 
able.

Public  Health  and  Social  Hygiene  Education.  -The  educational  and  propaganda  work  was 
continued  during  1938  on  similar  lines  to  previous  years.  The  County  Public  Health  Department 
again  co-operated  with  numerous  organisations  and  carried  out  propaganda  on  the  several  aspects 
of  social  hygiene.  In  addition  to  propaganda  in  several  of  the  more  populous  areas  of  the  County, 
continued  efforts  have  been  made  to  bring  within  the  scope  of  the  educational  facilities  the  smaller 
districts  and  rural  parishes.  In  this  latter  connection,  the  souncl-on-film  cinematograph  projector, 
purchased  by  the  County  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  in  1937,  has  proved  of  great  value 
and  has  opened  up  a  new  avenue  of  approach  to  the  rural  communities. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  cinematograph  film  has  found  a  distinctive  place  in  public  health 
education  and  forms  an  excellent  means  of  emphasising  the  facilities  which  exist  for  the  prevention 
and  treatment  of  disease.  Experience  has  shown  that  properly  constructed  films  on  health  educa¬ 
tion  prove  to  be  the  best  method  of  stimulating  general  interest  in  these  matters  and  are  a  valuable 
attribute  to  social  welfare. 


Good  use  has  been  made  during  the  year  of  the  film  “  The  Way  to  Health,”  which  was  produced 
by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  and  which  depicts  the  various  services  available  in  the 
Administrative  County  for  the  maintenance  of  good  health  and  physical  fitness.  In  addition  to 
being  used  extensively  as  part  of  the  County  Council  propaganda  work,  the  film  was  shown  at  a 
meeting  of  members  of  local  authorities  and  social  organisations  held  in  Preston  in  the  early  part 
of  1938  in  support  of  the  National  Health  Campaign,  and  later  a  copy  was  requisitioned  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  showing  at  the  Fitter  Britain  Exhibit,  Empire  Exhibition,  Glasgow. 


It  is  intended  to  produce  further  films  dealing  with  the  County  Council  medical  services  and 
it  is  felt  that,  properly  edited  by  the  County  medical  staff,  such  films  would  put  before  the  public 
local  health  activities,  stimulate  interest  and  form  an  important  and  attractive  addition  to  the 
list  of  films  on  public  health  subjects  already  available. 

The  County  Public  Health  Department  keeps  up-to-date  a  list  of  public  health  and  general 
hygiene  films,  and  a  large  selection  of  lantern  slides  is  available,  together  with  the  latest  literature, 
posters,  etc.  In  addition,  the  Department  possesses  two  sub-standard  cinematograph  films,  viz., 
“  The  Way  to  Health,”  mentioned  above,  and  “  The  Empty  Bed,”  which  was  purchased  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  propaganda  purposes. 

The  material  at  present  available  includes  : — 

(a)  Lantern  Slides — Sets  of  slides  dealing  with  the  production  of  a  clean  milk  supply,  ortho¬ 

paedic  treatment  and  hospitals  in  the  County  area,  smallpox,  venereal  diseases  and 
social  hygiene  ;  small  selected  sets  on  child  welfare  centres,  school  clinics,  air  and 
ventilation,  flies,  etc. 

(b)  C inematograph  Films — “  The  Way  to  Health  ”  and  “  The  Empty  Bed  ”;  list  of  films 

suitable  for  lectures  dealing  with  maternity  and  child  welfare,  dental  hygiene,  the 
value  of  a  clean  milk  supply,  hospital  treatment  of  children,  flies,  general  hygiene, 
safety  first,  venereal  diseases  and  social  hygiene,  etc. 

(c)  Posters — Suitable  for  exhibition  illustrating  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  general  cleanliness, 

etc.,  and  the  dangers  of  venereal  diseases. 
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(d)  Literature — Supplies  of  literature  are  available  on  clean  milk  production  and  the  value  of 

milk  as  a  food,  dental  hygiene,  venereal  diseases  and  social  hygiene. 

(e)  Lecturers — The  Department,  in  case  of  any  local  difficulty,  will  endeavour  to  provide  a 

suitable  lecturer. 

In  connection  with  the  educational  work  by  means  of  film  showings,  exhibits,  etc.,  opportunity 
is  taken  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  assistance  rendered 
by  loan  of  films,  supplies  of  literature,  etc.,  by  many  bodies,  such  as  the  British  Social  Hygiene 
Council,  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Health  and  Cleanliness  Council,  the  National  Baby  Week  Council,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
the  National  “  Safety  First  ”  Association,  the  National  Milk  Publicity  Council,  and  others.

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  lecture  on  social  hygiene  was  given  at  Standish-with-Langtree  on 
the  24th  November,  1938,  by  Dr.  Collis  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council  in  connection  with 
the  local  health  week.

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  179  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  local  authorities 
of  some  34  districts  in  the  Administrative  County  initiated  lectures  on  health  subjects  during 
the  year,  and,  in  addition,  literature  on  health  matters  was  distributed  in  many  districts. 

National  Health  Campaign. — -The  first  three  months  of  1938  saw  the  completion  of  the 
national  campaign,  launched  in  September,  1937,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of 
Education  in  conjunction  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  to  encourage  the  wider 
use  of  the  health  services.  Whilst  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  whether  the  campaign  fully  succeeded 
in  the  wider  use  of  the  health  services  by  the  public,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  public  mind 
was  awakened  to  a  better  realisation  of  the  facilities  available. 

In  connection  with  the  campaign,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Public  Hall,  Preston,  on  the 
15th  February,  1938,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Alderman  Sir  Wm.  Hodgson. 
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It  had  been  arranged  that  the  meeting  should  be  addressed  by  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Kingsley 
Wood,  M.P.,  the  then  Minister  of  Health,  and  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Addison.  In  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  Mr.  H.  Ramsbotham,  O.B.E.,  M.C.,  M.P.,  deputised. 


The  audience  of  approximately  2,000  was  composed  of  members  of  the  County  Council, 
representatives  of  Local  Authorities  and  of  Business  Houses,  District  Nursing  Associations,  Womens’ 
Institutes,  Clubs,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Guides  and  other  organisations. 


Speeches  by  Lord  Addison  and  Mr.  Ramsbotham  stressed  the  importance  of  the  health  services 
and  emphasised  the  necessity  for  their  greater  use. 


The  film,  “  The  Way  to  Health,”  produced  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department,  was 
shown  illustrating  some  of  the  ways  in  which  fitness  is  promoted  by  the  services  of  the  County 
Council.  This  was  followed  by  a  display  of  physical  exercises  by  members  of  the  League  of  Health 
and  Beauty. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  meeting  succeeded  in  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  audience  the 
various  health  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
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MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902-1936. 


Local  Supervising  Authority.— The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Acts  in  the  Administrative  County  area,  except  in 
four  districts  to  the  Councils  of  which  the  powers  and  duties  under  these  Acts  have  been  delegated 
under  section  62  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

The  four  districts  referred  to  are  the  Boroughs  of  Darwen,  Eccles,  Leigh  and  Stretford.  The 
statistics,  etc.,  given  in  this  section  exclude  these  districts. 

Roll  of  Midwives. — The  number  of  state  certified  midwives  on  the  County  Register  on  the 
31st  December,  1938,  was  610  ;  at  the  end  of  the  year  1937  the  number  was  738.

During  the  year  under  report,  79  midwives,  who  had  not  previously  been  on  the  County  Register, 
gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area  in  which  the  County  Council  is  the  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authority,  and  13,  who  had  previously  ceased,  re-commenced  to  act.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty  midwives  had  their  names  removed  from  the  County  Register  for  the  following  reasons  : 
40  left  the  area,  176  ceased  to  practise,  and  4  died. 

Of  the  610  midwives  on  the  County  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  report,  608  were 
trained  and  2  were  bona  fide  or  untrained  midwives. 

By  the  end  of  August,  1939,  the  number  of  midwives  on  the  County  Register  had  decreased 
substantially.  They  numbered  510,  all  of  whom  were  trained.

Compensation  to  Midwives. — (a)  Infectious  diseases. — A  sum  of  £30  6s.  8d.  was  paid  by  the 
County  Council  to  midwives  as  compensation  for  loss  of  practice  whilst  under  suspension  on  account 
of  contact  with  infectious  diseases. 


(6)  Cases  entering  hospital. — A  further  sum  of  £20  0s.  Od.  was  paid  to  midwives  as  compensation 
for  loss  of  cases  where  a  patient  entered  a  maternity  or  other  hospital  for  her  confinement  either  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  general  medical  practitioner  or  as  a  result  of  advice  given  at  an  ante¬ 
natal  clinic. 


Supervision  of  Midwives. — During  the  year  under  review  this  duty  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  two  supervisors.  Early  in  the  year  the  salaried  midwives  were  supplied  with  fully-equipped 
midwifery  and  maternity  nursing  bags.  They  were  instructed  in  the  use  of  these  and  in  the  use 
of  masks  and  drugs.  In  addition,  occasional  lectures  were  given. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  antenatal  clinics.  With  the  co-operation  of  obstetric  consultants, 
medical  officers  and  health  visitors,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  midwives  to  undertake  some 
of  the  duties  in  the  clinics. 


Routine  visits  of  inspection  and  special  investigations  have  been  carried  out,  and  help  has 
been  given  to  independent  practising  mid  wives  concerning  retirement  and  compensation. 

A  student  from  New  Zealand  visited  the  County  for  a  week  in  order  to  study  the  methods  of 
administration  of  the  midwifery  service  and  supervision  of  midwives. 
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Careful  instruction  has  also  been  given  to  salaried  midwives  in  matters  relating  to  their  duties 
to  the  patients,  and  it  has  been  pointed  out  to  them  that  they  are  available  for  all  maternity  cases, 
including  miscarriages,  and  a  summons  to  attend  a  patient  is  to  be  obeyed  at  once  either  by  a  midwife 
or  her  deputy. 

Arrangements  regarding  off-duty  time  have  been  left  to  the  midwives  themselves,  to  be  fixed 
so  that  it  does  not  interfere  with  their  w'ork  and  to  promote  esprit  de  corps. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  matters  which  are  essential  to  the  promotion  of  a  midwifery 
service  of  a  high  order  and  the  importance  of  co-operation  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health . 

The  Minister  of  Health,  in  a  circular,  has  stated  that  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives  should  be 
regarded  as  the  counsellor  and  friend  of  midwives  rather  than  a  relentless  critic,  and  that  she  should 
be  prepared  to  instruct  midwives  in  the  various  points  of  difficulty  which  arise  from  time  to  time 
in  connection  with  their  work,  and  make  them  feel  that  there  is  always  someone  to  whom  they  can 
look  for  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  laborious  nature  of  their  profession. 

Disciplinary  Measures. — The  disciplinary  action  taken  during  1938  is  shown  in  the  following 
table.  The  number  of  charges  of  negligence  or  misconduct  against  midwives  was  five  only.  A  number 
of  minor  breaches  of  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  were  also  dealt  wdth.

Uncertified  Women  acting  as  Midvvives. — Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  1938  from 
several  districts  that  women  not  certified  under  the  Midwives  Acts  were  attending  women  in  child¬ 
birth  otherwise  than  under  the  direction  of  a  medical  practitioner.  Enquiries  were  made  in  each 
instance  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

Under  section  6  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  Minister  of  Health  has  now  made  an  Order  pro¬ 
hibiting  unqualified  persons  from  acting  as  maternity  nurses  for  gain.  The  effect  of  this  Order 
should  be  the  disappearance  of  handywomen  in  the  Administrative  County. 

Training  as  Midwives. — During  the  year  under  report,  a  number  of  applications  were  received 
from  women  desirous  of  training  as  midwives  ;  in  one  instance  the  County  Council  rendered  financial 
assistance  to  enable  the  applicant  to  meet  the  fees  of  the  training  institution. 

In  accordance  with  Regulations  issued  by  the  Centra  l  Mid  wives  Board,  the  period  of  training 


for  intending  midwives  is  : — 

.  For  trained  nurses  .  .  .  One  year. 

For  other  women  .  .  Two  years. 


These  women  may  now'  be  trained  only  at  hospitals  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board 

for  the  purpose. 

Lectures  to  Midwives.  Lectures  to  midwives  have  been  given  by  members  of  the  County 
staff.  In  addition,  the  County  Council  has  made  arrangements  with  obstetric  specialists  to  give 
lectures  to  branches  of  the  Midwives’  Institute. 

Further,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  certain  County  Boroughs, 
the  midwives  residing  in  adjacent  County  districts  have  been  able  to  attend  lectures  in  those  towns. 

Post-Certificate  Courses. — The  Central  Midwives  Board,  acting  under  powers  given  by  the 
Mid  wives  Act,  1936,  has  framed  rules  which  make  attendance  at  post- certificate  courses  obligatory 
on  the  general  body  of  practising  midwives.  Briefly,  the  rules  lay  down  that  midwives  must  attend 
a  residential  course  of  not  less  than  one  month’s  duration  at  least  once  every  seven  years. 

Arrangements  for  these  post-certificate  courses  have  been  made  and  further  information  will 
be  given  in  next  year’s  Report. 
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Payment  of  Doctors’  Fees. — Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  the  number  of  accounts  received 
in  1938  from  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  midwives  in  cases  of  emergency  as  defined  by  the 
Central  Midwives  Board’s  Rules  was  4,425,  the  amount  involved  being  £6,288  3s.  Od.

The  following  factors  account  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  claims  : — (a)  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  births,  (b)  an  increase  in  the  number  of  doctors  who  now  exert  their  right  to  claim 
the  statutory  fees,  (c)  the  increase  in  the  number  of  births  attended  by  state  certified  midwives 
who  are  competent  to  recognise  those  abnormalities  which  necessitate  the  calling  in  of  a  doctor. 

Establishment  of  a  Panel  of  Medical  Practitioners  who  are  willing  to  be  called  in  by  Midwives 
in  emergency. — Under  the  Midwives  Code,  when  certain  specified  conditions  arise  in  a  patient,  a 
midwife  is  compelled  to  call  in  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  and  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
is  responsible  for  payment  of  the  practitioner’s  fee. 

In  the  Report  on  Maternal  Mortality  (Cmd.  5422)  it  is  recommended  that  Local  Supervising 
Authorities  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  local  medical  profession,  be  empowered  to  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  the  best  local  obstetric  skill  is  made  available  on  these  occasions. 

The  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1705  regards  this  recommendation  with  favour  and  considers 
that  action  in  the  direction  recommended  will  accelerate  the  downward  trend  which  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  is  happily  showing.  In  his  opinion  the  appropriate  action  would  be  the  establish¬ 
ment,  for  each  area  of  a  Local  Supervising  Authority,  of  a  panel  of  registered  medical  practitioners 
who  will  be  available  in  all  cases  in  which  a  midwife  is  required  to  call  in  a  doctor. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  invited  the  local  organisations  of  all  medical  practitioners  con¬ 
cerned  to  appoint  representatives  to  meet  him  to  discuss  the  Ministry’s  Circular,  and  a  conference 
was  Held  at  the  County  Offices  on  the  12th  December,  1938. 

At  the  conference  it  was  agreed  : — 

(1)  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  should  draw  up  a  list  of  those  practitioners  who  would  be 

willing  to  be  called  in  by  midwives  in  an  emergency. 

(2)  that  an  Advisory  Committee  should  be  set  up  consisting  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  (as 

Chairman),  two  general  practitioners  nominated  by  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  and  two  obstetric  consultants. 

The  duty  of  the  Advisory  Committee  is  to  scrutinise  the  list  prepared  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  to  make  any  such  recommendations  as  may  be  desirable  for  securing 
and  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  obstetric  practice  on  the  part  of  the  practitioners 
included  on  the  list,  e.g.,  a  recommendation  that  a  practitioner  should  be  required  to 
undertake  a  specified  period  of  post-graduate  training  as  a  condition  of  the  continued 
inclusion  of  his  name  on  the  list. 

(3)  that  a  copy  of  the  list  of  registered  medical  practitioners  as  revised  from  time  to  time  should 

be  supplied  to  every  midwife  employed  under  arrangements  made  in  accordance  with 
section  1  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  and  that  every  such  midwife  should  be  instructed 
that,  save  in  exceptional  circumstances,  the  practitioner  to  be  summoned  in  emergency 
must  be  one  whose  name  is  included  in  the  list.  The  midwife  should  ask  the  patient  to  select 
a  doctor  from  the  list  at  the  time  of  booking  and  she  must  not  influence  unduly  the 
selection.  In  the  exceptional  case  in  which  no  doctor  on  the  list  is  acceptable  to  the 
patient,  the  midwife  must  call  in  the  doctor  of  the  patient’s  choice. 

A  questionnaire  has  been  sent  out  to  the  registered  medical  practitioners  who  practise  in  the 
midwifery  area  of  this  Authority.  The  questionnaires  are  being  returned  and  a  list  is  being 
compiled  of  those  doctors  who  express  their  willingness  to  be  called  in  by  midwives  in  emergency. 
This  list  will  be  considered  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  appropriate  action  taken.

MID  WIVES  ACT,  1936. 


Details  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  to  ensure  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
domiciliary  service  of  whole-time  salaried  midwives  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts,  are  contained  in  the  report  for  the  year  1937. 


Briefly,  the  scheme  provides  that  in  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  County  area  the  service 
shall  be  provided  by  midwives  directly  employed  by  the  County  Council.  These  midwives  devote 
themselves  entirely  to  midwifery  and  maternity  nursing  work.  It  was  not  practicable  to  extend 
this  principle  to  the  rural  parts  of  the  County  on  account  of  the  comparatively  small  number  of 
births.  Arrangements  were  therefore  made  for  the  maternity  work  in  these  areas  to  be  under¬ 
taken  by  District  Nursing  Associations.  The  nurses  employed  by  the  Associations  usually  combine 
midwifery  with  general  nursing. 


Number  of  Salaried  Midwives.- — At  the  end  of  December,  1938,  the  number  of  salaried  midwives 
employed  directly  by  the  County  Council  was  176.  The  number  of  nurse-anidwives  employed  on 
domiciliary  work  by  the  63  District  Nursing  Associations  with  which  the  County  Council  have 
entered  into  agreements  was  89. 


Work  done  under  the  Act. — During  the  year  1938,  the  salaried  midwives  employed  directly  by 
the  County  Council  attended  8,563  cases  as  midwives  and  2,003  cases  as  maternity  nurses,  for  which 
a  total  of  £13,444  7s.  8d.  was  received  in  fees.  In  addition,  569  cases  for  which  these  midwives 
were  engaged  were  removed  to  hospital  before  confinement  on  account  of  obstetric  complications. 


In  the  same  period  the  nurse-midwives  employed  by  District  Nursing  Associations  attended 
1,206  cases  as  mid  wives  and  774  cases  as  maternity  nurses,  the  amount  received  in  fees  being 
£2,041  10s.  Od.  In  addition,  61  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  before  confinement. 


The  proportion  of  cases  attended  by  salaried  midwives  employed  under  the  County  Council’s 
domiciliary  midwifery  scheme  is  steadily  increasing. 


Retirement  of  Midwives. — Voluntary  Retirement. — (a)  Midwives  resident  in  County  Mid- 
wives'  area.- — During  the  year  1938,  twenty-nine  midwives  voluntarily  surrendered  their  midwifery 
certificates  to  the  County  Council.  The  total  amount  paid  to  them  in  compensation  was  £5,219. 
Seven  of  these  midwives  were  also  practising  at  the  time  of  retirement  in  the  areas  of  other  local 
supervising  authorities.  The  amount  recovered  bv  the  County  Council  from  these  authorities  was 
£63  5s.  9d. 


( b )  Midwives  resident  in  areas  of  other  Local  Supervising  Authorities. — Nineteen  claims  amount¬ 
ing  to  a  total  of  £374  15s.  Id.  were  received  from  other  authorities  in  respect  of  midwives  com. 
pensated  by  them  who  were  also  practising  in  the  County  Council  area  at  the  time  of  retirement. 


Compulsory  Retirement.- — (a)  Midwives  resident  in  the  County  Midwives’  area. — Sixteen 
midwives  were  compulsorily  retired  on  account  of  age  or  infirmity,  the  amount  of  compensation 
paid  being  £2,733.  This  includes  four  cases  in  which  joint  directions  were  issued  with  other  authori¬ 
ties.  The  amount  recovered  from  the  authorities  concerned  was  £54  15s.  6d. 


(b)  Midwives  resident  in  areas  of  other  Local  Supervising  Authorities. — In  one  instance  the 
County  Council  joined  with  another  authority  in  directing  a  midwife  to  surrender  her  certificate. 
The  County  Council’s  liability  in  this  connection  was  £36  13s.  7d. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


At  the  end  of  1938  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  the  area  of  the  Administrative 
County  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  in  75  County  districts  and  by  “  Welfare  Councils  ” 
in  the  remaining  34  County  districts.

Generally  speaking,  in  those  districts  in  which  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for 
Elementary  Education  it  is  also  the  authority  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  At  the  end  of  1938 
there  were  eight  County  districts  in  which  this  was  not  so.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
work  in  the  Urban  District  of  Ramsbottom  was  transferred  to  the  County  Council  on  the  1st  April, 
1939. 

In  one  instance — the  Borough  of  Morecambe  and  Heysham — the  County  Council  is  the  Welfare 
Authority  but  is  not  the  authority  for  Elementary  Education. 

THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SCHEME. 

The  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is 
assisted  by  two  Chief  Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

Twenty-three  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  who  also  act  as  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers, 
carry  out  the  work  in  the  “  field.”  Their  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  activities  consist  mainly 
in  giving  advice  at  welfare  centres  to  mothers  in  regard  to  their  health  and  that  of  their  children. 
Some  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  are  also  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  local  County 
districts.  Details  of  the  scheme  are  given  on  pages  43  to  48. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officers  are  assisted  in  their  work  by  health  visitors,  who  also  act  as 
school  nurses  and  inspectors  of  boarded-out  children.

The  Care  of  Children  under  School  Age. — Facilities  exist  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of 
these  children  at  child  welfare  centres,  school  clinics,  orthopaedic  clinics,  ophthalmic  clinics,  dental 
clinics  and  artificial  light  clinics,  and  at  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  certain  conditions.  Further, 
arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  suitable  children  are  admitted  to  convalescent  homes  on 
the  payment  by  the  County  Council  of  a  fixed  weekly  sum  for  each  child.  The  amount  to  be 
recovered  by  the  County  Council  from  the  parents  of  the  child  is  determined  by  the  use  of  an  income 
scale. 

Children  under  the  age  of  five  years  can  be  provided  under  the  County  Council  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Scheme  with  fresh  or  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  or  Virol,  at  cost  price,  less  than  cost 
price,  or  free,  w  hen  they  are  certified  by  the  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  the  child  welfare  centres 
to  require  extra  nourishment.

Toddlers. — Supervision  over  toddlers  is  maintained  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  by  sys¬ 
tematic  home  visiting. 

Day  Nurseries. — The  County  Council  has  provided  only  one  Day  Nursery.  This  is  at  Leyland 
and  has  accommodation  for  30  infants  and  young  children.  The  nursery  is  in  the  charge  of  a 
Matron,  who  is  assisted  by  two  nurses  and  two  probationers,  and  is  supervised  by  the  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer  for  the  district.  Mothers  residing  in  Leyland  and  the  immediate  vicinity, 
who  go  out  to  work,  may,  for  a  small  charge,  leave  their  young  children  at  the  nursery  during  the 
day  time.  Fifty-four  individual  children  attended  during  the  year  1938  ;  the  average  attendance 
was  20. 

Maternity  Services. — An  account  of  the  work  of  the  salaried  midwives  is  given  elsewhere  in  this 

report. 

The  Council’s  policy  has  been  to  develop  its  maternity  services  on  a  regional  basis.  This  necessi¬ 
tates  arrangements  being  made  with  hospitals  and  sometimes  with  other  Welfare  Authorities. 

Briefly,  a  regional  maternity  service  consists  of  a  staff  of  salaried  midwives  and  an  obstetrician 
of  standing  who  is  appointed  to  act  as  consultant  in  a  defined  area.  It  is  essential  that  he  should 
be  in  charge  of  an  adequate  number  of  hospital  maternity  beds.  These  beds  may  be  needed  for 
cases  requiring  antenatal  treatment  and  for  cases  of  abnormal  childbirth.  The  obstetrician  is 
available  for  consultation  in  the  homes  of  the  people  at  the  request  of  the  family  doctor.  He  may 
be  required  simply  to  give  advice  or  he  may  have  to  perform  a  difficult  operation. 

A  recent  development  has  been  the  organisation  of  Emergency  Maternity  Units— the  so-called 
“  Flying  Squads.”  These  consist  of  obstetrician,  nurse,  dressings,  and  necessary  equipment  and 
are  intended  for  use  in  those  cases  where  the  patient  cannot  safely  at  that  time  be  removed  to 
hospital,  e.g.,  cases  of  severe  haemorrhage  and  shock. 

In  each  area  antenatal  clinics  are  established  and  these  are  conducted  by  the  obstetrician, 
with  the  help  of  the  Council’s  salaried  midwives  and  health  visitors. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  by  regional 
schemes,  but  the  information  set  out  below  shows  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made.

In  addition  to  the  services  at  the  antenatal  clinics,  there  are  facilities  for  carrying  out  further 
examinations,  e.g.,  X-ray,  at  the  hospitals  mentioned  above  or  other  neighbouring  hospitals.  Preg¬ 
nancy  diagnosis  tests  are  also  carried  out  where  necessary. 

Antenatal  Care. — Various  types  of  antenatal  care  are  in  operation  in  the  Administrative 
County,  and  a  combination  of  methods  seems  to  be  most  suitable  for  a  County  in  which  the  areas 
are  not  uniform  in  character.

5.  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers. — At  all  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Centres 
expectant  mothers  may  be  seen  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  in  charge. 

6.  County  Health  Visitors. — A  large  amount  of  useful  work  is  done  for  expectant  mothers  by 
the  County  health  visitors.  In  1938  they  made  first  visits  to  2,300  mothers  and  1,998  re-visits. 

This  is  of  special  value  to  those  mothers  living  in  a  scattered  country  district  where  it  is  im¬ 
practicable  for  them  to  attend  an  antenatal  clinic  ;  for  such  expectant  women  the  visits  of  the 
County  health  visitor  have  been  a  valuable  addition  to  the  help  rendered  by  the  local  midwife  and 
doctor.

A  scheme  has  been  put  into  operation  for  the  provision  of  dentures  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  In  the  operation  of  the  scheme,  the  expectant  or  nursing  mother  needing  treatment  is 
referred  by  the  obstetrician  at  the  antenatal  clinic  or  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Centre  to  the  County  Dental  Surgeon.  The  County  Dental  Surgeon  then  carries 
out  the  treatment  necessary,  and  if  artificial  dentures  are  required  application  is  made  to  the  Central 
Office.  An  order  is  then  issued  through  the  County  Dental  Surgeon  on  a  private  dentist  for  the 
supply  of  the  dentures.  Each  patient  is  required  to  pay  towards  the  cost  of  the  dentures  according 
to  a  scale  approved  by  the  Committee. 

Postnatal  Work. — Each  mother  attending  a  specialist  antenatal  clinic  is  instructed  to  pay 
at  least  one  visit  to  the  clinic  after  her  confinement  has  taken  place  so  that,  if  abnormalities  are 
present,  they  may  be  discovered.  The  response  to  the  instruction  has  been  encouraging  and  in  the 
Fleetwood  area  the  numbers  attending  for  postnatal  examination  have  been  so  large  that  a  special 
session  has  been  arranged  for  this  work.  This  clinic  is  open  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  each  month 
from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon.

There  is  no  doubt  that  adequate  postnatal  examination  and  treatment,  where  necessary,  wall 
do  much  to  prevent  a  great  deal  of  the  chronic  invalidity  which  sometimes  follows  childbirth. 


During  the  year,  617  women  resident  in  the  County  area  made  1,022  postnatal  attendances  at 
the  County  Council  specialist  antenatal  or  postnatal  clinics,  or  at  the  antenatal  or  postnatal 
clinics  at  County  Hospitals  and  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  postnatal  clinics  or  facilities  for  postnatal  examination  at 
a  number  of  the  municipal  or  voluntary  hospitals  with  which  the  County  Council  have  a  “user” 
agreement  or  with  which  arrangements  for  the  admission  of  maternity  patients  have  been  made 
under  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

Emergency  Maternity  Units. — The  purpose  of  these  units  has  already  been  indicated.  To 
render  them  as  effective  as  possible  arrangements  are  being  made  with  blood  transfusion  services 
for  their  employment  when  necessary.  The  County  Council  has  decided  to  make  arrangements 
with  hospitals  and/or  local  authorities  for  the  provision  of  emergency  maternity  units  where  possible.

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Home  Helps. — A  home  help  may  be  defined  as  a  woman  who  is  employed  solely  for  domestic 
purposes  in  the  homes  of  mothers  who,  through  incapacity  incidental  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth, 
are  unable  to  do  this  work  themselves. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1937  reference  was  made  to  the  provision  of  a  service  of  home  helps 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  of  a  local  authority.  Reference 
was  also  made  to  the  decision  of  the  County  Council  to  provide  an  experimental  service  of  home 
helps  in  Atherton  and  Fleetwood.  This  service  would  be  for  twelve  months  only  in  the  first  instance. 

In  Atherton,  eight  home  helps  have  been  placed  on  the  register  and  during  the  period  1st  Sep¬ 
tember  to  31st  December,  1938,  they  attended  27  cases  at  a  cost  of  £132. 

In  Fleetwood,  eleven  home  helps  attended  22  cases  at  a  cost  of  £110  during  the  period  21st 
September  to  31st  December,  1938. 

It  is  hoped  to  present  a  more  detailed  report  on  this  service  in  the  report  for  the  year  1939. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits. — These  are  provided  free  of  cost  for  every  patient  who  engages  a 
County  Council  salaried  midwife,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  patient  may  live  in  a  County 
district  which  is  itself  a  Welfare  Authority.  The  County  Council  has  also  made  arrangements  whereby 
independent  midwives  may  purchase  these  outfits  at  cost  price  for  such  of  their  patients  as  are 
resident  in  the  County  Council  midwives’  area.  Details  of  the  outfits  were  given  in  the  report  for 
the  year  1937.

During  the  past  year  the  total  number  of  women  admitted  under  these  arrangements  was 
716.  This  compares  with  428,  181,  198,  175,  145  and  260  for  the  previous  six  years.  In  each  case 
an  enquiry  is  made  by  the  health  visitor  into  the  economic  circumstances  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  homes.  During  the  year  the  payment  for  these  patients  amounted  to  £5,645  11s.  2d.,  of  which 
£1,002  14s.  lOd.  was  recovered  from  the  patients. 

The  increasing  number  of  cases  being  sent  into  hospital  for  antenatal  treatment  is  a  reflection 
of  the  work  being  done  at  the  antenatal  clinics  which  have  been  established.  It  should  lead  to 
a  reduction  in  maternal  mortality  and  morbidity.

Supply  of  milk  and  other  foodstuffs. — There  is  still  much  unemployment  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  and  consequently  a  large  quantity  of  milk  or  milk  products  is  supplied  free  or  at  half 
price  at,  or  through,  the  welfare  centres  to  necessitous  nursing  mothers,  women  in  the  last  six 
months  of  pregnancy,  and  infants  and  young  children  ;  during  the  year  an  amount  of  £19,739 
was  so  spent.  The  conditions  under  which  such  supplies  are  made  are  those  of  medical  necessity 
coupled  with  the  inability  to  purchase  the  necessary  foodstuffs. 


Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk,  eggs,  butter,  etc.,  is  also  supplied  to  necessitous  ex¬ 
pectant  and  nursing  mothers,  where  such  nourishment  is  recommended  by  the  specialists  at  the 
antenatal  clinics  or  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 


During  the  past  year,  1,159,607  pints  of  fresh  milk  were  supplied  direct  to  the  recipients  by 
milk  purveyors,  at  a  cost  of  £15,703,  and  the  following  statement  shows  the  amount  of  dried  milks, 
cod  liver  oil,  Virol,  etc.,  supplied  at  the  centres  : —

In  the  above  statement  most  of  the  foodstuffs  mentioned  are  sold  at  cost  price.  In  necessitous 
cases  the  food  is  supplied  either  free  of  cost  or  at  half-price  ;  the  total  cost  of  the  foods  thus  supplied 
amounted  to  £4,036  11s.  2d. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. — -In  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1939,  puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  as 
“  any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a  woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage  in  which 
a  temperature  of  100-4 °F  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a  period  of  24  hours,  or  has  recurred 
during  that  period." 

Under  the  above  mentioned  Regulations  a  medical  practitioner  is  required  to  notify  to  the 
local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  a  form  of  certificate  contained  in  the  second  Schedule  to  the 
Regulations,  any  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurring  in  any  person  upon  whom  he  is  in  attendance. 
The  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  forward  a  copy  of  every  notification  received 
by  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  within  24  hours. 

Note. — The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1937,  omitted  puerperal  fever 
from  the  definition  of  notifiable  diseases.  This  makes  for  administrative  simplicity.  It  also  renders 
ineffective  the  reference  to  puerperal  fever  in  the  1926  Regulations.  Since  the  1st  October,  1937, 
notifications  are  required  only  under  the  term  “Puerperal  Pyrexia.” 

Number  of  Cases  Notified. — During  the  year  1938,  the  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of

( b )  Bacteriological  Examinations. — For  bacteriological  examinations  of  lochia  and  blood, 
facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Univer¬ 
sities. 


(c)  Hospital  Treatment.- — Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  with  certain 
hospitals  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 

( d )  Provision  of  Trained  Nurses. — -Arrangements  have  been  made  with  District  Nursing 
Associations  and  Nursing  Homes  for  the  provision  of  trained  nurses. 

Under  the  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council,  action  with  regard  to  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  was  taken  as  follows  : — Seventy  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  ;  in  12  cases  a  second 
opinion  was  sought  ;  in  6  cases  an  examination  was  made  of  lochia  and  blood,  and  in  6  cases  a 
trained  nurse  was  provided. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — By  means  of  notifications  under  the  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum)  Regulations,  1926  to  1937  and  by  medical  aid  forms  received  from  midwives,  367  cases 
of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes  came  under  notice  ;  of  these,  141  were  notified  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum.  In  the  previous  year  these  figures  were  278  and  118  respectively. 

Fifty-nine  of  the  ophthalmia  neonatorum  cases  notified  were  in  the  County  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  area  and  of  these  22  were  removed  to  hospital  and  18  were  provided  with  trained 

nurses. 

In  1933  a  scheme  was  put  into  operation  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  immediate  information 
of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  occurring  in  the  practice  of  midwives.  Midwives  have  been 
requested  in  all  cases  in  which  they  have  had  occasion  to  call  in  medical  assistance  on  account  of 
inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes,  however  slight,  to  notify  the  cases  immediately  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  by  telegram  or  telephone.  (The  midwives  are  refunded  the  amount 
expended  on  the  telegram  or  telephone).  Immediate  steps  are  then  taken  to  see  that  the  children 
receive  proper  treatment. 
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It  is  a  standing  instruction  to  the  County  nursing  staff,  who  visit  the  homes  in  all  notified 
cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  etc.,  that  in  virulent  cases  where  no  other  expert  nursing  is  avail- 
able,  the  nurse  shall  put  aside  all  other  work  until  the  eyesight  of  the  child  is  beyond  danger  or 
past  cure. 

It  is  hoped  by  this  prompt  action  to  prevent  the  type  of  blindness  which  has  resulted  from 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  so  frequently  in  the  past. 

In  the  areas  of  the  “  Welfare  Councils  ”  arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  prompt 
notification  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Public  Health  ( Ophthalmia  Neonatorum)  Amendment  Regulations,  1937. — Under  these 
Regulations  notifications  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  are  now  to  be  forwarded  by  medical 
practitioners  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority. 

The  County  Council  therefore  receives  such  notifications  direct  from  76  districts. 

Copies  of  these  notifications  are  forwarded,  within  24  hours  of  their  receipt,  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  within  which  the  child  is  being  attended.

Supply  of  Milk  and  Foodstuffs.- — In  all  the  districts  undertaking  child  welfare  work,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  by  which  a  supply  of  food  and  milk  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and 
of  milk  for  young  children,  is  available  in  necessitous  cases. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

County  Orthopaedic  Scheme. — The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  crippled  children  are  fully 
described  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  1938.  The  autonomous  authorities  who 
participate  in  the  County  Council  scheme  now  number  31,  i.e.,  5  county  boroughs,  17  municipal 
boroughs  and  9  urban  districts. 


Particulars  as  to  the  number  of  children  treated  during  1938,  together  with  details  of  the 
work  undertaken  at  After-Care  Centres  and  the  Biddulph  Grange  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  etc.,  are 
set  out  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Local  Orthopaedic  Schemes. — The  following  Councils  which  are  local  authorities  for  child  welfare 
purposes  have  made  their  own  arrangements  for  orthopaedic  treatment — Chorley  (B),  Middleton 
(B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  and  Widnes  (B). 


NURSING  HOMES. 


The  law  relating  to  Nursing  Homes  is  contained  in  sections  187-195  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  The  County  Council  is  the  authority  under  the  Act  for  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County. 
In  respect  of  the  County  districts  given  below,  however,  the  County  Council  has  delegated  its 
powers  and  duties  to  the  Town  Councils

BLIND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920  AND  1938. 


Blind  Persons  Acts,  1920  and  1938. — These  Acts  empower  County  Councils  and  County  Borough 
Councils,  whether  in  combination  with  any  other  Council  or  Councils  or  otherwise,  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  blind  persons  ordinarily  resident  within  their  area,  and  such 
Councils  may,  for  this  purpose,  provide  and  maintain  or  contribute  towards  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  workshops,  hostels,  homes  or  other  places  for  the  reception  of  blind  persons. 

The  main  provision  in  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  is  clause  1,  which  provides  for  the  reduction 
of  the  age  at  which  pensions  may  be  paid  to  blind  persons  under  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Act,  1936, 
from  50  to  40  years. 

Clause  2  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  provides  that  all  assistance  given  to  blind  persons 
by  local  authorities  (other  than  institutional  or  medical  assistance)  must  be  given  under  the  Blind 
Persons  Act  and  not  by  way  of  poor  relief.  The  clause  also  requires  that  local  authorities,  in  giving 
financial  assistance  to  a  blind  person,  shall  take  into  account  the  needs  of  any  members  of  his  house¬ 
hold  who  are  dependent  on  him. 

Clause  2  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  also  contains  a  provision  enabling  a  local  authority 
to  pay  or  contribute  to  the  payment  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  blind  person  or  a  member  of  his 
household  who  is  dependent  on  him.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  agreed  that  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  authorised  to  make  arrangements,  in  necessitous  cases,  for  the  County 
Council  to  pay,  or  contribute  towards,  the  payment  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  blind  person  or  a 
sighted  dependent  member  of  the  household  of  a  blind  person,  such  contribution  not  to  exceed  £10. 

Clause  3  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  provides  machinery  for  adjusting  between  the  local 
authorities  the  charges  in  respect  of  blind  persons  who  move  from  one  area  to  another. 

The  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  Acts. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Blind  Persons  Acts,  1920  and  1938, 
are  defrayed  out  of  the  County  fund  as  expenses  for  general  purposes. 

The  Education  Committee,  acting  through  the  School  Medical  Sub-Committee,  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  educating  and  training  the  blind,  and  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
is  charged  largely  with  the  duty  of  providing  employment  for  the  employable  blind  and  providing 
financial  assistance  for  the  unemployable  blind,  together  with  a  number  of  varied  activities  which 
may  be  summed  up  under  the  general  heading  of  “  Social  Work.”  It  would,  perhaps,  appear  that 
this  division  of  duties  causes  a  certain  lack  of  co-ordination  in  dealing  with  the  blind,  but  as  the 
officials  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  School  Medical  Sub-Committee  are  the  same,  there 
is  unity  of  purpose  and  complete  co-ordination  in  execution. 

General  Aims  of  the  Scheme. 

1.  The  Prevention  of  Blindness. — As  it  is  only  possible,  in  a  scheme  under  the  Blind  Persons 
Acts,  to  make  provision  for  the  welfare  of  persons  already  blind,  it  must  be  understood  that  the 
provisions  made  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  do  not  actually  form  a  part  of  the  Council’s  scheme 
under  the  Blind  Persons  Acts.  It  is  considered  advisable,  however,  to  state  for  information  that 
the  methods  adopted  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  are  as 
follow  : — 

(a)  By  using  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  ophthalmia 

neonatorum,  and  other  eye  conditions  found  in  infancy. 

(b)  By  providing  facilities  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Regulations  for  the  prevention  and  cure 

of  venereal  diseases. 

(c)  By  providing  treatment,  either  at  hospital  or  otherwise,  for  persons,  where  there  is  danger 

of  permanent  blindness  if  efficient  treatment  is  not  promptly  undertaken. 

(■ d )  By  such  other  means  employed  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staffs  of  the  combined  depart¬ 
ments  as  may  tend  to  the  prevention  of  blindness  caused  by  other  diseases. 

(e)  By  general  educational  methods  through  the  staff  of  the  departments. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  in  the  exercise  of  their  powers  under  and  by  virtue  of  section 
176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  have  made  arrangements  for  assisting  in  the  prevention  of  blind¬ 
ness,  and  in  particular  for  the  treatment  of  persons,  ordinarily  resident  in  the  Administrative 
County  area,  suffering  from  any  disease  of  or  injury  to  the  eyes.  The  scheme  was  described  in 
detail  on  page  221  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1937. 

2.  Care  of  the  Blind. — The  main  effort  of  the  County  Council  is  directed  towards  : — 

(a)  The  education  and  training  of  children  and  adults. 

(b)  The  provision  of  employment  for  those  who  are  employable. 

(c)  The  provision  of  financial  or  other  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other  destitute  blind 

persons. 

(d)  The  provision  of  financial  assistance  to  the  sighted  dependants  of  blind  persons. 

(e)  The  provision  of  home  teaching  and  the  social  welfare  of  the  blind. 
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General  Method. 

The  scheme  is  worked  through  existing  blind  institutions  and  workshops  and  other  voluntary 
agencies  and,  as  far  as  possible,  co-operation  is  arranged  with  other  local  authorities  under  the  Act. 

3.  Registration. — There  are  two  statutory  definitions  of  blindness.  In  section  69  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Act,  1921,  a  blind  child  is  defined  as  being  “  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the  ordinary  school 
books  used  by  children.” 

When  a  child,  who  has  been  classified  as  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act,  1921, 
attains  the  age  of  16  years,  he  has  to  be  re-examined  with  a  view  to  determining  if  he  is  blind  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938.  Section  5  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  defines  a 
blind  person  as  one  who  is  “  so  blind  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  any  work  for  which  eyesight  is 
essential.” 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  definitions  include  many  persons  other  than  those  who  are  totally 
blind,  and  that  the  educational  definition,  which  is  largely  preventive  in  its  purpose,  is  much  wider 

than  the  other. 

The  County  Council  maintains  such  a  system  of  registration  of  blind  persons  as  gives  them 
all  the  necessary  information  for  the  full  administration  of  these  Acts.  No  person’s  name  is  in¬ 
cluded  on  the  Register  of  Blind  Persons  unless  he  is  certified  by  one  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  or  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1938,  as  interpreted  in  Circulars  681,  780  and  1353  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  If  a  person  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  a  border-line  case,  he  is  examined  by  one  of  the  ophthalmic  surgeons  with  whom 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  has  made  special  arrangements,  and  his  name  is  not  included  on 
the  register  unless  he  is  certified  by  the  examining  ophthalmic  surgeon  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act. 

The  form  of  certificate  which  is  completed  by  the  County  Council  when  alleged  blind  persons 
are  examined  is  the  same  as  the  one  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of 
Education.  A  copy  of  every  report  completed  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council  is 
forwarded  to  the  supervising  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind,  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  Com¬ 
mittee,  London,  and  the  Northern  Counties  Association  for  the  Blind,  Manchester. 

During  the  year  1938,  1,145  alleged  blind  persons  were  examined  by  the  County  Council  and  of 
this  number  699  were  certified  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  and 
446  (38-95  per  cent.)  were  not  certified.

1.  Children  under  School  Age. — Provision  is  made  for  the  welfare  of  blind  children  under 
school  age  through  the  home  teachers,  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  health  visitors.  Where 
the  home  conditions  are  unsatisfactory,  provision  is  made,  when  considered  desirable,  for  accom¬ 
modation  in  one  of  the  Sunshine  Homes  of  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  or  similar  Institution, 
or  when  the  child  is  between  two  and  five  years  of  age,  the  case  is  referred  to  the  Local  Education 
Committee  to  make  suitable  provision  in  a  Nursery  School  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education.

Before  selecting  the  occupation  in  which  a  blind  person  should  be  trained,  the  capability  ot 
the  individual  is  considered,  and  also  the  prospect  of  employment  being  found  for  him  in  that  occu¬ 
pation  in  the  locality  in  which  he  lives.  The  future  employing  agency  is  notified  from  time  to 
time  of  the  progress  each  blind  person  is  making,  and  in  the  last  few  months  of  training  definite 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  blind  person  to  report  at  the  workshop  or  society  for  the  blind, 
nearest  to  his  home,  for  employment  as  a  workshop  employee  or  home  worker. 

Employment  in  Workshops. — When  a  blind  person  completes  his  training  and  there  is  a 
workshop  for  the  blind  within  reasonable  distance  from  his  home,  arrangements  are  made  for  his 
employment  there.  The  occupations  carried  on  at  the  workshops  for  the  blind  are  as  stated  above. 
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The  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  provide  that  weekly  pay  should  be  “  at  the  trade 
union  or  other  standard  rate  customary  in  the  particular  class  of  work  in  which  the  blind  person 
is  employed.” 

The  handicap  of  blindness,  however,  prevents  most  blind  persons  from  earning  a  livelihood 
if  they  are  paid  only  what  they  earn  on  a  strictly  commercial  basis.  Consequently  it  is  necessary 
to  augment  their  earnings,  and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  grant  at  the  rate  of  £40  pet- 
annum  in  respect  of  each  County  workshop  employee.  This  augmentation  is  paid  over  to  the 
individual  workshop  employees  in  amounts  varying  according  to  their  weekly  earnings. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  agreed  that,  as  from  3rd  July,  1939,  the  County  blind 
workshop  employees  should  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  the  County  Borough  blind  workshop 
employees  employed  at  the  same  workshop  for  the  blind.  This  will  necessitate  the  County  Council 
paying  grant  in  excess  of  £40  per  annum  in  respect  of  County  blind  workshop  employees  at  six 
workshops  for  the  blind  in  Lancashire. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  half  the  initial  expenditure  incurred  by  a  Voluntary 
Agency  for  the  Blind  in  providing  tools  and  equipment  for  workshop  employees  in  all  cases  where 
the  expenditure  has,  in  the  first  instance,  been  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 


In  a  few  instances  it  was  found  that  owing  to  the  general  trade  depression  the  earnings  and 
augmentation  of  a  few  workshop  employees  did  not  amount  to  25s.  Od.  a  week,  and  consequently 
they  were  not  as  well  off  as  an  unemployable  blind  person.  These  cases  are  assisted  by  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  County  Council  in  as  much  as  the  Council,  after  ignoring  the  first  5s.  Od.  of  their  earnings 
and  augmentation,  grants  them  such  financial  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  they 
have  a  weekly  income  of  25s.  Od.  (including  the  assessed  weekly  value  of  “  home  circumstances  ”).

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Home  Workers. — -Where  a  blind  person  returns  home  after  his  training  is  completed,  and  no 
workshop  is  within  reach  he  can  carry  on  his  trade  at  home  under  a  “  Home  Workers  ”  scheme, 
which  is  supervised  by  the  Local  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind.  The  Lancashire  County  Council 
pays  half  the  initial  expenditure  incurred  by  a  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind  in  providing  tools 
and  equipment  for  home  workers  in  all  cases  where  the  expenditure  has,  in  the  first  instance,  been 
approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  A  home  worker  should  support  himself  out  of  earnings 
assisted  by  augmentation  in  the  same  manner  as  a  workshop  employee.  For  each  home  worker 
approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  a  grant  at  the  rate  of  £40  per  annum,  on  the  basis  of 
average  weekly  earnings,  is  paid  to  the  Supervising  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind. 


The  home  workers  are  encouraged  to  find  their  own  markets  for  their  goods,  but  where  they 
are  unable  to  do  so  every  assistance  is  given  by  the  workshops  for  the  blind  in  disposing  of  their 
goods. 


In  some  instances,  however,  it  has  been  found  that  some  of  the  home  workers  have  had  diffi¬ 
culty  in  obtaining  sufficient  orders  to  keep  them  fully  occupied,  with  a  consequent  reduction  in 
their  average  weekly  earnings.  These  cases  are  assisted  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  as 
much  as  the  Council,  after  ignoring  the  first  5s.  Od.  of  their  earnings  and  augmentation,  grants 
them  such  financial  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  they  have  a  weekly  income  of 
25s.  Od.  (including  the  assessed  weekly  value  of  “  home  circumstances  ”).

Hostels. — Hostel  accommodation  is  provided  for  those  blind  persons  who  have  no  homes 
and  are  employed  in  approved  workshops  for  the  blind.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays 
grant  at  the  rate  of  £10  per  annum  in  respect  of  “  hostel  ”  cases. 

Two  County  cases  are  resident  in  the  Woodlands  Home  and  Hostel  for  Blind  Women,  Bolton, 
and  two  in  the  Hayesleigh  Hostel,  Henshaw’s  Institution,  Manchester. 

Homes. — Accommodation  is  provided  in  homes  for  the  blind  for  suitable  adult  blind  persons 
who  are  aged  or  infirm  or  incapable  of  work  and  are  in  need  of  such  accommodation.  The  Lanca¬ 
shire  County  Council  pays  all  the  maintenance  fees  (excepting  the  amounts  contributed  by  the 
blind  persons)  in  respect  of  “  Home  ”  cases.  The  amount  usually  contributed  by  the  blind  person 
is  8s.  Od.  per  week  out  of  the  old  age  pension  of  10s.  Od.  per  week.

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Home  Teachers. — The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  grant  at  the  rate  of  £156  per  annum 
in  respect  of  each  home  teacher  employed  wholly  in  visiting  County  cases.  All  home  teachers  in 
respect  of  whom  grant  is  paid  must  be  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  it  is  a 
condition  of  approval  in  the  case  of  all  appointed  since  the  1st  April,  1923,  that  they  should  obtain 
the  Home  Teaching  Certificate  of  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind  within  two  years  of  appoint¬ 
ment.

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The  duties  of  a  home  teacher  were  fully  dealt  with  in  the  Advisory  Committee’s  handbook 
on  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1934  and  also  on  page  205  of  the 
County  Health  Report  for  1934. 


Unemployable  Blind  Persons  and  Their  Sighted  Dependants. — The  regulations  for  the 
provision  of  domiciliary  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind  persons,  as  approved 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  were  described  in  detail  on  pages 
206-209  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1934,  and  pages  226  and  227  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1937. 


The  regulations  for  granting  domiciliary  assistance  to  the  sighted  dependent  wife  and/or 
children  were  described  in  detail  on  pages  194  and  195  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1930,  and  pages 
226  and  227  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1937. 


During  the  year  1938-39,  domiciliary  assistance  was  granted  to  2,715  blind  persons  under  the 
scheme  of  the  County  Council.  During  the  same  period,  322  blind  persons  were  granted  domiciliary 
assistance  in  respect  of  their  sighted  dependants,  the  number  of  sighted  dependants  involved  being 
482. 


Visiting  of  Blind  Persons. — -Members  of  the  office  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  periodically  visit  blind  persons  in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assistance  in  order  to  investigate 
their  financial  circumstances  and  to  ensure  that  they  are  receiving  the  correct  amount  of  financial 
assistance  as  provided  for  in  the  regulations  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  provision 
of  domiciliary  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind  persons. 


During  the  year  under  report,  1,442  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  such  blind  persons. 


Dental  Treatment  for  Blind  Persons. 


The  County  Council  pays  the  cost  of  dental  treatment,  and  if  necessary  the  cost  of  dentures, 
for  blind  persons  in  all  cases  where  the  expenditure  has  in  the  first  instance  been  approved  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 


Wireless  Telegraphy  (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  1926. 

A  blind  person  (not  being  resident  in  a  public  or  charitable  institution  or  a  school)  who  produces 
to  the  Postmaster-General  a  certificate  issued  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Council  of  the  County, 
or  of  the  County  Borough,  in  which  he  is  ordinarily  resident,  that  he  is  registered  as  a  blind  person 
in  the  area  of  the  County  or  of  the  County  Borough,  may  receive  a  wireless  licence  without  the 
payment  of  any  fee. 


All  applications  for  certificates  of  blindness  for  blind  persons  resident  in  the  Administrative 
County  area  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Council.  If  the  applicant  is  certified  by  one  of 
the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1938,  the  required  certificate  is  issued. 


During  the  year  1938,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  issued  476  certificates. 


If  a  blind  person  who  has  been  provided  by  the  County  Council  with  a  certificate  of  blindness 
for  the  purposes  of  the  above  Act,  dies  or  removes  to  another  address  the  local  Postmaster  is  notified 
accordingly. 


Deaf-Blind  Persons — Provision  of  Hearing-aids. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  deaf-blind  persons  to  have  free  hearing  tests  at  the  Man¬ 
chester  University  where  there  is  a  department  for  Education  of  the  Deaf.  For  cases  who  attend 
the  University  and  where  the  specialist  reports  that  the  hearing  of  a  deaf-blind  person  can  be  helped 
with  a  hearing-aid,  as  recommended  at  the  University,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is  authorised 
to  arrange  for  the  payment  of  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  hearing-aid.  The  balance  of  the  cost 
is  paid  by  the  Northern  Counties’  Association  for  the  Blind. 


Grants  to  Agencies  for  the  Blind. — The  following  table  shows  the  amounts  (excluding  miscellaneous  items)  paid  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 

to  the  various  Agencies  for  the  Blind  for  the  financial  year  1938-39. 
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Blind  Old  Age  Pensions  under  Section  2  of  the 
Old  Age  Pensions  Act,  1936. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  after  consulting  with  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
decided  that  Pension  Officers  should  send  a  form  of  enquiry  to  the  appropriate  Registration 
Authority  before  reporting  on  a  claim  for  a  blind  pension  in  England  and  Wales.  This  was  decided 
in  order  to  avoid  the  conflicting  decisions  on  the  question  of  blindness  for  the  purposes  of  (a)  Blind 
Old  Age  Pensions  under  section  2  of  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Act,  1936,  and  ( b )  the  registration  of 
blind  persons  under  schemes  made  by  local  authorities. 


The  Registration  Authority  is  required  to  answer  the  following  questions  in  respect  of  alleged 
blind  persons  who  make  application  for  the  Blind  Old  Age  Pension  : — 

(1)  Has  the  claimant  applied  for  registration  as  a  blind  person  ? 

(2)  Has  the  claimant  been  (i)  registered  or  (ii)  refused  registration  ? 

(3)  In  either  case,  was  the  claimant  examined  and  certified  by  a  medical  practitioner 

with  special  experience  in  ophthalmology  ? 

(4)  If  the  answer  to  (3)  is  in  the  negative,  on  what  evidence  was  the  claimant  registered 

or  refused  registration  ? 


During  the  year  1938,  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  Registration  Authority,  completed 
the  necessary  form  of  enquiry  in  respect  of  519  blind  persons. 
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SHOPS  ACTS. 


The  Shops  Acts,  1912-1936. — The  County  Council  is  the  “  local  authority  ”  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  in  the  Administrative  County  area,  except  in  the  24 
municipal  boroughs,  and  8  urban  districts  which  had  a  population  of  over  20,000  at  the  last  published 
census.  The  power  to  make  closing,  half- holiday,  and  other  Orders  is  conferred  on  the  County 
Council,  but  this  power  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  has  been  delegated  by  the  County 
Council  in  28  instances  to  urban  district  councils,  the  County  Council  retaining  in  these  districts 
the  power  of  supervision,  prosecution,  etc. 

The  present  law  relating  to  shops  is  contained  in  the  following  Acts  : — 

The  Shops  Act,  1912  (except  section  5  (4  and  5),  section  12  (1)  (c),and  the  Third  Schedule, 
which  were  repealed  in  the  1928  Act). 

The  Shops  Act,  1913. 

The  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928. 

The  Shops  Act,  1934. 

The  Shops  Act,  1936. 

The  Retail  Meat  Dealers’  Shops  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1936. 

The  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936. 

Regulations  in  operation  are  dated  1912,  1913,  1934,  and  1937,  and  there  are  official  memoranda 
on  the  law  relating  to  shops  issued  in  1913,  and  on  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  the  Shops  (Sunday 
Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936. 

Young  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1938. — This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
January,  1939,  contains  under  Part  1,  provisions  for  regulating  the  hours  of  young  persons  employed 
in  certain  occupations  which  have  hitherto  been  unregulated,  and  in  Part  2,  certain  amendments 
of  the  Shops  Acts. 

The  local  authority  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act  is  : — 

(a)  As  respects  any  municipal  borough,  the  Council  of  the  borough. 

( b )  As  respects  any  urban  district  with  a  population  according  to  the  last  published 
census  of  20,000  or  more,  the  District  Council. 

(c)  Elsewhere,  the  Council  of  the  County. 

Part  1. — The  main  classes  of  young  persons  to  whom  Part  1  applies  are  van  boys  and  outside 
messengers,  page  boys  at  residential  hotels  and  clubs,  messengers  in  newspaper  offices,  attendants 
at  theatres,  cinemas  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment,  assistants  to  cinema  operators,  lift 
boys  (except  those  in  private  houses)  and  young  persons  employed  in  a  laundry  or  dyers  and  cleaners’ 
receiving  office.  Under  the  definition  in  section  9  (1),  a  “  young  person  ”  includes  any  person 
under  the  age  of  18  years  except  a  child  whose  employment  is  regulated  by  section  18  of  the  Children 
and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.  This  part  of  the  Act  does  not,  however,  apply  to  young  persons 
whose  hours  of  employment  are  regulated  by  the  Factories,  Mines,  or  Shops  Acts. 

The  scheme  of  regulation  of  hours  contained  in  Part  1  is  in  essentials  similar  to  the  scheme  for 
the  regulation  of  hours  of  young  persons  under  the  Shops  Acts  but  it  differs  in  certain  details,  e.g., 
with  regard  to  the  distribution  of  overtime,  intervals  for  meals,  compensatory  holidays  or  employ¬ 
ment  on  Sunday.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  reduction  as  from  the  31st  December,  1939,  of  the 
permitted  weekly  hours  of  work  of  young  persons  under  16  to  whom  Part  1  of  the  Act  applies,  from 
48  to  44.  A  similar  provision  is  made  in  Part  2  with  regard  to  young  persons  under  16  regulated 
by  the  Shops  Acts. 

Part  2. — This  part  of  the  Act  makes  consequential  amendments  to  the  Shops  Acts  and  provides 
an  exception  to  enable  shops  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  pressure  of  Christmas  trade. 
With  regard  to  both  Parts  1  and  2,  the  statutory  forms  regarding  hours  of  employment,  etc.,  are  the 
same  as  laid  down  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

General. — Provision  is  made  for  the  delegation  of  certain  powers  of  the  County  Council  to  Urban 
or  Rural  District  Councils  to  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  but  the  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  the  Act  rests  with  the  local  authorities  who  are  local  authorities  under  the  Shops 
Acts. 

The  Shops  Act,  1934. — On  the  1st  November,  1938,  the  scheme  under  this  Act  which  became 
operative  on  the  1st  June,  1937,  was  extended  for  a  further  period  of  twelve  months.  The  scheme 
provides  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  inspectorial  duties  required  to  be  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council.  These  duties  include  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  : — 

(a)  the  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons, 

(b)  inspection  of  records  and  notices, 

(c)  means  of  lighting,  washing  facilities,  and  facilities  for  meals. 

(d)  seats  for  female  shop  assistants. 
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Sixty  Urban  and  fourteen  Rural  District  Councils  agreed  to  allow  their  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
inspect  shops  in  their  districts  twice  during  the  period  of  12  months,  and  forward'  to  the  County 
Council,  on  forms  provided  for  this  purpose,  details  of  their  inspections.  During  1938,  inspection 
reports  received  under  the  scheme  numbered  10,834,  including  a  number  carried  out  by  the  County 
staff  in  the  Urban  District  of  Walton-le-Dale  and  the  Preston  Rural  District.  As  a  result  of  the 
inspections,  it  was  found  necessary  to  communicate  with  certain  shopkeepers  for  offences  as  set  out 
below  : —

In  each  case  the  shopkeeper  concerned  was  cautioned  by  letter.  Where  further  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  now  being  com¬ 
plied  with. 


In  a  number  of  cases  structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  or  alterations  are  in  progress 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  regard  to  lighting,  washing  facilities  and 
facilities  for  meals.
